Halifax, N.S., Jan. 2, 

With Sir Joho Thompson's body, arrived 
at mouth of harbor at 10,30 yesterday 
morning in a ruinastori, and rau al 
opposite York Redoubt before the 
first minute gun announced hor approach 
to the thowsands who lined the water 
front, where they had been standing 
under steady torrent of rain from 
ouirly morning. 

As the stenmeod up 
York, Macnab’s and George's in turn 
@aluted fer with minute guns, Dhe first 
un Was fired at cight minutes after 1 
aod five minutes later 10,000 people 
filled every available apot of standing 
room on the wharves and roofs of the 
stores along the harbor front, where they 
patiently watched her approach. 

She came to anchor off the gue wharf 
at 14 minutes to 12. On her foremast 
at half-mast she flew the Canadian Jack, 
and the white easign was hauled half 
way down the main peak, 

The Dominion customs steamer Argus, 
with Louis Coste of the Public Works 
Department, superintendeit of the fun- 
eral arrangements, Sir Johu Thompson's 
tio and representatives of the 
Vominion Government and the Imperial 
Government, the wstenmer Lily, with 
Col. North, chie? stalf offieer of the gar- 
rison, who takes charge of the mili- 
tary funeral, aud Rev. Dr. Murphy, sec- 
retary to Archbishop O'Brien, ond Rev. 
Father Moriarity of St. Mary's Cathe- 
dral, ran up alongside the Blenheim aud 
transferred their passengers, 

They were reccived on the quarter- 
deck by Commander -Poe of the warship 
and conducted to the captain's cabin, 
Where the remains lay in state, 

Seuator Sanford; who accompanied the 
maining from Porsmoutth, was on the 
deck-of the Bletheim when the steam 
Jaunches came alonside, He advised se- 
Curing the services of an eutbalmor to 
pxninine the body before it was taken 
ashore, and jn gompliance with this 
request the staff officer commanding 
mignalled to Bhore that the Janding would 
not take place until 2 o'clock, 

The vast throngs,  Mrenched » by, the 
pourtug rain, were delighted to go home 
or dry cloth s. Inmediat ly after dinner 
the crowds congregated fn the vicinity of 
the gun wharf and waited for the coffin. 
Mhe Ministers of the Crown, Sir Frank 
Smith, Sie C. HW. Tupper sud Hon. Messrs. 
Curran, Daly and Te eeks, find the two 
sous of tho decensod Preinier remained 
on board tho Blenheim. 

At 2) o'clock part of the after-deck of 
‘the warsilip was rémoved and the coffin 
Bently hoisted over the deek, passedbover 
the side ahd lowered on board the steam- 
er Lily. The coffin was covered with a 
Canadian flag, draped with crape, and 
bore the wreath of laurels placed on it 
by the Queen, and also Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell'a wreath, 

On board the ‘wurabip aud the steam- 
er the coffin was handled by squads of 
blue jackots;nd-on the Lily the coffin 
wie placed under a tarpaulin, in the 
boat, four “blue jackets standing’ at full 
pttention ov each side, Mnd areund the 
ontire rail of the steamer was a thick 
black line of marines in grey coate and 
black helmets, makiug a most iniposing 
picturé for thosé who watehed the pro- 
ceedings from the gun whurt. 

While the coffin was belugs ibwered on 
the Lily the band of the whrship played 
the “Doud March in Saul’ tid thé ship's 
uns belched forth 16 mournful salutes. 

On the guu wharf, to receive tho re- 
infins, were Earl and Countess of Aber- 
deen, General Montgomery Moore and 
staff,” Governor Daly anil lady; Mayor 
Keefe Aud members of the City Council, 
Col, Humphrey and officers of the 66th, 
Col, Egon and officers of the 63rd, Col. 
Curren and oflicers of the Halifax Gar- 
rison Armory, aud the colonels and offi- 
cers of the King’s Own Regiment: and 
Royal Artillery and Royal Engincers. 
The colfin was taken from the Lily by 
cight sergeants of the Royal Engineers 
and placed upon & gun carriage, with 
four postillions on black chargers. Two 
hundred men from King’s Regiment form- 
ed a guard of honor to the right and 
left of the corps, and the funeral procea- 
sion, headed by the magnificent band of 
the King’a Regiment, and followed by 
oll the military and militia dignitaries, 
Chief Paul and a delegation of braves 
of the Micmac Tribe of Indiaus, proceed- 
ed alongs Water-strect, through Grea- 
Villewtreet to the Parliament buildings, 
where the body is now lying in etate 
in the Legislative Council Chamber. 

All along the liné of procession, despite 
the tremendods rain storm, the streets 
were lined 10 and 12 deep, with a 
rubber-coated crowd of anxious usizht- 
scored, 

Lady Thompson and daughters, who 
fire the xudste of her dacle, John Pugh, 
Pleasunt-street, saw the Blenheim 
coming up the harbor from the window 
of her apartments. 

At 4 o'clock it waa not as yot decided 
to open the casket for public view, dis- 
coloration having taken place. The doc 
tors are of the opinion that Sir John 
Thompson's death was dircetly due to the 
bureting of a blood vessel in the brain, 
Which they state would cause the dis- 
coloration, aa at present

Senator Sendford Tells His Experiences of 
the Veynge 

Senator Sanford was present when the 
lid of the outer casket was removed in 
the presence of the relations, for the 
purpose of identification. The lid was 
then replased and fastened, and the cas- 
ket will remain closed. Senator Sanford 
soon after returned to the Blenheim, 
where for a few days he will remain the 
guest of Capt. Poe, 

Your representative had a convergation 
with Mr. Senford, He said : 
The Monday preeoding his death, Sir 
Johu was rather fatigued and complain- 
ed somewhat in the evening, but on 
Tuesday morning, when hq bade his 
daughter good-bye, ha was bright and 
cheerful. Oo the morning of his death 
he remarked that bo hag not {elt bet- 
ter in months. Indead, that morning 
he appeared to feel unusually cheerful, 
and when he loft the hotel ta go to the 
railway station he appeared to be in 
the enjoyment of tye srrontest possible 
energy so that it might naturally be 
thought he was auticipwting tha events 
of the day with the utmoat pleasantness. 

Mr, Sanford spoke with genuine feel- 
ing im the presence of Captain Poe, of 
the hundreds of kindly acts of sympathy 
and respect towanls this country which 
he had witnessod after Sir John’s death 
in England. He said the effect on both 
sides of the ocean cannot yet So men- 
sured, but appreciation not only in the 
Mother Country and in Canad, but 
throughout the Dmpire will uot be 
wanting. 

Oj the voyage, Mr. Sanford said: 
“ After the body was brought on board 
the Blevheim guands were stationed at 
the eutmace to the mortuary chamber 
and wainutained continually night and 
day until the body was taken off, There 
is & magnificent band on board, but its 
music was not heard during the voyage, 
dnd indeed the utmost quiet, coisistent 
with the duties on board a warship wus 
maintajned. I particularly wish to ox- 
press my appreciation of tho true atten- 
tion and consideration for the occasion 
which his ship was called that 
that has been shown by Captain 
Poe, 1 am equally anxious that you 
should say the same for his officers. This 
is something [the people of Cannda will 
like to hear, for not only is the comman- 
der a Torontonian, but Captain Poe has 
the pleasantest recollection of his for; 
mer seryice at the Halifax station on 
T.M.S. Northampton. Other officers of 
th eship know Canada, and they will 
tel! you thut they love it os they do 
their own country. 

On Monday we experienced some heavy 
weather, but on the whole the voyage 
was o@ satisfactory one. Un Sunday last 
again we had a gale, aud since we have 
had some fog. The Blenheim c@Buld have 
reacheu Halifax, of course, much sarlier 
without difficulty. The fact is, she was 
slowed down to meet the views of the 
Dominion Government, as cabled to the 
Admiralty, asking that the ship might 
arrive at@®noon to-day. She did ecrive 
to the second and did not anchor a 
minute before. 

There were two days on board that I 
will long remember. One waa Christ- 
mas Day, and you will wonder ‘iow it 
was épent on our ship, There was ser- 
vice at morning &%d mid-day by the 
chaplain, but the men had no ‘nusic. 
However, they had what they were used 
to, no doubt, but which was o now ex- 
perience to me. Captain Poe went 
nround to every mess and nate Aomec- 
thing at table. Good-will among 
men prevailed in reality board the 
Blenheim 

It wae to me the most ‘itting 
way in which the day could have been 
wiased upon such an occasion, The day 
Mpranied me not only ‘with discipline, 
which prevails on board a British was 
ship, but it showed me hlow well the men 
acted through rseepect to the dead on 
board,. showing at same time their 
bounded reapect for and confidence in 
their captain. Captain Poe is loved by 
hia etaff and his men, and well he may,

Did John Hendershott Assist 
In the Killing? 


important New Evidence Obtained By the 
Authorities That Tends to Show Both 
Suspected Men Were Principals in the 

Ad

Toronto, Jan. 2.—Detective Jobo Mur 
ray returned last night from St, Thomas, 
Where he has been engaged at work on 
the Middlomarch murder caee. Since tly 
inquest on Friday wight, when the cor 
oner’é jury returned a verdict of wilful 
murder against William D. Welter and 
found that John Hendershott wae an a 
Cessory before the fact, many important 
links which fit into the chain connecting 
these two men with the murder of 
young Hendershott have been learnctl by 
Detactive Murray. 

Not the lonat important of these dis- 
coverios is the fact that after Hender- 
Bhott wary killed he was robbed by his 
alleged nssassin, Welter. Subsequent 
to the discovery of the body 
of Hendershott in the woods, 
his effects wore landed over to his 
uncle, Duncan Henderahott, barrister of 
Fingal, Among these effecta waa i 
watch. hie was given to David Heu 
dermhott, the fathor of the dead man. 
The father rolled the timepiece in a 
handkerchie! and handed it to his wife. 
It was not looked at main till Sunday, 
when ‘the father made the startling 
discovery that it was not his son's 
watch at all, 

The prieaner Welter, when he wae 
arrested, wore a watch, and Detective 
Murray come to the conclusion that 
pospibly the dead mam had been robbed. 
He communicated with County Crown 
Attorney Donohue, and the latter with 
a, witnesy visited the jail and inter- 
viewed the prisoner, 

Welter claimed ‘that the watch he 
was wearing was hie property. Ha had 
trailed his.own watch for it, ha claim- 
ed, some woeks previously with oa man 
in the Fenwarden House, whom he cid 
not know and could not describe, receiv- 
ing $1 boot money. 

The watch found on Welter waa shown 
to David Hendegphott, and he at once 
recognized it as his sou's property. There 
ecems to be no doubt that after the 
murder Welter exchanged timepieces with 
his vietim, It is claimed that proof can 
be obtained that the watch found in 
the deac man’s’ pocket was the property 
of the prisoner. Both are cheap affairs, 
the casce being nickel, but the murdered 
man’s is o newer one than Welter’s aud 
worth considerable more money. 

In his account of the alleged accident, 


it will be recollected, Welter swore that!

watch, which was in his vest pocket on_ 


a stump, when the tree fell upon bim. 
Although the coroner's jury only re- 
turned a verdict that Johu Hendershott 
was on accessory before the fact, the 
Crown contend that he was an octual 
participant in the murder. According 
to the story of Jobn Hendershott and his 
daughter, Mary Lillic, they set out from 
home from Aylmer and Dden, in the east- 
ern part of the county, about 10.15 or 
10.80 on the morning of ‘the murder. 
They called at Charles Welter's place, 
where thoy left Rosy Hendershott, an- 
other daughter, and continued their jour- 
ney. The Crown can proye by two or 
three witnesses that Hendershott and 
hie daughter remained in St. Thomas less 
than 15 minutes, yet they did not arrive 
at New Sarum, nine miles distant, until 
12.45, Where were they in the two hours 
which intervened? Allowing an hour to 
drive to New Sarum, where were they 
during the fntervyening hour? Did John 
Hondershott feave both daughters at 
Charles Welter’s and journey to the woods 
and assist William Welter in killing his 
nephew: ? , 

Did his daughter Lillie accompany him 
to the Wardell woods and hold the horse 
while her fathey absented himself to as- 
sist the younger man in the commission 
of the crime? 

Against this theory is the evidence of 
Welter’s affianced and W. H. Welter, 
who sys that he and young Hendershott 
did not go to the woods until about 
1‘ o'clock, But no person saw them go 
to the woods, although they must haye 
passed half a doren farm houses en route. 

While admitting that the crime may 
have been committed by Welter unaid- 
ed, the crown believe that he had as- 
sistance, and there is nothing in the 
evidence to prove that Hendershott was 
not murdered early in the morning, be- 
fore John Hendershott left for Aylmer 
with hia daughter. The fact that rigor 
mortia had not set in when the body 
was found is immaterial in the case, 
The nature of the wounds were such 
that the deceased must have lost con- 
siderable blood, and this fact would 
arrest rizor mortis for hours. The crown 
will, therefore, attempt to prove not 
only that John Hendershottsand Welter 
mizht have committed the murder before 
John Hendershott started on his joury 
ney, but that he had also ample time 
after ho drove away from the house to 
xo to the woods and assist in the per- 
petration of the crime, 

Detective Murray, ‘during the past 
three days, has driven over the ground 
traversod by John Hendershott in his 
visit to Aylmer and Eden. It will be 
recollected that Hendershett gave as 
an ostensible for his vipit to 
these places that he had appointments 
with Hutchinson, the marble dealer at 
Aylmer, nod that he had to pay his 
taxes on some property at Eden. He 
did call on Hutchinson and gave him a

“To tell the truth, we were not killed 
with overwork.

ball we hadin those days! The pro-

they tucked up their long black skirts 
and disclosed their black cotton hose, 
without the least shame. We laughed 
heartily atthem. There was one among 
them, Abbe Fontaine, whom we never 
could catch. Ah! those were indeed 
good old times ! 

“But one day ascholar was with 
drawn from school wtthout warning; 
five left the next day, twelve the day 
after. It wasin reality a case of pro- 
tect yourself as best youcould! At the 
end of a week only two remained—my- 
self and the son of a shipping merchant, 
Then one afternoon he, hike the others, 
was called to the parlor and taken away 
by a gentleman, who looked at his watch 
every five minutes, as though fearful of 
missing the last train.

ORDER OF TO-DAY’S PROCESSION 


The Provincial Bullding Crowded from 
Morn Till Night by Citizens Anxious to 
Their Last Respects — Additional 
Tribates Pontifical Requicm 
To-Day — Archbishop O'Brien 
Preach.

Halifax, N.S., Jan. 8.—The Legiwlative 
Council Phamber to the 
public at & o'clock yesterday, and not- 
withstanding the cold snap which suc-- 
ceeded Tuesday's storm, the approach 
tto the building has been*crowded with 
people all the forenoon, patiently wait- 
ing their turn to get in, Ten thousand 
have already viewed the 
which contains the remains of Sir 
Whompson. 

The casket has gold mountings and on 
the cover a gold crucifix and heavy 
shield with the followimg inscription: 

“The Right Hou, Sir J. 8, D. Thompson, 
P.C., K.G.M.G., M.P., Q.C., Premicr ‘and 
Minisigy of Justice of Canada, Died at 
Windsor Castle 12th December, 1804, 
uged 50, R.LP.”’ 

The doors of the Provincial Dujlding 
were closed at 10.30. and up to that 
hour the immense crowds of people anxi- 
ous to gaze upon the casket of the late 
Premier had diminished little in cize. It 
is estimated that from 380,000 to £5,000 
persone passed through the doors. 

The body will be-moved to St, Mery’s 
Cathedral to-morrow morning at 8 
o'clock, 

The city is already crowded fwith 
visitors from all parts of the couutry. 
Last night Governor Howlan, Chief 
Justice Sullivan, Bishop MeDonald, Sen- 
ator Ferguson and 50 others arrived 
from Prince Edward Island. All the 
Senators and members of Parliament of 
the Lower Provinces are here. Hon, 
Messrs. Foster, Costigan and others ar- 
rived on a heavily laden special train 
this morning. 

The city is filled with visitors, aud it 
is with the greatest difficulty that 
lodging places are obtained. 

The chamber presents oa gorgeous ap- 
pearance, No finer chamber for this pur- 
pose.could be found in Canada. 

On the foot of the cofiin is a large 
wreatlL of tinted maple leaves from 
Countese Aberdeen, and at the bead the 
wreatk placed there by Queen Victoria. 

The display of floral tributes *s mag- 
nificent, consisting of rosee, srowns, 
Wreaths, sleaves and sicklem Besides 
these there are many palms and plants 
tastefully agranged about the mortuary. 

A large number of additional lIloral 
offering were received to-day. One was 
from Queen Victoria, being the third 
wreath donated by Her Majesty. It 
stande five feet nine inches higb, end is 
composed of a back ground of holly 
with white flowers ond white silk rib- 
bou attached, bearing this inscription: 

“A mark of deep regret and sincere 
respect from Victoria RI." 

One of the wreaths presented by Queen 
Victoria did not come across, Others 
were \received to-day from the Marquis 
of Ripou and the Colonial Office. Lord 
Ripon's tribute is a wreath of white im- 
mortelles and is very pretty. 

The floral offerings from British Col- 
umbia are a wreath irom the British 
Coluinbia M.P’s, wreath froin the Spcaker 
of the Legislative Assembly, and a 
floral cross from the Executive Council, 

The music at the services ap St. Mary’s 
will be elaborate. Nearly all the most 
prominent vocaliets of the city have ten- 
dered their services to form a’ choir, 
which will include over 100 voices. 

The musical program will be as fol- 
lows: Miseremimi Mei, Requiem, Kyrie, 
Dies Irac, Domine Sanctus Agnus Dei, 
(Semidt), Lux Acteria, plain chant, Res 
demptor Mundi, (Mozart), Libera, Plain 
Chant. 

After mass, the Lymn, “Now the La- 
borer’s ‘Task is O’er,”’ (by request of Lord 
Aberdeen), will be sung by a quartet. 

Minute guns will be fired during the 
burial services from George's Island, by 
the Halifax Garrison Artillery. The 
zuard of honor at the Cathedral will be 
composed of the 66th Princess Louise 
Fusiliers. The guard of honor at the 
cemetery will be formed by Kinz’s Regi- 
ment. The route from the Cathedral to 
the cemetery will be lined by both Im- 
perial and local forces. 

The Governor-General, clergy, military 
and all officials, etc., are expected to 
wear their robes or uniforms of office 
at the funeral, 

The Cabinet wreath and others are to 
be carried on the shoulders of blue jackets 
and soldiers,

SS. Sarnia Towed Into Belfust 

Belfast, Jan. 8.—The disabled Domin- 
ion Line steamer Sairnia, has been towed 
ints thie parbor by tugs. She wap 
towed ns fay as Malin Head by theBrit- 
ish steamer Norweginn, Capt. Christie, 
which sailed from Glapgow December 
29 for New York. When the tugs made 
fast to the disabled vespel the Nor- 
wegian proceeded on her voyaige. The 
Sarnia’s mails was forwarded this after- 
noon, via Dublin, to Holyhead. Her 
passengers were put on board the 
steamer Calorie for Liverpool.

days, on the last of whieh the Hibernian 
wos bigzhted, but was not sigualled, 
cause the Anchoria intimated that she 
would again take us in tow. However,

Sir Charles Tupper is gradually though 
slowly recovering from the illuess w hich 
put so sudden an ond to his determina- 
tiou to accompany the remains of the 
late Premier to Canada. The High 
Commissioner js tiking the greatest pou- 
Mible care of himself, and there is every 
reusom to believe that he will soon re- 
gain his sual health. 

It is understood that Premier Rhodes 
of the Cape of ood Hope is muchjm- 
pressed with the results the recent 
Cttawa Conference, and ix dispos- 
far as Ife colony is 
, to carry them a step further. 
He would like very much to see closer 
commercial relations between Canada 
and the Caps and all the other colonies, 
and jis reported to be not adverse to 
taking the muattex up in the broadest 
possible way. According to recent ad- 
vices from the Oape the question of 
stemship gomimunication between the 
Dominion and that colony is receiving 
bonsiderable attention. The matter has 
been sibmitted by Sir Gordon Sprigg to 
the Chambers of Commerce throughout 
the country for an expression of opinion, 
and if it is favorable there is little doubt 
that the matter will make another step 
iu advance, Altogether the outlook is 
promising, awl if communications have 
uot already taken place between the two 
Governments it is very likely that cor- 
1espondence will shortly be passing. 

Altogether about 8000 cattle have been 
imported futo Belgium from Canada this 
year. They were purchased ila the Do- 
minion, largely in the neighborhood of 
Montreal and Yoronoto, by Mr. VanLan- 
deghem, representing a Belgian syndi- 
cate.

Pieces ‘have also been sent 
to Canada, with the request that all the 
fuimals should be traced, in order that 
the fullest information may be placed at 
Sir Charles’ disposal as to the sanitary 
tonditions of tho districts from which 
they came. Information of this kind 
will necessarily huve much influeuce with 
the Belgiun authorities, and it is hoped 
that, in any circumstances, it may be 
found possiblo to remove the restrictions 
which have been imposed upon the trade. 
The position is of course rendered some- 
what more difficult than it otherwise 
would be by the attitude of the British 
Government in the matter. 

There is a general feeling in colonial 
tircles in London that the best solution 
of the difficulties in Newfoundland would 
be its admission into the Canadian Do- 
minion, At the same time it is recog- 
nized that the Dominion, as a wholp, 
is not likely to be very keem on the mat- 
ter, in view of tho pr wsition of 
affairs in the Island, WT 60 remem-

mortal remains of Canada’s late Premicr, 
aml the body was yasterday committed 
to its tomb, Service at . Map’y’e Oathe - 
dral were the most solemnly impressive 
ever ecen or heard in Canada, and were 
a fitting termination of obsequies held 
in Great Britain under the direction of 
the Queen and Imperial Government. 

To-day was beautifully fine, and from 
o very early hour thia morning the prin- 
cipal thoroughfares of the city were 
thronged with people struggling to gain 
points of vantage along the route, and 
if possible to obtain a view of the pro- 
cession. Many wore memorial badges, 
and nearly all were attired in black, en- 
deavoring to embrace every opportunity 
to pay respect to Canada's illustrious 
dend, 

Public and private buildings were heav- 
ily draped in mourning, and in nearly all 
tradesmen's windows Were pictures of 
the late Premier, decorations of mourn- 
ing, and in not a few tombstones bear- 
ing suitable inscriptions were displayed. 
Thoiwands of strangers from all parts of 
Canada were present, Ontario and Que- 
bec being very largely presented. 
Among the visitor# were many members 
of Parliament, senators, judges aud other 
high officials. Every province was thus 
represented. 

The funeral day broke clear and criap. 
It was a beautiful January morning, 
with the thermometer just below fredz- 
ing. Bright sunshine prevailed, and there 
was good sleighing. The remains, were 
removed from the Legislative Council 
Chamber at 6 o'clock and taken in a cov- 
ered coffin sleigh to St. Mary’s Cathe- 
dral, where it was met by Rev. Dr. 
Murphy and Father Moriarity in cotto 
and cope. Rey, Dr. Murphy read the Sal 
Vena Neta Santo Deus and superintended 
the placing of the casket on the cata 
falque, which is placed just at the foot 
of the grand altar of the cathedral, The 
death watch from 6.20 to 10.05 was kept 
by the priesta of St. Mary’s. 

Lady Thojupson’s family and the chief 
mourners arrived at the cathedral at 
9.30, and were admitted through the 
side chapel. Tho party included Lady 
‘Thompson, her two sons and two daugh- 
ters, John Pugh (Lady Thompson's uncle) 
ond hid daughter, Joseph Chisholm and 
Mrs. Joseph Chisholm (sister of Lady 
Thompson; Sister Lena of the Sisters of 
Cluirity (also a sister of Lady Thompson); 
D. Pottinger, superintendent of the Inter- 
colonial (cousin of the deceased, Sir 
Jobn’s mother beiug a sister to D. Pott- 
fuger’s father); Fred Carter and wife, re- 
latives of Lady Thompson. 

The mourners occupied the first pews 
in the centre aisle to the left of the altar. 
Jn the head pews on the right were Lord 
and Lady Aberdeen, Governor and Lady 
Daly, Licutenatit-Governor Dewdney and 
Lady Dewuney, Lieutenant-Governor 
Kirkpatrick of Outurio, ond their staffs. 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell, Sir Frank Smith, 
Sir ©. H. Tupper and Hon. Ministers of 
the Cabinet, Mrssrs. Foster, Daly, Ives, 
Curran, Costigan, Ouimet fand Dickey, 
and Ferguson and Comptrollers Wood and

The largest crowd Waa nasembled in 
the Holy Croas Cemetery, where the 
King’s Regiment was the guard of honor, 
Soldiers with fixed bayonets lined the 
fexnee ull around the comeétery, and a ape- 
cial wuard of picked men atoad sentry 
at the vault. As the proceasion neared 
the wate, the organizations, civil and 
military, aheat of the floral cars, march- 
ed into open order, allowing the charit- 
Able Irish society, hended by St. Pat- 
rick’s Band, playing “The Mother's La- 
ment,” to march beneath the triumphal 
arch, into the cemetery, the faculty of 
Dalhousie College, Archbishap O’Brien, 
Rey.

and Hendershott. The crime of these 
two men is darker and more revolting 
than any deed recorded in Canada ik oO 
decade. The destructionof human life 
for no motive of any personal hatred, 
or revenge, but for the gratification of 
sordid greed alone, implies o delibera- 
tion of hideous ingenuity, demoniac pa- 
tience and ficudish persistence and a 
relentless cruelty which are appalling. 
Hendarshott’s method was simple, He 
sought out a yictim; this victim was 
nephew. Then he insured his life. 
He next enlisted as an adjutant in his 
dark scheme of converting o human be- 
ing into a corpse and cash the son of 
neighboring farmer, His final scheme was 
to collect the insurance money. But, 
meantime, the strong arm of the law 
atepped in, and tlrus frnstrated the orig- 
ijuul object for which the crime was 


It was arrange that the murder 
should take place in the woods, and be 
given the appearance that the victim 
had been killed by a falling tree. The 
father of the dead man, on visiting the 
scene, became suspicious that his fon 
had been murdered. A closer examina- 
tion of the vicinity made the suspicion 
a certainty, and modern detective science 
traced these murdorera down and will 
now arraign them before the bar of 
human justice. 

The very interest this murder assailed 
—that of the life insurance companies 
—haas been aroused towards the prisoners’ 
Convictiou, It is to the obvious advan-

Kawakami, They were loud in their 
praise of the bravery and discipline of 
the Japanese troops, while they spoke 
in abhorrence of the savage inhumanity 
of the Chinese and the atrocious way in 
Which they had butchered any unfortu- 
nate Japanese who fell into their hands, 
or mutilated the dead on any field which 
for a time remained in their bands.

As an instance: A small body of cav- 
alry acting as scouts and  videttes, | 
whilst on the march from Kinchow to 
Port Arthur, 50 as to nascertain the 
enemy's ‘position, came into eollision on 
Noy. 16, with a very large ‘orce of |

vanced from Shiushang. <A fight cn- | 
sued, but the mall body of Japanese, 
being so completly outnumbered and 
hemmed fn, fut their way through with 
very great fiifficulty. A’ company of 
infantry somewhore in the rear, desir- 
ing to cover their comrades retreat, | 
opened heavy fire upon the Chinese. | 
The latter, (being enormously superior in 
numbers, threatened to overwhelm the 
emall force of Japanese. * 

Secing this, Captain Asakawa, with 
only 25 troopers, charged furicusly into | 
the thick pl the Chinese, and so grimly 
worked their swords that the enemy, 
badly mauled, gave way for a time, and 
the Japanese were enabled to retire to 
& more elevated position, bearing off 
their wounded, but leaving one olfices 
and twelve men killed, 

The Chinese behaved 
brutality. On the Japanese army ad- | 
yancing the mext morning they found | 
those of their own men, who had been 
killed the previous day, laying on the 
road beheaded, hands and feet cut off, 
bodies ripped open, hearts and livers 
toru out, Awith other unmentionabla mu- 
tilations. “At such a sight the Japanese 
soldiers were terribly excited and furious. 
Had they came with the enemy at 
that moment doubtless their revenge 
would have been bitter, but there were 
no enemies that day, and the men, al- 
though with great difficulty, were 
calmed. 

Amongt the papent of a Chinese General 
found after the place was taken, 
4nd when all fighting had ceased, were 
letters from Chinese officials claiming re- 
wards for Japanese heads hands,, {ecet, | 
etc. The commandant at Port Arthur 
had forced every male of 15 years and | 
upwards to fight. Chey were armed with 
rifles, using’ explosive cartridges, In 
this way many of the people who other- | 
wise would have been unharmed, and * 
“mongst them amny soldiers who had 
thrown away their uniforms,, were kill- | 
ed) before resistance ceased. 

From early morning of Noy, 20. the 
various ¢orps forming the army for the 
intended attack, had reached the neigh- 
borhood. The siege guns aud artillery | 
Were got into position for the prelimin- 
ary bombardment, which lasted | 
nearly through the whole duy, daylight 
of the 2lat being the time fixed for the 
fommencement of the real attack. Field | 
Marshal Oyama summoned all the staff | 
aod other principal officers on the pre- 
ceding evening and explnined the plan 
of attack adopted, adn gave them — all 
the necessary instructions. The most im- 
portant position to be carried was the 
large fort or citadel called the “Golden 
Mound,” just beyohd the town and be- 
tween jt and the sea, The zuns from 
the heavy fortification could be turned 
in all directions; it waa the key of the 
Whole position. The mixed brigade un- 
der Major-General Hasegawa, wae told 
off for this arduous duty. During the 
morning it had assisted in taking #ev- 
eral gmaller forte on the east and south- 
east side. After taking a short rest, 
the troops started about 2 ‘p.m. They 
had ito traverse at a steady pace, near- 
ly Jive miles of level zround and, from 
the position, could not be supported or 
assistied by fielding guns. This mixed 
brigade is dargely composed of men 
from the military division of Kumamoto, 
fn the Ialand of Kiusiu.

John Burns’ Views on America. 

New York, Jan. 5,—John Burns, M.P., 
who will sail for home to-morrow, de- 
livered a farewell address at Clarendon 
Hall last evening to 250 members of 
the Central Labor Union. He said the 
prevailing fault of this country was that 
corporations run the community in the 
interest of monopoly, whereas commun- 
ities should run the monopolies against 
the interest of the corporations, He 
referred to the level crossings jn Chi- 
cago, Which he pronounced disgraceful, 
as they caused the death of afi least one 
parson a day, whereas in England, witb 
the 20,000 miles of railroad, carrying 
45,000,000 passengers yearly, only 465 
people were killed last year, or only 100 
more than by the level railroad crossings 
in Chicago aione. No monopoly should 
be allowed tu conduct euch a death- 
dealing scheme. Mr. Burns then con- 
demned the tel ph and teldphone 
poles in the principal streets of Wash- 
ington. He denounced vigorously “men 
such as Puliinan apd Andrew Carnegie.” 
He termed Mr. Carnegie’s iron works at 
Homestead “the greatest fraud on earth.” 


German Objection to the US Tariff. 

Washington, Jan. 4.—Baron von Hen- 
gelmueller, the new Minister of Austro- 
Hungary, to-day presented to Secretary 
Gresham) a@ formal protest from his Goy- 
ernment similar to that presented by the 
German ambabsador Aug. 8 last, against 
the duscriminartring duty of one-tenth 
per cent, per pound on eugar coming from 
Countries payuing an export bounty 
thereon, 4s provided by the Wilson tariff 
bill, The protest, as in the caseof Ger- 
tanoy, is based on the fact that theaction

The Minister of Education asserts that 
he not only has Williame’ admission that 
he took private papers for his own use, 
but claims that certain membera of the 
P.P.A. organization induced Williams to 
get possession of ‘the letters, etc.—in 
short, that there was a couspiracy for 
that purpose. How far the Government 
-is justified in this suspicion is unknown, 
at present, but it is possible that ar- 
rests many be made within a few days’ 
time, 

The Attorney-General’s Department is 
working with Hou, Mr. Ross in tha mat- 
ter, and Detective Greer has been put 
upon the case. Williams has handed back 
& number of papers to the Minister of 
Edypation, and estates that they are 
all "he had in bis possession, and 
the investigation is being held tor the 
purpose of ascertaining whether these 
udmitted peccadilloes constitute the 
whole of Williams’ wrongdoing. 

Hon. G. W. Ross said lust night; “_ Ido 
not wish to say very much about the 
matter, Williams was guilty of wost in- 
proper conduct, and has been suspended 
on that account. I am extremely sorry 
for him; he seems to rogret his conduct 
very much, He was appointed by wy 
predecessor, Hon. Mr. Crooks, wheu a boy 
of sixteen, and though I came in contact 
With him very little, I always regarded 
hin: as one of my “ good boys.’” You will 
understand that it is a grave offence 
for a clerk in any office to divulge or 
make copies of important private papers. 
The investigation is being held at the 
present time in order that we may dis- 
cover the full extont o this offences. Al- 
though I have reason Lo believe that he 
has told me the truth and handed ine 
ail the papers he had in his possession.” 
_ As to the exact nature of the papers 
in question, the honorable gentleman was 
reticent, They are supposed to relate 
to certain contracts for school books 
ond similar mattera involving the Se- 
pirate echoo) question, which hae al- 
ways ‘been used as a lever against Mr. 
Ross, and wauld necessarily be of in- 
terest to the P.P.A. 

Williams ‘was, during #i¢ last provin- 
cial campaign, a prominent member of 
tha P.P.A. organization, and used to 
attend their meetings. On one occasion 
at feast he ia known to haye made a 
rattling good speech from the stand- 
point of his friends, and in that speech 
he Givulged some details of how busines3 
went on up in Gould-street, that he 
could only know in his official capacity. 
A ttriend of his who was present, went 
to ‘him afterwards and said to him, al- 
though fit was a good speech, it was 
not 4 proper utterance for a man in his 
position, and that sooner or Jater his 
break fwould come. to the ears of Dr.

In February, 
Ot the latest,“the eastward flow of gole 
has begun during each of the past ten 
years. In five of them the January ship- 
ment4 were heavy,

The Imperial Government May Interfere, 
It is Rumored, Without the Formal- 
ity of Being Petitioned—In a Letter the

St. John's, Nfid., Jan. 5.—Resolutions fa- 
voring the uppointment of a royal com- 
mission to investigate the colony’s af- 
fairs were presented in the Legislature 
last night. The Government opposed 
them, and refuse to take action in the 
matter. The prowoters of the movement 
will appeal to the Governor and to the 
British Government direct. 

The loan from the Bank of Montreal 
amounts to $100,000, and is merely ao 
temporary accommodation, The Gover- 
nor has not yet signed the bills goaran- 
teeing the notes of the Commercial and 
Union banks, 

The British Government is reported to 
be considering the propriety of interler--

Canon Hurst, formerly the Newfound- 
land ageut of the Colonial Church Soci- 
ety, has written to the newspapers en- 
closing a letter from Dr. Blot, Govern- 
ment Inspector of Schools in Newfound- 
land, describing the wisery prevalent 
in the colony. Dr. Blot says: “The fire 
of 1892, from which we still are suffer- 
ing, was a slight disigtor in comparison 
with the present ove. Then we had 
ready help, now we seem to stand alone. 
Some will say, ‘The disaster is of your 
own waking, and you must bear it alone’. 
This is only true of those who brought 
on the trouble, who foresaw the crash 
and who grabbed all the gold and silver.”

It is not in voice culture that our wo 
men speakers are now most deficient, 
They can usually make themselves 
heard, and in what arecalled the “sil 


very” tones of the orator In the man 
mromont of their hands and their fig 
ures, however, they have still much to 
learn, 

The gesture is a dangerous weapon, 
literally, in the hands of the inexperi 
enced speaker. Unless she have taken 
a thorough Delsartean course with suc 
coss sho would better not attompt to ex 
press much with it. If sho does she will 
probably express something entirely 
different from what she means. Most 
women, very likely,owing to the restric 
tive nature of the feminine costume, 
yesticulate awkwardly, Keep your 
hands still is a safo rule for every no 
vice in platform speaking. 

But not only the hands should be kept 
quict. Under the influence af excite- 
ment the woman speakeris prone to 
rise on her toes, to twist and turn, or to 
bend forward ungeacelully. Many of 
us have longed to beg some friend, who 
has not mastered the art of repose in 
public manner, to stand still while she 
is delivering her often eloquent and well 
chostn remarks. Only transcendant 
ower Will excuse awkwardness in do- 
ivery and most of us have some time to 
wait before that gift will descend upon 
l 


1s. 

The smile is another dangerous 
weapon of the woman speaker. Some 
ot the most earnest and potentially 
uffective women speakers spoil tho re- 
sult of their most telling discourses ‘by 
wearing a perpétual smile. This be- 
comes silly after a few moments, and, 
if worn habitually, grows to assume a 
mechanical and insincere cast. The 
smile weakens the force of the most 
powerful speech, if used too freely.

It is the 
lever which moves the world; but in de 
livering a public address it should be 
Seco rs alan by the graceful self-con- 
trol which the younger generation so 
cloquently claims,

The well upon a farm may bea source 
of very great danger to the household 
It certainly is so if the conditions of soil 
and location are such that drainage 
from the farm buildings can in any way

enter them. ‘The soil is not everywhere 
of a homogeneous character. It is often 
in layers, one being perhaps loose and

open to the passage of liquids down 
through it, while* directly under 
neath may be a stratum of nearly 
impervious clay. Such layers of 


soil, moreover, are rarely to be found 
existing ina perfectly level condition, 
but inclined sometimes very sharply and 
again with buta gradual dip. Fig. 1 
shows such a structure of the soil, anda 
well dug down through it. It can be 
socn at a glance that liquids soaking

down upon the left-hand side and strik- 
ing a layer of clay or other more or less 
impervious soil, will be conveyed direct- 
ly into the well. 
When it happens that nothin 
exists upon the surface on the side where 


the strata slope toward the well, the ' 


water remains pure, but when the re- 
verse is true, there is nothing to hinder 


the filthy liquids soaking down and run- ' 


ning finally into the well*made some- 
what less harmful, but*not wholly so, in 
their passage through the soil. Fig. 2 
shows another structure of soil that is 
often found. Here the strata dip on two 
sides toward the well, which has per- 
haps been dug purposely in a depression, 
with the idea of a greater likelihood of 
there finding water. Any filth on two

sides of a well may thus be conveyed 


into it. Moreover, in the case of soil 
that is homogeneous in character there 
is a natural drainage toward a well, as 
is indicated in Pig. 3. 

Land drainage is toward both wells 
and drains. The drains laid three rods 


apart and sunk four feet underground, | 


drain all the land between, unless it be 
a retentive clay soil The land midway 
between two drains has its surface 


water conveyed away mostly if seep- 
age. But all through the land adjacent 


toa tile drain the water also makes a 
few little channels for itself toware the 
tile. Itis known that such little chan- 
nels are made from points as far away 
as twenty-five feet from a four-foot

drain. It may be taken for granted 
then thata well drains, naturally, a 
very large area about it,and the impor- 
tance of allo wing nothing of a filthy 
nature to exist within that area ought 
to be apparent. It sometimes happens 
that a we!l is contaminated by matter 
brought from a considerable distance, by 
surface water,in time ofa spring freshet 
ora heavy rain at other seasons. ‘To 
obviate this the ground abouta well 
should have a height of some two feet, 
a mound-like arrangement around the 
well curb, as shown in Fig. 4. A well 
may also be contaminated by earth 
worms, rats, mice, Or toads. It is wise, 
therefore to lay tite upper portion of the 
well in cement and bring the wall up 
tight under the platform. Ventilated 
by an Sere covered by wire.—Am- 
erican Agriculturist.

The hymn was a prophecy, “Songs 
before unknown" were now prepared, 
In 1707 his first hymn book appeared, 
Taunted, it is said, by his father for his 
extreme dislike to Tate and Brady's 
“New Version of the Psalms,’ he was 
inspired to give his own version, and in 
1719 it was published. From this time 
the world was inundated with hymns, 
Dr. Watts contributed no fewer than 
607; but as it was not possible that all 
these could be good ones (some of them, 
in fact, are execrable) more than half 
have dropped completely out of uae, 
Then came the Wesleyan revival, and 
with itthe demand for more hymns; 
“for while John Wesley roused the 
hearts of the people to sing, his bro- 
ther, Charles, put songs in, thoir 
mouths And. this he did to the num- 
ber of 600.

WOMEN WHO RUN RANCHES, 


They Seom to Be Very Successful in Call 
fornia—A Man Makes Comparisons, 


The women who are engaged in 
ranching in California are said to invari- 
ably be successful, more so than men in 
many instances, which is accounted for 
by the fact that if a woman has busi- 
ness ability it is her sole ambition to de- 
velop it to the fullest extent, and she 
has no desire to waste her energies in 
any other direction. The one idea is 
dominant in her mind and only things 
which have a direct bearing on her 
business can claim her attention, A 
man writing on the subject says that 75 
per cent. of the men who fail to make 4 
ranch pay in the fruitful State of Cali- 
fornia do so for the reason that they find 
other things more congenial and do not 
attend to their business. ‘‘Men who 
have no resources within themselves are 
sure to get dissatisfied with the com- 
plete isolation from congenial inter- 
course and advantages of society, while 
with women it is different. They seem 
to be more resourceful thanmen, Their 
continual environment is perhaps the 
best educator toward contentment, and 
the continual yielding to public opinion 
as to what she shall and shall not do is 
the training which assists a woman in 
commercial enterprise. She has no de- 
sire to ventuze into other kinds of busi- 
ness, or any dispositien to fritter away 
her time over the flowing bowl com- 
plaining of her ill luck,” 

Many women claim that household 
duties are heavy in comparison with 
outdoor manual labor, and that they 
are stronger and healthier when they 
work in the open air. Several women 
in the northern part of the State have 
been eminently successful with their 
fruit ranches, and others equally so in 
the southern part of the Btate. One 
very enterprising woman has _ herself 
planted several hundred acres to deci- 
duous fruits, and gets a good income be- 
sides from her wheat and hay fields, 
She is a young widow, and in addition 
to her ranch she runsa hotel. She is 
out early every morning on horseback 
inspecting the ranches and directing 
the day’s work, which is pretty wel 
accomplished before the men who own 
the adjoining Preece have finished 


their breakfast. A teacher in one of 
the Indian schools manages several 
hundred acres of wheat fields every 


year, and very successfully, too, And 
another woman in Los Angeles is 
known as tho best real estate operator 
in Southern California. She will take 
hold of a most unattractive piece of pro- 
perty and make money out of it. 

In San Francisco there are two wo- 
men who have gained a high reputation 
among horticulturists and carry ona 
large successful business, Their methods 
are business-like and very satisfactory 


to their customers, while their intelll 
gent understanding of horticulture in 


all its branches make them capable of 
teaching so much to others. They make 
a specialty of importing rare plants and 
bulbs, and introduce them into Russia 
as wellas other countries.—New York 
Sun

McQuuid had just completed his patrol 
in the upper portion of the ‘building, 
sending in a call to the office of the 
company from o «@gnal box on the edi- 
torial flat, and a second one from the 
floor immediately below. Both these 
boxes are situated in the elevator shaft, 
and the watchman detected no smell of 
smoke or fire when he rang his signal.

Tho dryoods establishment of Nicholas 
Rooney, adjoining Vhe Globe, to the 
south filled in every department 
with goods of « highly inflammable ma 
terial, No entertained a hope of 
thie building from the beginning, and 
the fears of the multitude were  justi- 
fied, as the fire xWept through and left 
the walls standing without a siogle ves- 
tige of attachment, 

‘Three-thirty o’clock had just struck, 
and a sudden puff of the variable wind 
blew down a curved wing of the 
golden red cloud above the firemen's 
heads, It fell upon the seven-story ware- 
house lately erected at the southwest 
corner of Jordan and Melinda-wtreets by 
8S. F. McKinnon & Co. In a second a red 
Glare shot up, as if the blow had fallen 
on ® helnet and sent up a glitter of 
sparks and a gpurt of blood, The 
specdily piled up a pyramid of rustling 
flame and smoke into midair, Eddies that 
mide ths eye dizzy were formed, which 
sucked “ip blaging brands and embers into 
their momentary whirl, and then flung 
them enrthward. In such a fiery matl- 
Etrony hid a shower of sparks and large 
fragments of detached roofing been hurl- 
ed on the roof of the McKinnon building. 
The skirmishing wae over, and man and 
fire Were now grappling in carnest, where 
the prize was millions of money. 

When once the fire had established it- 
self in this vast warehouse, it spread 
with lightning rapidity. Inside of five

flames—the atmosphere was smoke. A 
perfect hurricane was created in Jordan- 
Street, and drew the fiery billows with 
#@ screech through the narrow street 
4s if it were sucking them through «a 
tube; great sheets of flume 
flapped in the air like sails on shipboard. 

Showers of sparks, intermingled 
with blazing brands, were borne aloft 
by one eddy of the breeze and rained 
down into tho streets fully half a mile 
distant by the next, while each zlowed 
& moment and was zoue, or burned gul- 
lenly"in the snow, which an hour or two 
previously had covered the eurth like a 
shroud. Roofinz became detached 
gzreat sheets and drove down the sky like 
huge blazing arrows. In John-street, 
three blocks distant, a large piece of 
the roofing was picked up atill smoulder- 
ing at daylight. 

The panorama was grand and magni- 
ficent, and presented an imposing spec- 
tacle to those who had coolness enoush 
left to appreciate the vividness of the 
scene, On every side the forked flames 
were shooting up, filling the air with 
burning embers. The crash of the fall- 
ing walls would at swift intervals drown 
all other sounds, and almost blind the 
6pectators with dense .masses of amoke. 
Great billows of flame swept across the 
blocks, countless myriads of sparks 
and burning brauda filled the air, while 
the framework of the various buildings, 
fretted with fire, looked tike a olden 
drapery. 

Still the firemen labored like heroes, 
Grimy, hoarse, soaked with water, time 
alter time they charged up to the blaz- 
ing foe, only to be driven back to an- 
other position by the increasing fierce- 
ness of the flames. 

Frou the top story of the McKinnon 
building the flames gradually worked 
their downward course through the seven 
stories until only the blackened walls 
remained,

To the south of The Globe im Jordan-

Three blocks were now burning, and 
fon a time it was feared that the blaze 
would spread northward from Webb's to 
King-street, south from The Globe and 
Rooney's to Wellington-street, west and 
south from MeKinnon’a to Bay-street 
and Wellington. The snowlall of the 
early morning, however, aided the fire- 
men, and the sparks were extinguished 
as they fell. 

With the chief badly injured in the 
early stages of the fire, their deputy- 
chief absent during the whole time, and 
their most efficient and most badly 
necded Jadders ruined under the first 
falling wall, the Fire Department waa 
placed at a great disadvantage. Under 
charge of Assistant Chief Thompson ¢x- 
celleut discipline and organization were 
maintained despite these unfortunate 
occurrences, 

The flames were fought in a most ByA- 
tematic manner, and to thie alone is 
duo the comparatively early victory of 
the firemen. The Portland-street section 
Waa assigned to the corner of Jordan and 
Melindarstreets, to prevent the spread 
of the flames from Webb's and Michie’s 
buildings to Jordan Shambera, It was 
thought advisable to wun a Jadder to 
the third story of the Brough building, 
that a stream might be turned on the 
fire, where it threatened connection with 
the premises of Miller & Richard, and 
the Portland-satreet section was detailed 
to thia duty.

Meanwhile The London Daily News, 
the organ of the Rosebery Ministry, has 
an important editorial this week on 
the prospects of Home Rule. 

“Treland,’”’ says ‘this doubtless politi- 
cally inspired twriter, “ must occupy an 
important place in the coming session. 
Lreland bas ‘hitherto got nothing from the 
Parliament of 1892. The Liberal party 
is bound ‘by every consideration of 
honor ond justice to uphold the Irish 
policy of Mr. Gladstone; but, indeed, 
duty and expediency point the same way. 
Many men who entered the House ol 
Commons for ‘the first time two and a 
half years ago, coldly convinced by dry 
orgument of the necessity for Irish 
Home Kyle have been turned by experi- 
ence into Home Rulers of a type at 
once practical nol enthiastic. The 
idea. that Home Rule means the dismem- 
berment of the empire has been aban- 
doned to Speakers ond writers who have 
neither responsibility nor self-respect. 
The only questions left are how it is to 
be done, and who is to do it. The Irish 
Home Rule bill is at the stage which 
parliamentary reform had reached after 
the rejection bf Lord Rogmsell’s Reform

Vien Who Succeeded in “‘Get- 
ting There” Yesterday. 


{ERY CLOSE CONTEST IN TORONTO 


| Warring Kennedy Elected By 14, the 
Smallest Majority Ever Kuown in the 
Queen City — Results of the Polling 
From Other Towns and Citics Through- 
out the Province, 


Toronto, Jan. 8.—Out of a total poll- 
ed vote of 20,508, Warring Kennedy 
was yesterday re-elected Mayor of To- 
ronto by a majority of 14. 

If the contest were represented by 4 
race between two horses on the Wood- 
bine track it would ‘have been rare 
sport to witness the event. From the 
time the figures began to come in until 
the final return gave Kennedy his small 
majority, the two mayoralty race horses 
kept almost abreast. Now one led a 
pace or two, now the other. When the 
extent of the total vote is considered 
the majority at any time during the 
receipt of the return would be barely 
perceptible in a horse race, 

Neither candidate ever ‘attained a 
lead of 800, and in no polling subdivi- 
sion was there a majority of more than 
50 for either rontestant. When it 
_is stated that there were 157 polling 
subdivisions, some idea of the closeness 
of the run can be had. 

With all the polling places heard from 
excepting No.9 in the Second Ward, the 
tally stood 89 for Kennedy. It is known 
by both sides that thise subdivision 
would. give Fleming a majority, but to 
what extent was the question. During 
the 15-minutes delay in dsecuring the 
missing returns both candidates claimed 
the election. When it finally arrived it 
showed that Fleming was only 25 ahead 
and that Kennedy was elected Mayor by 
14 majority. 

There was less excitement manifested 
in the election than in previous years 
and the total yote fell a couple of thou- 
and below that of 1894,

FAITHFUL UNTO DEATH. 


Tho Interesting Story of a Follower of 
Don Carlos, 


A man who was famous in the politics 
ond intrigue of Western Europe many 
Joars ago died, poor, friendleas and slmost 
unnoticed, in Paris two weeks ago, He 
wap Gon. Juan Joso Sempe, the adjutant 
and chief exeoutive of the Spanish pre- 
tender, Don Carlos, 

Sempo was arich lawyer when he met 
Don Carlos in Pau. Ho became interested, 
then hypnotized by the cause of tho pre- 
tender, As he sat in the hotel one after- 
noon at a wedding breukfast a messenger 
brought a diepateh to him, He read it, 
walked out, put on his hat, and for five 
pee was not seen again by his nearer 
riends, The dispatch was from Don 
Oarlos, who, as soon as Sempe reached 
hin, handed him a thousand 1, 000. frano 
notes, sayin, 

“Deposit Fis money in the bank. It is 
to be used in beginning the war. Then 
come back to me and we will cross the 
Spanish border,” 

Sempe obeyed, Ho disguised Don 
Carlos, and tried to get him iuto Spain un- 
observed, but they both were detained by 
Bpanish soldivra. The commander of the 
soldiers did not recognize Don Carlos, but 
was convinced that he was an im- 
portantant prisoner, Sempe put on Don 
Carlos’ disguise during the night and 
esonped, Once ontside the camp, he 
let the soldiers know of his where- 
abouts, and the’; sapposing that the 
more important of the prisoners had got 
away, gave chase, leaving Don Carlos in 
Sempe’s clothes to wander off at his leisure, 
Sempe was caught, but Don Carlos reached 
France ia safety, Sempe was abused and 
half atarved in captivity, but he bore his 
sufferings withont u murmur, and subse- 
quently he entered the Carlist war without 
much hope of anything save shoWwing bis 
faithfolness to his friend, the pretender, 

He left Spnin at the close of the war 
withont a jeuny of his foriner fortune, 
He could not practice law in his native 
Jand aud in Paris there was no professional 
way open tohim, He and bis wife lived 
in two rootns with only the money which 
he carved #8 4 copyist to support thein. 
Eventually he got « clerkship in a bank 
with as.) Ary ot $350 a year. 

As clerk he worked uncomplainingly, 
without appeal to the powerful persons 
who were once his friends, year in and 
year out, until his wife died, After her 
death he told an acquaintance that he had 
seen enough of life, and had no heart for 
inore of it, He then sank ste: adily to his 
death, 

In his room ofter bis death the officials 
found only 40 cents in money, a package 
of letters from Don Carlos, & manuscript 
of memoirs of the Carlist war, und a few 
piecos of old; plain forniture, Ou the firet 
paye of the memoirs were the words: 
‘Faithful uuto death.”"—New York Sun,

London, Jan, 9,—Lord Jorsey’a report 
hus been written, published, commented 
upon and apparently dropped. At least 
little or nothing bas been heard of it 
lor the least few weeks. The decision of 
the Government in itgard to its recom- 
mendations has not yet been made known, 
and it is not believed that the report 
has yet been under the consideration of 
the Cabinet. Possibly some reference to 
the Ottawa conference and to its re- 
commendations may be made in the 
Queen's speech at the opening of Parlia- 
ment on Feb. 6, but the action of the 
Government, would be yery much stimu- 
lated if Lord Jersey's report could be 
kept prominently before the public in the 
meantime. It is believed in colonial cir- 
cles that the representatives of the 
colonies will be requested by their Goy- 
ronments to press the matter cither in- 
dividually or jointly upon the Colonial 
Office. The so-called colonial party also 
has an opportunity of showing its activ- 
ity and strength, and it remains to be 
seen what course they will take. No ‘in- 
dication bas aa yet been forthcoming. 

The treaty recently concluded between 
Great Britain and Japan {s likely to be 
of much importance to Canada. The rela- 
tions of Japan and the Dominion must 
hecessarily become closer every year 
with the development of steamship 
communication between the two countries 
and the consequent expansion of trade, 
It is tyue that the treaty itself does not 
come into operation for five years, but 
tariff concessions are to be extonded to 
Great Britain almost immediately, and 
as the articles include many of those 
which Canada exports, the result ought 
to be an immediate extension of Cana- 
dian trade. The colonies can join in 
the treaty or not, as they wish, and 
Canada, therefore, has the opportunity 
of saying within two years whether she 
desires to become a party to it. 

The irritation which now exists in aev- 
eral countries in regard to the commer- 
cial policy of the United States scems 
to afford a desirable opportunity to 
Canada to extend her trade relations. 
This applies particularly to Spain and 
the Spanish Weat Indies. At the pre- 
sent time Canada enjoys most fayored 
nation treatment, both Iu the West 
Indies and in the Peninsula, in common 
with many other countries, and just 
iow, at any rate ip the former, the 
duties upon Canadian exports are lower 
than ‘those from the United Stutes, If 
this’state of things could be made per- 
manent, or perhaps be embraced in a 
more far-reaching treaty, the arrange- 
ments would be very beneficial to the 
maritime, as well as to the other pro- 
Yinces. of Canada, . and -the Dominion 
‘ould thus be able to reap the reward 
of the efforts her merchants haye been 
making in the last few years to extend 
their business in that direction. 

The emigration from Europe in the pre- 
sent year has not been altogether aatis- 
factory as far as Canada is concerned, 
at any rate in point of numbers. It is 
enerally admitted, however, that the 
cream of the emigration that has taken 
place has’ gone to the Dominion. The 
caused that have led to the falling off in 
numbers are to be found in operation 
both, in Canada and in Europe, Although 
the Dominion has apparently weathered 
the depression in a much more satisfac- 
tory mfoner than most other parts of 
tha world, the communications that have 
Appeared in the papérs, and the letters 
that puss between friends and relations 
in the yarious countries, are stated to 
indicate that times are not altogether 
brilliant in Canada, and this fecling has 
been accentuated by the low prices that 
haye prevailed for produce of all kinds. 
These things naturally have an effect 
upon the emigration movement. Then, 
Again’ a large number of people have re- 
turned, from the United States,' and no 
doubt In their account af the state of 
things in that country they have also in- 
cluded Canada to a certain extent. The 
condition of agriculture and trade gen- 
erally in Great Britain and in Europe 
has undoubtedly been bady but in view 
of the depression elsewhere there have 
not been the inducements to emigrate 
that could formerly be held out, 
But, above all, the classes of 
people who particularly desire to 
emigrate are those who have not the 
necessary funds to do #0, or those of the 
mechanical or laboring classes whose 
emigration in any case, has not been en- 
comragled for some time. Therefore, 
everybody connected with emigration 
has had to exercise great discrimination 
and to recommend only those people to 
go to Canada who were likely to  be- 
come #atisfactory and contented set- 
tlers. It will be readily understood that 
to encourage indiscriminate emigration 
at a time like the present might lead to 
afi Oggravation of tho unemployed agi- 
tation and congestion, which would have 
disastrous effects upon legitimate and 
desirable emigration for somo years to 
come. It cannot be sald that the pros- 
pects for emigration to Canada are 
brighter for next year, There can be no 
doubt, however, that Canada is becom- 
ing better known in the rural districta 
of the United Kingdom and’ of Europe 
oll the time, aud that when the 
ment begins ogain there are always cy 
clea of good yeara and bad yearse—Can

The argument waa beyun by General 
Tracey raising the poiut that Wiman had 
not been found guilty of forgery for 
which he had been indicted, but for draw- 
ing money from the firm on account of 
Rh. G. Dun & Co. 

He contended that the inhin question 
mubmitted by the trial judge to the jury 
rolated to the criminal transfer from one 
account to another. 

General Tracey said that the judge 
erred in denying the right of the defquee 
to submit evidence ax to Wiman's re- 
sources outside of his bunk account, after 
having permitted the proaeeution to 
show that his account in the bank was 
never more than $29,000 wnd could 
not possibly have covered Wiman's over- 
dralts. 

“The trial judge,’ Gon. Tracey sald, 
“had charged the jury as a matter of 
law, that Wiman was guilty and that 
the jury must find him so. He took 
away from the jury every question on 
which forgery as charged in the indict- 
ment could be predicated, and admitted 
questions on which it could not be pre- 
dicated.” 

Mr. Lindsuy submitted a voluminous 
brief in support of the ‘verdict. The 
brief states that “Wiman has been sys- 
tematically embezeling the funds of the 
Dnn agency, and on the sixth day of 
February he was'a defaulter to the ex- 
tent of upwards of $188,000. He had 
partially concealed his peculations by 
means of fictitious entries in the 
books. and by profuring a worthless 
cheque for $14600, drawn hy him 
against a pakry credit in the Central 
National Bank, to be carried among the 
firm's assets, December, 1891, and prior 
to this he had given the bookkeeper his 
individual note for $45,000, which was 
carried nlong for a year and returned 
to him when he gave the $136,000 cheque 
Without which the books ‘would have 
shown a deficiency of upward of $42,- 
000 theu, Neither Mr. Bun nor- Mr. 
Douglas ever know anything about the 
$45,000 note or the cheque for $135,000, 

On Feb. G 1893, before the transac- 
tion of any business, his balance was 
$7592.43. During that day he de- 
posited $6900, including the cheque for 
$6000 apon which he had forged Mr. Bul- 
linger’s: endorsewent. 

“On the day in question the 
inetsutecd James Howell, the cashier of 
the concern, to draw a cheque for $5000 
to the order of E,W. Ballinger. Howell 
drew the cheque an¥ delivered it to the 
defendant unsigned. Immediately upon 
receiving the cheque the defendant sign- 
ed it and then endorsed the name, ‘E, W, 
Bullinger’ on the back of it ina dis- 
guised hand ‘and: deposited it to his in- 
pyjama credit im the Central National 

WLU,

On Feb. 20,1893, Wiman wrote the 
famous letter to Dun, in wiffeh he said 
he had a confession to make, and that 
he had “improperly.oand fraudulently 
signed the name.of E. W. Bullinger’ on 
the backs of two cheques.” He says he 
would not urge that this was done with- 
out evil intent, and.that he acted with- 
out authority ond imprudently, and he 
naks for mercy. In conclusion, he said : 
“For the fake of my dear wife and 
children, and for the sake of the long ser- 
vice rendered you, I pray God your heart 
maAy still be softened towards me, and 
thit I may, not be made to suffer the 
penalty, of my offence,” 

In the judge’s charge the question of 
Criminal intent was taken fram the jury 
aod the judge gawe a more absurd defi- 
nition of the word intent, utterly at va. 
ridnce with the true meaming of the word, 

Mr, Lindsay's argument wae in part as 
follows : 

“Even if technical errors, were commit- 
ted, the guilt of the defendant.is so clear- 
ly and overwhelmingly shown that itis 
impossible for the general. term to say 
that any Injury could haye been done.” 

“Tt is a well established principle that 
the general term of the Supreme Court 
Will not reverse a conyiction unless it al- 
firniatively) appears and is manifest upon 
the record that the defendant was actual- 
ly injured, and the jury actually influ- 
enced against’ the defendant by the 
charges of the lower court.’’ 

Mr. Lindaay read the testimony in many 
parts, and claimed to show where Wimau 
had been convicted on his own testimony. 
He referred to where Wiman wanted to 
be forgiven, and said if there was no 
Criminal intent and no forgery, why would 
he want forgivencss ? A person who acted 
Within his province had no need of for- 
gi vences,

NOT KILLED BY THE FALL OF A REE 


Six Witnesses Testify That There Was a 


Hole in the Ground Caused By a Knot 
on the Tree at the Point Where the 
Murdered Man's Head Was Lying When 
Found, 


St. Thomas, Ont., Jan. 9.—The hearing 
ol evidence before the bench of ae 
trates in the charge of murder against 
W. D. Welter and Jobn Hendershott was 
resumed to-day, six witnesses beitz ox 
amined, 

Jobn Stubbs, butcher, 
Jolbn Hendershott’s house 
of the killing, and whom 
Hendershott's familyz said must have 
seen the murdered man there, testified 
that he had no remembrince of seeing 
the deceased. He thought he did con- 
verse with the prisoner Welter, George 
Craiz and prisoner Hendershott'a two 
dauzhters. 

Edwin Pearce, Richard <A. Sanders, 
Edwin Wardell, Robert Stephens and 
Henry House, who were the first at the 
woods on the day of the killinz, gave 
evidence as to the position of the body 
and the discovery and location of the 
different blood marks aud patches of 
blood. 

At the point where the body lay on the 
tree is the stump of an old branch o1 
knot. Thie knot, when the tree fell, 
made a hole in the ground five or six 
inches deep, 

All the witnesses agree. that the body 
was luying ov its face with the head 
directly under this knot, hiding tho hole 
in the ground, and that had the tree 
struck him his head would have been 
eruphed to a pulp. 

There was an inch clear space betwean 
the top and the murdered man’s hend, 
and the surface of the knot, so that the 
body could casily have been shoved un- 
der after death. 

All agreed that if the dead man had 
been running after his watch, as stated 
by Prisoner Welter, tripped and fell, 
he could not have fallen in the position 
in which he was found. The body was 
lying in a Cross direction to that in 
which deceased was said to be running, 
and one hand was under his head and 
the other aria curved around to the top 
of his head with the hand closed. 

They held that if he ran and fell he 
would have fallen straight and that his 
arms would have been outstretched. 

Two of the witnesses, Edwin Wardell, 
who used Hendersbott’s ax for two 
months, and Robert Stephens, who was 
at a bee where the belly of 
the handle was splintered, identified the 
blood-stained nx found in the woods ae 
the property of Jobn Hondershott. 

The jnuquest adiourned at & p.m 
to-morrow morning. Hereafter night 
sessions will be held. The Crown have

In the afternoon the crowd reassembled 
and returned to the Government House, 
wherw it complained to tha Goveruor of 
its treatment during the morning, and 
reiterated its demand for relief. The 
Governor, repeated his advice of the fore- 
noou, Gnd said he was powerless to act 
Without the co-operation of the Minis- 
try. 

Theu the crowd once more made its 
way to the Legialative buildings. The 
hour for the convening of the session wap 
near at hand, and knowing the deter- 
mination of the mob those inside on 
being informed of its approach immedi- 
ately began preparing to prevent ity 
entny. The doors were barred and the 
whole available police force were sta- 
tioned around the building. 

The crowd swelled in dimensions mo-- 
mentarily, and soon the whole of | the 
grounds in front of the structure was o 
solid mass of humanity in the midst of 
which floated a large flag, bearing con- 
spicuously the words: ‘Work or 
bread,” while ejaculations of similar im- 
port were made by the crowd. 

By this time the mob, seeing that no 
attention was being paid to its de- 
mands by those inside the building, made 
a rush for the doors, The police were 
powerless to stem the tide of the in- 





furiated mass, and many officers were 
injured, 

One sergeant was thrown oyer the 
steps leading to the main door and 


Seriously hurt, while an officer had his 
vheek cut open with a stone. 

Finally Premier Greene appeared on 
the balcony, and in a speech oxpressed 
regret at the condition of the colony 
and (the destitution prevailing among 
the people, He promised ‘that employ- 
ment would be given within three days 
and begged the crowd to have patience 
and conlidence in the Government. He 
promised to resigy’ if work was not 
provided within the time specified. 

This did not satisfy the crowd, who 
told him plainly that they would break 
into the stores and get food. This 
threat the mob immediately put into ef- 
fect, Marching down into the city, the 
victors made an attack upon the pre- 
mises occupi¢d by Edwin Duder, who 
was recently compelled to assign. The 
crowd found the place empty, ond met 
with simflar resulte in other stores. 

Johnston's store, near-by, then receiv- 
ed the mob’s attention. In this estab- 
lishment a large quantity of provisions 
were found, 

Just as they were being carried out 
& large force of police appeared on the 
scene, and drove the mob away alter 
& severe struggle, during which the 
police were forced to draw their .werds 
im defence. A body of mounted police 
arrived shortly afterward, and the com- 
bined forces managed to keep the crowd 
at bay until darkness came, when the 
rioters dispersed. Four of the leaders 
were arrested. 

The streets to-night are crowded with 
people. A guard from the warship 
Tourmaline is doing patrol] duty in front 
of the principal buildings, as it is feared 
that other raids may’ be attempted dur- 
ing the night. 

Premier Greene presented a pitilul 
picture when he appeared on the bal- 
cony of the legislative building this 
afternoon to address the angered crowd, 
He has been ailing since he accepted of- 
fice, and the worries over the present 
turbulent condition of the colony have 
reduced him to almost a skeleton.

THE BEST CLASS OF SHEEP, 


Takos Nearly 18 Much Food to Fro- 
duce Wool as it Doon to Produc 


Mutton 


he Cultivator says that a few years 
ago sheep for wool wi at 
value and breeders cndeavored to pro 
duce animals that would have th mal 
leut size bodies and the groatest quan 
tity of good wool, Lt was supposed that 
the smaller the body tho loss food the 
animal would require to support lite, 
Mutton was counted as nothing then, 
na mere incident in the life of the 
sheop. But it was soon found that there 
was a limil to this work, and that tha 
heavy-wooled sheep ate nearly a 
as the thin-wooled kinds ol 
growth 
as much food to produce wool as 
to produce mutton Phen the 
sudden demand for good mutton and 
first-class lambs. Mutton properly 
raised was found to havea value that 
seemed to increase as the price for wool 
decreased. Many breeders camo 
to tho conclusion that a_ ton 
food would give more profit when con- 
verted into mutton than if fed for wool. 
The result of this was that large sizo 
shoep were called for, and just the op- 
posito conditions existed. Instead of 
small size sheep with plenty of wool on 
their backs breeders now are endeavor-

ing to turn out sheep of the largost pos- , 


sible sizo, making the wool product a 
mere incident. Now this other oxtrome 
has its dangers just as much as the first, 
As it was found that beyond a certain 
point small sheep did not pay, so it will 
soon be realized that large sheep have 
their limit beyond which it_will thardly 
pay any breeder to go, That is, the 
extra quantity of food required to sup- 
port the larger bones, muscles and 
frames will 
solid meat. It costs less to make the 
first 100 pounds in any animal than the 
second, and the third 100 is produced so 
slowly and at such an expense that it 
entails loss, ‘Those who keep sheep are 
doing it for mutton more than for wool. 
With a continuance of this process of 
raising large mutton sheep at the ex- 
pou of the wool product we will soon 
»8 unable to boast of any first class wool 
in this country. It is the inferior grades 
of wool that are at alltimes dragging 
in the market at low prices. Thi fine 
quality of wool isindemand. The time 
may s00n come when the reaction will 
come, and those who follow the craze in 
producing ee sheep only so far as is 
consistent with a goo 

will be the better off. 


The Presenes of Hydrogen, « 

No result of spectroscopic research 

among the heavenly bodies has been 
more remarkable than that which de- 
monstrates‘the extraordinary abundance 
with which the element hydrogen is 
diffused throughout the universe, It 
is, of course, one of the commonest 
elements of the earth, entering, as it 
does, into the composition of every drop 
of water. Hydrogen is alsoa constitu- 
ent part of a vast number of solid 
bodies, but the remarkable circumstan- 
ces for our present purpose is that this 
element is found in profusion elsewhere. 
Surrounding that visual glowing globe 
of thesun there is an 
phere, of which hydrogen is one of the 
most pm ominent components. 
A like conclusion is drawn from the 
spectra of many ofthe stars. In the 
case of certain specially white and bril- 
liant goms, of which Sirius and Vega 
may be taken as the types, the chief 
spectroscopic teature is the extraordin- 
ary abundance in which hydrogen is 
presert. Evenin the dim and distant 
nebulse gaseous hydrogen is the con- 
Stituent more easily recognized than 
any other which they may possess. In- 
deed, it may be affirmed that we do not 
know any other substance whicli is so 
widely diffused as hydrogen. 

It need hardly be said that this gas is 
an important constituent in those com- 
pound bodies with which life is asso- 
ciated. 
hibition which shows the actual quanti- 
ties of the seleral elements of which an 
average human body is composed, the 
bulk of the hydrogen forms one of the 
most striking items, and indeed, in con- 
nection with all forms of animal and 
vegetable life, hydrogen is of primary 
importance. In the argument from 
analogy for the existence of life in other 
worlds, it is significant to note that an 
element associated in such an emphatic 
manner With the manifestation of life 
here should now be shown to be wide- 
spread through the universe.—Sir 
Robert Ball, in The Fortnightly Re- 
view.

In an editorial, The Telegraph pays 
the gloomy vision of Loudou's meat 
trade being controlled in Chicago ought 
to arouse the patriotic impulse in the 
breast of every meat cater in the king:

Only country from which we can obtain 
a plentiful supply of ment, Whe at- 
tempt to corner the market will almost 
certainly ¢nd in disastrous failure, 

In an interview with Chairman Cooper 
of the cuttle trade section of the London 
Chamber of Commerce, he is quoted as 
buying: If it was merely a question of 
no abatement, there is no doubt that 
the retailers would have accepted the 
situation, but it is viewed by many 
marking the beginnjng of a series 
other encroachments on trade, 
Americans go so far as to say that not 
only shall the ealesman be deprived of 
in 
every quarter of meat hitherto allowed 
in order to compensate for the losa by 
shrinkage in transit and in cutting up, 
but he must not make such an allowance 
to his customers. This is only the firat 
stey towards obtaining coutrol of the 
market and, when it suits their fancy, 
to corner trade, 

The reasow the Americans have ob- 
tained such a hold upon the English mar- 
ket is due to the fact that they have 
sent meat to it perfectly regardless of 
tha price at Which it was sold. This was 
merely to create a demand. But in so 
doing they have practically forced their 
meat upon the market, and what is more, 
they have forced English meat clean out 
of it. Thers are only two sources olf 
meat supply available for the London 
market, excluding, of course, the froren 
stuff. One is America, and the other is 
Scotland. England itself is not in it at 
all, The American importers haye their 
principal centres at Liverpool and at 
Deptford, near London, ‘where their stock 
is landed and slaughtered. What they 
ore aiming at, undoubtedly, is to drive

The native 
producer i6 uot placed on anything like 
a fair footiug, and the American capital- 
ists, realizing this, are making every 
effort to control the English market. 
We, however, [cel that thoy ought not 
to be alloWwed to du se without a great 
Struggle. I maintain that if the trade 
here stick together they can bring the 
American importers to’ the ald terms, 
because their meat must be sold."

Foeding Fowls. 


A writer in Farm News says that it 
may be thought to be a matter of very 
little importance whether the flock is fed 
at acertain hour or not, but it is really 
necessary for the good health of the 
flock that they be fed at regular hours 
as nearly as possible.

If fed just when it 
happens to be most convenient, the 
most indolent of the flock will linger 
around waiting to be fed while the 
active ones will wander aways very 
often so far that by the time they get 
back those who have staid at home will 
have eaten all the feed that was intend-

They should not feel fat when picked ap 
but should be jnst nicely plump an 
round, and if they begin to gain in flesh 
or fall off, as the case may be, the 
amount of feed given them should be 
regulated accordingly, Feeding on the 
free and easy plan is poor economy and 
will in the end ruin the laying qualities 
of any flock, for it will induce disease, 
and the very first symptom of discase in 
any flock is the decreaso in egg produc- 
tion, that always comes with the lower- 
ing of the health of laying hens. Feed 
plenty, but not to much. This is a 
matter that is very largely neglected by 
farmers and all wh do not pay particu- 
lar attention to their poultry. 


Studylog the Sun, 


The latest determination of the dis- 
tance of the sun from the earth is from 
a discussion by Dr. Gill of a series of 
observations of the asteroid Victoria, 
Dr. Gill’s result is 92,800,000 miles, a 
figure probably very close to the truth, 
and agreeing very well with the value 
previously obtained by Professor Hark- 
ness from all available data. 

Tho temperature of the sun has been 
roinvestigated b. Le Chatelier in 
France, and by Gray and Wilson in 
England, and is found to be between 
12,000 and 14,000 degrees Fahronheit, 

mportant improvements have been 
made inthe methods of studying the 
sun's surface by Professor Hale, of the 
University of Chicago, and M. Deslan- 
dres, of the Paris Observatory. Profes- 
sor Hale, with an instrument he calls 
the ‘‘spectrobeliograph,” secured in 1891 
the'first photograph of the spectrum of a 
prominence from the surface of the un- 
eclipsed sun, and has even photographed 
successfully the forms of these enormous 
jets of burning gas, a8 well as the spote 
and faculae or little shining points 
upon the sun’s surface. These photo- 
graphs show that the faculae aro dis- 
tributed all over the sun, instead of be- 
ing near the edge only, and their fur- 
ther study most assuredly adds much to 
our knowledge of the sun's constitution. 

In connection with solar phonomenalit 
may be remarked that the great spot 
upon the sun in tho early part of 1892 
was the largest on record, According 
to Mr. Maunder, it was 92,000 miles 
long and 62,000 broad, while the on- 
tire group ot which it formed the prio 
cipal part was 162,000 by 75,000 miles, 
Seventy globes as large as ours could 
have lain side by side in ite immonso 
hollow. That thore is somo sort of con- 
nection between sun spots and mague 
tic storms upon the earth, many coincl- 
dences have placed beyond a doubt, but 
how they are connected is not yet fully 
underatood,—Harpor's Weekly,

Out—Thrilling Escape of a Caretaker 
aud His Wife-Outside Towns Wired 
For Assistance.

of the preceding Sunday. 

The conflagrtion originted in the Os- 
goodby building in Melinda-strect, 
which is separated from the Me- 
Kinnon, block, thie, grave of Sunday-s fire, 
only by a small building, and extended 
south to Wellington-atreet,.levelling five 
wholesale houses in the south 
sido of that street and one 
opposite, before being extinguished, 

The generally accepted theory of in- 
Burance nen is that the blaze which 
created the havoc of last night had its 
genesis In the previous conflagration. 
But whatever its indirect cause, within 
balf an hour of its ‘utbreak, it had en- 
veloped half a dozen buildings and oc- 
casioned a loss of more than three-quar- 
ters of a million dollars, awelling tha 
total! loss of the two fires to close upon 
a million and a half dollars, ~* 

It seemed but the work of a moment 
for the fire to spread south from Melinda- 
Warehouses in 
Wellington-street and wrap them in 4 
red winding sheet. Within two hours 
Beven immense buildings were 4 shapeless 
muss of indistinguishable smoking ruins. 

The path of the two great conflagra- 

tions form a letter L in immense pro- 
portions. Sunday morning the fire fiend 
did balf the work and farved out the 
first stroke along Melinda-stret. Last 
night he completed his work in a jine 
@raight south at right angles to hi 
former pathway. 
_ The fire acquired a vehemence and vio- 
lence most appalling, ‘The various bujld- 
ings Were simultaneously oagldw with 
tho fire inside that seemed to crackle and 
roar with oa triumphant sound as every- 
thing was devoured; the windows and 
archways belching forth tongues of red 
and white flame that reached across the 
street, The thousands of citizepa who had 
collected blocks away could hear the 
crackling of the flames, followed byt he 
crashing of a roof. Then would shoot 
up from the wreck & column of flame 
through the black amoke nd cinders, 
that lit up the city for blocks and threw 
@ ghostly light oh the facades of the 
neighboring structures, 

With every blast of wind great bil- 
lows of fire would roll across Welling- 
ton-street, as if fjlled with a mad de- 
sire to sweep it away in ruin. 
Then for a woment they 
would subside and show the various 
Structures Wrethed in [lames and tongues 
of fire shooting out from doors und win- 
dows and roofs, 

The atmosphere waa filled with cin- 
ders, brands, combustibles, all on fire, 
carecering through the air. ‘Woul dthe 
wind lull and the rain, which had be- 
gurt to fall increase in volume and assist 
in| Saving the entire wholesale section of 
the city. These-thoughts flashed through 
the brains or quiyered on the lips of 
the thousands who waited in painfol 
suspense, ~ The snow, which had. fallen 
during the day afforded a protection 
Ogainst the blazing fragments which 
were falling thickly around, and eventu- 
ally the flames were fot under control, 
bnt not until over three-quarters of a 
million dollars’ of famage had been 
occasioned, The losses;

The Progress of the Flames as Described 
by Bye- Witnesses 


when James Chambers, private night 
watchman, Who was passing in Melinda- 
street, heard a woman screaming from 
the top of the Osgoodby building, at 
81-82 Melinda-street,, owned by J. W, 
Woods, of Gordon, McKay & Co., and 
almost adjoining the ruins of the 
Kinnon building. The fire had -tarted 
somewhere in the centre. Looking up he 
saw Tlames isuing from a window in the 
top story. He immediately turned in an 
alarm from box 12, Almost immediateley 
alterwnords a general alarm was sont 
ont, and a thousand citizens followed 
the hurrying firemen Who answered the 
call. The fire had started somewhere in 
the third story, and had gained sreat 
headway when discovered. 

The flames had returned to the field 
where they had won their victory of Sun- 
day, and the roar with which they burst 
through the rool of the) Osgodby  build- 
ing in less than five minutes frour 
first sounding of the alarm, told only 
too, plainly that they would sweep many 
of the structures which they threatened 
Sunday morning. 


A LEAP FOR LIFE 


Exciting Rescue of Occupants of the Os- 
goodby Balilding 


When the first contingent of firemen 
nrrived tho third amd fourth stories of 
the Osgoodby building were enveloped in 
Jlames. Away up in ‘the eixth and 
highest story Edward Cayen, janitor of 
the building, bis wife arid her nurse, Miss 
Annie Thompson of Lindsey-avenue, had 
their home, Mrs. Caven had been ¢on- 
fined to her bed for some time by an 
affection of the heart. Caven and the 
murse hal just risen from their evening 
mea], when the emell of the smoke, 
avhich by now wag rolling in huge vol- 
fimes up the stafrway ond elevator shaft, 
warned them of their awful danger. 
Mrs. Cavin was assisted to rise. She 
disrobed herself of -hér ulehtdresa and 
twas hastily preparing to dress, when 
Khe smoke apd flames burst through the 
Moors of their apartments. and drove 
fhem to the winflows. Smashing the 
glass, they each uttervil a cry for as- 
sistance, A thrill of horror went through 
jthose who saw the three human forms 
Appear at the window 70 
feet above, with the flames sweeping 
in awful fury beneath them. A . thou- 
sand indiscreet voices shouted “Jump,” 
but the firemen signalled them to stay, 
and these injunctions they fortunately 
obeyed, 

The life-saving net was procured from 
the Lombard-street wagon and held by 
willing Nands beneath. A wire ran di- 
rectly’ from the windoéw in which the en- 
dangeéred trio utood down to’ the second 
story of the building. The quick eye of a 
fireman saw this, and he shouted to them 
to grasp the wire and slide down the 
wall. His voice was drowned jn the roar 
of thr flames and faileyl to reach | the

Another moment and the spectators 
stood |breathless as the almost nude 
form pf & Woman was &eon to fall through 
mid-air from the window above, turning 
over and oyer as she descended, The threa 
hundred wires which were strung along 
the fouth side of Mel{nda-street. broke 

the f-apidity of her fall. She turned a 
complete somersault before she eclear- 
ed) their network, and fell into the wait 
ing net ‘which the firemen lWeld.

\thnown around her, and she was’ carri- 
ed into ithe Crown Hotel, aivoiting the 
arrival of the ambulance, ‘While the 
husband and nurde watched the perilous 
leap of Mrs. Caven they forgot the danger 
in which (they themselves: stood. 

Before the peril of their position had 
\Aagainu overcome them, they, had seen the 
Wire to Aybich the firemen had directed 
thein attention, ‘The nurse waa tho first 
to trust herself to if, and when she swung 
out from the window the multitade ex- 
pected to eee the wire torn from its fas- 
tenings by ithe strain and dash her to 
the pavement. But the frail wire prov- 
od truce, ¢@nd when shé réached' a point 
where it ran east acrosd’ the building, 
she dropped “uninjired into ‘the nat.

In trying! to. break open one of 
the doors of the Reid buildings Lineman 
Robinsom sustained injury to his arm aud 
wrist, neceasitating his removal in ‘the 
ambulance wagon, Which waa in waiting, 

The Reid building was slow to burn, 
owing to the fact that the floors were 
dheeted with asbestos, and the stractare 
being otherwise fireproof. The part oc- 
cupied by Buntin & Reid wae not burned 
at all. Smoke proceeded from the win- 
dows, but no flames werd aceon, Beyond 
damaga by wiiter, the stock ol! vbia firm 
waa not hurt at all, One roason for this 
je porbapa the lact that it mainlm con- 
Hinted of paper tightly packed, in which 
Condition, it was mot of am very inflam- 
mable charactor.

BRITISH CABINET CRISIS. 


Three Points on Which the 
Ministers Disagree. 


THE NAVY, BUDGET AND IRELAND ) 


7 


The Cabinet Held a Secret Session Vester- 
day, When the Naval Estimates, the 
Budget’ and the Irish Question Were 
Discussed and an Effort Made to Reach 
a Harmonious Agreement. 


London, Jan, 11.—A Cabinet Council 
was held yesterday, but asyet . no- 
thiog is known as to the character of 
the proceedings. It is believed, however, 
that the chief topic of discussion was 
that of naval expenditures, upon which 
Lord Rosebery, Sir William Harcourt and 
Ear) Spencer conferred Jast week. 

Lord Rosebery and Earl Spencer, at 
that conference, favored the expenditure 
in 1895 of ah amodnt equal to that ex- 
pended in 1894 for the purpose of build- 
ing warships. 

This was opposed by Sir William Har- 
court, a8 he was expecting a budget 
surplag and wished to effect certain eco- 
nomied and popular reforms, 

No agreement being (feached, it waa 
decided to call a Cabinet meeting at as 
early, a date as possible in order to take 
the sense of the members on the ques- 
tion.

ON LEARNING HIS NEPHEW'S DEATH 


Gn Heceipt of the Wire That Mis Ne phew 


Was Dead He Said He Was Probably 
Kun a For Ut Watch and a Tree 
Fell and Killed Him, 


St. Thomas, Ont., Jan. 11.—The filth 
day of the investigation into the Mid 
dicumrebi murder has come and youe and 
the case still draga on, Three sdasions 
were held to-day, and a large number 
of witnesses examined, 

At the morning session Doncan Hen- 
dershott?of Bingal was on the stand for 
a couple of hours, and deagribed a piti- 
able dispute betwoen the relatives of the 
murdered man over his clothes. 

Jamex Howker, John MeLachilon and 
Colin A. Grogory told of the position 
of the body under’ the tree, tha bloody 
pool of water in Which the ax was 
washed, and identified the clothes. 

W. UW. Partridge gave unimportant 
evidence, and George Kowley produced 
copies of telegrams sent by Charles Wel- 
ter and Duncan Hendersfiott on the 
nightiwfl the killing. 

AU the afternoon session, David reuder- 
shott, “father Uf the deconsad, N. W. 
Moore, jujler, W. R. Jackson, jeweler, 
ane T. Ladugan, turnkey Elgin Jail, gava 
evidence proving conclusively that tha 
wateld worn by the prisoner Welter way 
the property of the murdered man, and 
the one given to the fathor of the do- 
cowed as that of his gon, was lho pros 
perty of prisoner Welter. Wheu Welter 
Wee questioned in the jail by Couuty 
Crown Attorney Donahue, he said the 
watch was his own, that ho had yot it 
eux or eight weeks before in a trade 
With a stranger he could not Joscribe, 
at the Peuwarden Hotel, giving uis own 
wateo uud $1 to boot for it, 

Mr, and Mrs. J. Kotchabaw of Bayham 
told of receiving the telogram, suysug: 
“William Hendershott is dead,’’ and the 
discussion as to whether it was the 
uncle or néphew. ‘ Prisoner Hendershott 
expressed the opinion that it was his 
nephew, and that perhaps a tree fell 
upon him. 

W. J. Ostrander, blacksmith, Eden, 
said that Hendorshott told him that 
his nephew had probably been killed by 
w tree falling upon*him. Ha had bought 
& new watch in the fall, said Hender- 
shott, and probably while running for 
his clothes and watch had been struck 
by a. falling tree and killed., When 
going to bed in Eden that Friday night 
a policy fell from Hendershott’s pocket, 
aud prisoner produced the other policy 
and Ostrander read them both. 

Hendershott ewore at the inquest that 
he neyer carried the policies with him. 

At the evening session George Stanton, 
Middlemarch; A. McGregor, Southwold, 
and Mrse W. J. Ostrander of Eden told 
of the visit of the Hendershotts there, 
and Mr. and Mrs. J. L. Bancroft of 
visits, and related conversations which 
took place im the presence of the prison- 
ers in the Penwarden Hotel, contradict- 
ing the statements of the two prisoners 
and Miss Hendershott in regard to those 
conversations, 

Court adjourned at 10 p.m. until 9.80 
Friday morning. 

The taking of the evidence of Crown 
Witnesses will occupy a couple of daya 
more, and the casa will not be concluded 
this week. 


TRIPLE DROWNING AT NIAGARA.

The Leap of the Salmon, 


A few years agol had occasion to 
say something about the leaping powers 
of the Atlantic salmon, and what I said 
was criticized by a well-known angling 
authority. I mentioned that it was re- 

orted that salmon in Norwegian rivers 

ad jumped up and over an obstruction 
16 feet high. My friend and critic con- 
tended that salmon could not jump to 
exceed six feet, I then brought forward 
evidence from a number of anglers, fish- 
ing inspectors, fish commissioners, etc., 
in this country and in Europe to show 
that salmon had made leaps ranging 
from 10 to 16 feet, and still my critic 
was not convinced. Under date of Oct. 
23, 1894, Prof. A.Landmark,inspector of 
fresh water fisheries for Norway, writes 
me from Christiania about his experi- 
ments in marking salmon and sea trout 
for the purpose of observing their mi- 

rations, and hé has this to say about 
the leap of the salmon: 

“Concerning the height that salmon 
can jump under favorable circumstances 
there is in one place in Norway undeni- 
able evidence that salmon sometimes 
have made a perfectly clear jump of 16 
feet (perpendicwar height). No doubt 
a jump of the said height is quite un- 
usual ; but having myself examined the 
are where the occurrence had taken 
place, and heard the evidence of persons 
who have themselves witnessed it. © I 
cannot doubt the fact.”—Forest and 
Stream.

Pen minutes later a carriage bearing 
the royal crest and drawn by a pair of 
handsome bays turned into the station 
Coachman and footman both wore upon 
tho loft arm a wide band of mourning. 
From the carriage alighted Sh Praticla 
ds Winton, comptroller of the househeld 
of the Prince ot Wales, and Sir Charles 
Cust, equerry to the Duke of York. The 
faces of theso worthy gontlomon bore an 
expression of intense anxiety, for the 
function of receiving royalty at the ter- 
mination of a railway journey is no 
trifling affair. 

Simultaneotis with the arrival there 
was renewed bustle within the station. 
The manager of the railroad hastened to 
open the carriage door, while some half 
dozen uniformed officials cleared the 
driveway of cabs and all other vehicles 
that had been standing there. Now came 
a cluster of men armed with brooms, and 
soon the driveway and platform itself 
were swept as clean as the deck of a 
man-of;war. This was no sooner accom- 
plished than great confusion arose at the 
entrance gate, and upon its being opened 
six luggage vans from the royal stables 
wheeled into the space left vacant by 
the plebeian cabs, The platform having 
been duly swept, was covered with a 
long, red carpet. When this was in 
postin) a knot of gontlemen, who are 

osom and club friends of the Prince, 
entered the station and were escorted 
to a desirable position. They were Gen. 
Sir Charles Fraser, V.C.; Gen. Sir H. 
Havolock Allan, Gen. Sir Michael Bid- 
dulph, Gen. Keith Fraser, Gen. Dunne, 
Gen. Macdonnell, and Col. Kennard. 

There was another stir at the en- 
trance, and a small, unpretentious 
brougham deposited on the edgeof the 
carpet a stout, elderly gentleman, clad 
in fur-lined overcoat, who walked with 
seeming difficulty and leaned heavily 
upon his stick, Off came the hats of the 
crowd, for they had recognized the ven- 
erable Duke of Cambridge. In another 
minute a second carriage, much more 
elegant in appointment than the pre- 
ceding, stopped at the same place, and 
from it descended the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, brother ef the Prince of Wales, 

Allnow seemed in readiness for the 
arrival of the train, bnt the ramor went 
round that it was ten minutes late. 
The heir apparent had left Calais at 9 
o'clock, and the run across the Channel 
by chartered steamer was to occupy but 
seventy-five minutes. From Dover the 
special train would also make remark: 
ably fast time and arrive at noon; but 
the hands of the clock already pointed 
to that hour and it hadnot come. How- 
ever, the railroad manager and three 
policemen improved the time by chas- 
ing a small boy who had strayed into 
the enclosure, whilo the Prince of 
Wales’ own carriage, also somewhat 
tardy, dashed into the station and halt- 
edat the exact spot designatod by Sir 
Francis do Winton. The judges at a 
horse show would have little trouble in 
deciding that such a vehicle merited 
the blue ribbon, From the polished 
hoofs of the magnificent pair of seal- 
brown horses to the shining top of the 
coachman’s hat everything about the 
turnout is simply irreproachable. The 
livery is of drab, the harness richly 
mounted with silver, while tho only re- 
liefto the sober, quiet elegance of the 
carriage itselfis to be found in the crest 
and motto of the Prince engraved on 
the door. 

But it is not often that royalty is sub- 
ject to delay anda puff otsmoke far 
down the track showed, in a few min- 
utes the expectedtrain As it approach- 
ed I could see a servant, also cladin 
drab livery, leaning from the window of 
a forward railway carriage. As this 

lided past and the train came toa stop 

e sprang tothe platform and threw 
openadoor. All hats came off with 
one accord as a stout, bearded man, 
with red, pleasant face, whose manner 
seemed at once both kindly and court- 
eous stepped out. It was the Prince of 
Wales. His Royal Highness was clad 
in a dark suit and enveloped in a tray- 
eling ulster, He wore a black derby 
hat and carried between his finger a 
half-smoked cigar. He was_ closely 
followed by the Duke of York, and 
father and son were welcomed by their 
kinsmen the Dukes of Cambridge and 
Edinburgh, 

After greetings had been exchanged 
the prince turned to the other friends 
who had come to meet him. For the 
last hour these military gentlemen had 
been pacing up and down the platform 
with the mosthaughty, stiff and ree 
cilious deportment imaginable. They 
had not even a stray glance to bestow 
upon common mortals and the reporter 
who asked one of thoma simple ques- 
tion was only answered by a stare. But 
at the royal approach how their man- 
ner did change! They stood 
bareheaded and reverent, with low 
obeisance and deferential abashed man- 
ner, as the Prince drew near. After 
shaking hands and a few pleasant words 
the Prince and Duke of York éach en- 
tereda carriago, tlie crowd gave a cheer, 
the vehicles drove away, and the show 
was over. 

I had some curiosity to see the royal 
luggage, and my wish was gratified. 
Directly the carriage had Capexred a 
dozen men began to unload the baggage 
from the train and place it upon the 
wagons already mentioned, Firstcame 
bundles of rugs, of magazines, of papers, 
hat and despatch boxes, sword cases and 
lunch baskets. There were trunks of 
every conceivable size, with every 
species of valise and portmanteau. In 
all I counted 185 separate pieces, and it 
is needléss to say that the conveyances 
were completely filled. 

Such ample provision for two men led 
me to think as I emerged from the sta- 
tion—and a womanin the Strand with 
child in arms begged me “in the name 
of God for a ha'penny to get a cup of 
tea”—thatin England, at least, the dif 
ference between Prince and pauper is 
defined.

Ab che afternoon session Mr. Joho 
Gov!d gave a moabd lastroctlve talk on mak- 
iug a et'o and enaliage, Hoe oxplalned the 
growth of allage corn and {ts feeding value 
tor milk production. Itwas a succalent, 
palatable, digestible food, partloularly 
adapted asa food for dalry cattle, He 
told hla audience how he harvested the 
crop on his farm, and gavo them the bene- 
fit of his and his nelghbore’ experience to 
thls imporiand work. 

M+, Audrew Pattallo, pre sidenbt of the 
Western Dalryman’s Aesoclation, gavo & 
short speech on good roads. 

Prcf, Dean addresacd the Convention on 
fat in m'tk. ‘*You cannot,” ho sald, ‘feed 
that fav into milk. Tho qaallyy of the 
milk deponds on tho Icdividual cow.” 
Thoy had, ab the Agrioultaral College, 
made experiments to fiod out the cffeot of 
dry and slop feed on the quality of milk. 
Six cows were experimented with, The 
fesclt was that the feeding «f slop did not 
increase the quantity of milk. Wheoas 
cow had all her feed fn the form of slop 
she did not gain anything in tho qaality or 
qaantlty of her milk. Six thousand 
pounds {s the standard quantlby of milk 
expegted from each cow ab the O. A, Q, 
Farmers should test thelr cows, The 
methods of separating cream from milk 
were tricd, the separator method, the 
deep setting, and the shallow pan mevhod. 
There {5 a great diffaronce in the creaming 
of different cows’ milk, The loss of fat by 
fhe separator method was about two 
thirds less than the deep-settlng, and the 
thallow pan method was abound one- 
shird less than the doep-setting plan. Ib 
ts a vory difficult matter to get good cream 
{rom the shallow pang in hod woather. Tho 
milk should be cooled to 45 degrees to get 
the boast results from the deop-sottlag 
method. This will glye moro cream thad 
wlil teat lower than by the shallow pans. 
Oceam should bs kept cool and sweet till 
ready for the churning, or ready to bo 
! taken to tho creamery. In churolng have 
the temporature right and the cream Ip 
proper condition, ayo the butter pub 
up In the neatest acd best packages. 

Prof. Robertson addressed the oconven- 
tloa on the creamery outlook for Oanada. 
The object of making battor ls to mako a 
profit, In these days of competition the 
markets for butter will nob pay any more 
than they can help. Rallways and steam- 
abipg have shortened the digtances bep reon 
coun‘rles aud brought them tate oompetl 
tion, The only budter thab can compete 
with Now Zealand, Acatrallan, and Dan 
ib butter is thad made on the oroamery 
plan, In prodocing a pound of butter 
there are 66 times more room for okill 
than in the production of one pourd of 
potatoes. Dalrylng offera a man the best 
chance for pubting his ekill into money. 
Tho objeo) of the Lutter maker {is to get 
the fat oub of the milk with as little of the 
other constituents in the milk as possible. 
In every 100 pounds of batter there should 
bs about 13 pounde of water, 82 pounds of 
bubter fat, 3 pounds of salt, and 2 pounds 
of the other constituents In the mlik. A 
cow Js not a machine, baba living organlem, 
end therefore will not glve a different pro 
duct because sho takes different food. Tho 
feod does nob affoot the blood of a oow, 
from which milk ts largely formed. Feed 
will sffeot the quality of the milk scmo- 
times by changing the compoaltion of the 
fatiteelf, If the quantity of fat lo nob 
sffected the volavilo fate from the feod 
will become part of the fat in milk, and 
giyo its pecullar fiivor to the milk, Thoso 
volatile flavors can bo oxpo!led by heating 
milk or cream to 150 dogreos. The vaso 
with which cream may be separated from 
the wilk sometimes deponds upon tho knd 
of food a cow takes. Oows for making bat 
ter should bo handled under suoh soondi 
tlons es will glvo them porf@ob repose. 
C vanliness shoald bo atrlotly observod. 
Imporo air in the stable will affeod the 
milk, and enallage will not Ipjaro the milk 
when fed to cows, When cows have boou 
milklog a long perlod, or have boon ovor 
heated, or withoad salt, the milk will be- 
come sticky and prevent a complete sopara 
tlon of the oroam. By having a fow fresh 
calved cowe’ miik to mixewlth the milk of 
o- wa thab have been miiklog for a long 
time, a bettor qaallty of butter oan be 
made. Keep the cream swood and cold, 
and use 5 sultable formentation aterter and 
you will gob a quallty of butter fa January 
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out the balance at one-half the price dt

Upward Turn. 





DECEMBER SHOWS SLIGHT INCREASE 


A Surplus of $2,270,000 During tho First 
Six Months of the Fiscal Year 1894-5— 
Reports of Efficiency of the Field and 
Garrison Artillery—Premier Bowell 
Convalescent 


Ottawa, Jan. 11.—The Militia-Genera)/s 
order to be published in to-morrow’s 
Canada Gazette will contain the return 
of “Comparative eliicienay” of Field 
and Garrison Artillery, which is the re- 
sult of inspections by the iuspector and 
assistant iuspectors of artillery duuring 
the camps of last summer.

For the six months ended Dec, 31 the 
revenue amounted to $16,390,486, or $1,- 
916,228 less than wae collected during 
the first half of the preceding fiscal 
year, while the expenditure, $14,129,- 
418, was within about o quarter of a 
million of the expenditure for the cor- 
responding period of 1893.

WILD HORSES ‘OF NEVADA. 








There Are 50 Many of Them That Thoy 


Are a Bother. ‘ 


“There are now in Nevada more than 
200,000 head of these horses,” said Mr. 
Fulton, “and they are increasing 0 
fast that abby are getting to be a great 
nuisance, Cattle and sheep owners are 
killing them wherever thoy can. 

“Pho last leris ax 1_—_rwew~ 
Sea" ani Roary, wild, and the — 
ranchers have in consequence been kill- 
ver they could. They 











keep the wild horses from increasing, ‘ 

“The trouble is they are cating off 
the grass, 50 that sheep and cattle own- 
ors are having a tough time of it in 
some sections. More than this, the stal- 
lions are in many cases leading off the 
domestic horses from the ranches, The 
owners figure that each stallion is worth 
about $2, which is the top-notch figure 
that can be realized from them. ild 
horses are very cheap now the world 
over, but probably not since the settle- 
ment of America haye horses been #0 
cheap as they are in Nevada. 

“Most of the wild horses are in the - 
neighborhood ot Elko and Iron Point. ; 
A few years ago there was turned 
loose from the Evans ranch, near [ron 
Point, a fine thoroughbred stallion, 
He joined the neighborhood bands of 
wild horses and could not be got back 
again. 

“The result has been that the qualit 
of the herds was greatly improved. 6 
left many colts that were much super- 
ior to the oldstock. The various bands 
have increased much since then. 
While many of the horses would not be 
called first-class, others are very fine 
and all are as tough as pine knots and 
as fleet as there is any use in having 
horses. 

“They are eating the grass off and 
making it hard picking in places for 
cattlo and sheep and as theranchers can- 
not catch the wild horses they aro shoot- 
ing them down whenever they get sight 
of them and can get up close enough, 
This isnot always au casy task. In 
fact, it usually is a most difficult thing 
to do, 

“They use long range rifles, however 
and ridu flest domestic animals, and in 
this way pick offa great many. Every 
rancher or cattle owner in Nevada, 
when he sees a wild stallion and has a 
weapon with him turns loose at it. It is 
the particular aim and mission of every 
cowboy. to thin them off, and oftentimes 
he is not so very particular just what 
kind of wild horses it is."—San Francis- 
co Examiner, 2

A now terror threatens woman, Poor 
thing, she is as much pursued by dan 
georous foes nowadays as sho was in the 
good old tines, When knights in armor 
had to ride continually to her rescue 
The villain who still pursues her and 
makes her days one long anxiety and 
her nights a hideous dream has changed 
to be sure, and has become of the 
fominine gender, Some persons, given 
to elegant diction, call it Dame Fashion, 

The greatest danger with which 
woman's relentless foe threatens her is 
the sock, In Paris, according to a high 
fashion authority who has recently re 
tured from there, the long stocking is 
doomed. Every one who wears socks. 
Boys and girls in short trousers and 
skirts display a waste of pink flesh be- 
tween the top of the Tock and the bot 
tom of their garments.

With regard to Senator 
Payne's Interview, his statements about 
the amount of money he lent to me, or 
that he and Burke and Cornell advanced to 
me, whiob he says ts $1,260,000, are utter- 
ly untrae.

DR, TALMAGE ON THE LIFE OF THE 


MISSIONARY. 


Slanders and Hinasphemies Against the 


Missionary Refated—Graphio Descrip 


tion of the Centres of Hoathoudom 


Brooxnyy, Jan “They

The life of the missionary is & laxuri 
ous and indolent life: Hindooism is a 
religion that ought not to bo interfered 
with: Christianity is guilty of an im 
yertinence whon it invados heathon 
dom: you must put in the samo line of 
reverence Brahma, Buddha, Moham 
mod and Christ. To refute tho slan 
dors and blasphemios now 80 prov alont, 
and to spread out bofore tho ¢ hristian 
world the contrast betwoen idolatrous 
and Christian countries, I preach this 
sermon in my ‘“’Round the world 
series,” 

In this discourse I take you to the 
very hoadquarters of heathendom, to 
the very capital of Hindooism; for 
what Mecca is to the Mohammedan,and 
what Jerusalom is to the Christian, Bo 
nares, India, is to the Hindoo. We ar- 
rived there in the evening, and tho 
next morning we started out carly, 
among other things to see the burping 
of the dead. We saw it, cremation, not 
as many good people in America and 
England are now advocating it, namely, 
the burning of the dead in clean, and 
orderly, and refined crematory, the hot 
furnace soon reducing the human form 
to a powder to be carefully preserved in 
an urn; but cremation as the Hindoos 
practice it. We got into a boat and 
were rowed down the River Ganges 
until we came opposite to where five 
dead bodies lay, four of them women 
wrapped in red garments, and a man 
wrapped in white. Our boat fastencd, 
we waited and watched.. High piles of 
wood were on the bank, and this wood 
is carefully weighed according as the 
friends of the deceased can afford to pay 
for it. In many cases only a few sticks 
can be afforded, and the dead body is 
burned only a little, and then thrown 
into the Ganges. But where the rela- 
tives of the deceased are well-to-do an 
abundance of wood in pieces four or 
five feet long is purchased. Two or three 
layers of sticks are then put on the 
ground to receive the dead form. Small 
pieces of sandal-wood are inserted to 
produce fragrance. Tho deceased is lift: 
ed from the resting place and put upon 
this wood. Then the cover is remove 
from the face of the corpse and it is 
bathed with water of the Ganges. Then 
several more layers of wood are put 
upon the body, and other sticks are 
placed on both sides of it, but the head 
and feet aro left exposed. Then a 
quantity of grease suflicient to make 
everything inflammable is put on the 
wood and into the mouth of the dead. 
Thon one of the richest men in Benares 
his fortune made in this way, furnishes 
the fire, and after the priest has mum- 
bled a few words, the eldest son walks 
three times around the sacred pile. and 
then applies the torch, and the fire 
blazes up, and in a short time the 
body has becomes the ashes which the 
relatives throw into the Ganges. 

We saw floating past us on the 
Ganges the body of a child which had 
been only parby burned, because tho

in the river, dipping their 

heads, filling their mouths, supplying 

their brass cups, muttering words of 
so-called prayer. Such a mingling of 

superstition, and loathesomeness, and 

inhumanity I had never before seen, 

The Ganges is to the Hindoo the best 

river of all the earth, but to me it is 

the vilest stream that ever rolled its. 
Stench in horror to the sea, 
along the banks for the mourners 
for the dead. I saw~-in two 
the cities nine cremations, but in no 
cass a sad look’ or a tear. I said%to 
friends ; ‘‘How is this? Have the liy- 
ing no grief for the dead?” I found 
thatthe women do not come forth on 
such occasions, but that does not ac- 
count for the absence of all signs of 
grief. There is another reason more 
potent. Men do not see the faces of 
their wives until after marriage, They 
take them on recommendation. Mar- 
riages thus formed, of course, have not 
much affection in them. Women are 
married at seven and ten years of age 
and are grandmothers at thirty. Such 
unwisely-formed family associations do 
not imply much ardor of love. The 
family so poorly put together—who 
wonders that it is easily taken apart? 
Ani so I account for the absence of all 
signs of grief at the cremation of the 
Hindoos. 

Benares is the capital of Hindooism 
and Buddhism, but Hindooism has 
trampled out Buddhism, the hoof of the 
one monster on the grizzly neck of the 
other monster. It is also the capital of 
filth, of malodors, and the capital of in- 
decency. The Hindaos Say they have 
300,000,000 gods. Benares being tho 
headquarters of these deities you will 
not be surprised to find that the making 
of gods is a profitable business, Here 
there aro carpenters making wooden 
gods, and brass workers making brass 
gods, and sculptors making stone gods 
and posters making clay: gods, 1 can- 
not think of the abominations practiced 
here without a recoil of stomach and a 
need of cologne. Although much is 
said about the carving on the temples 
of this city, everything is so vile that 
there is not much room left for the 
esthetic. The devotees enter the 
temples nineteen-twenticths unclothed 
and depart begging. All that Hin 
dooism can do for aman or woman it 
does here, Notwithstanding all that 
may have been said inits tavor at the 
Parliament of Religions in Chicago, it 
makes man a brute, and woman the 
lowest type of slave. 1 would rather 
be a horse oracow ora dogin India 
than bea woman, The greatest dis- 
aster that can happen toa Hindoo is 
that he was born at all. 

Benares is imposing in the distance as 
you look at it from the other side of the 
Ganges. The forty-seven phats of 
flights of stone steps, reacking from the 
water's edge tothe buildings hich up 
on the banks, mark a place for the as- 
cent and descent of the sublimities 
The eye is lostin the bewilderment of 
tombs, shrines, minarets, palaces and 
temples. It is the glorification of steps 
the triumph of stairways But 
at close by, the temples, thou 
and expensive, are anything but attra 
tive, The seeming gold in wa 
turns out to bo brass. The 
stones in the wall turn 

ppery ind disgusting 
steps lead you to images of horrible 
visage, and the flowers put upon the

as sacred. All evolutionists should visit 
this temple devoted to tho family from 
which their ancestors came, [hose 
monkeys chatter, and wink, and climb, 
and look wise, and look silly, and have 
full possession of the place. We were 
asked at the ontrance of the Monkey 
| Tomple to take off our shoos because of 
the sacredness of the place, but a small

has been worshipped. She is 
the goddess of scold, and slap, and ter- 
magancy. Sho is supposed to bo a 
supernatural Xantippe; hence to her 
are brought flowers and rice, and here 
and there the flowers are spattered with 
the blood of goats slain in sacrifice, 

As we walk to-day through this 
Monkoy Temple we must not hit, or 
tease, or hurt one of them. Two Eng 
lishmen years ago lost their lives by the 
maltreatment of a monkey. Passing 
along one of these Indian streets, a 
monkey did not soon enough get out of 
the way, and one of these Englishmen 
struck it with his cane, Immediately 
tho people and the priests gathered 
around these strangers, and the public 
wrath increased until the two English- 
men were pounded to death for having 
struck a monkey. No land in all the 
world s0 revers the monkey as India, 
as no other land has a temple called 
after it. One of the Rajahs of India 
spent 100,000 rupees in the marriage of 
two monkeys. A _ nuptial Parcoenicn 
was formed in which moved camels, 
elephants, tigers, and palanquins of 
richly dressed people. Bands sounded 
the wedding march. Dancing parties 
kept the night sleepless. It was tweive 
days before the monkey and monkeyess 
were free from their round of gay at- 
tentions. Inno place but India could 
such a carnival have occurred. But, 
after all, while we cannot approve of 
the Monkey Temple, the monkey is 
sacred to hilarity. I defy anyone to 
watch a monkey one minute without 
laughter. Why was this creature 
made? For the world’s amusement. 
The mission of some animals is left 
doubtful and we cannot see the use of 
this or that quadruped, or this or that 
insect, but the mission of the ape is cer- 
tain ; all around the world it entertains. 
Whether seated at the top of this tem- 
ple in India, or cutting up its antics on 
the top of a hand-organ, it stirs ths 
sense of the ludicrous; tickles the 
diaphragm into cachinnation; topples 
gravity into play, and accomplishes 
that for which it was created. The 
eagle, and the lion, and the gazelle, and 
the robin no more certainly have their 
mission than has the monkey. But it 
implies a low form of Hindooism when

India for God, Let the good people of 
America, and England, and Scotland, 
and of all Christendom add ninety-nine 
and three-quarters por cent, to their 
appreciation of the fidelity and consecra- 
tion of foreign missionaries. Par away 
from home, in an exhausting climate, 
and compelled to send their children to 
England, Scotland or America so as to 
escape the corrupt conversation and 
behavior of the natives, these men and 
women of God toilon until they drop 
into their graves. But they will get 
their chief appreciation when their work 
is over and the day is won, as it will be, 
won. No placein heaven will be too 
good for them. Some of the ministers 
at home, who live on salaries of $4,000 
or $5,000 a year, preaching the Gospel 
of Him who had not where to Jay his 
head, will enter heaven and be wel- 
comed, and while looking for a place to 
sit down, they will be told: ‘*Yonder in 
that lower line of thrones you will take 
your places. Noton the thrones near- 
est the King; they are reserved for the 
missionaries !” 

Meanwhile let all Christendom be 
thrilled with gladness. About twenty- 
five thousand converts in India every 
year under the Methodest Missions, aud 
about twenty-five thousand converts 
under the Baptist Missions, and about 
seventy-five thousa nd converts under all 
missions every year.

DAIRY NOTES, 


Ice cold water is a very poor drink for 
cows in winter. 

Don't wait until you build the big 
barn before sheltering the cows. Buil 


you build the barn. 

We used to hear of calves being 
knocked in the head with the churn 
dasher, and we fear the practice has not 
gone out of tashion altogether. 


Cows will live and do well on feed that 
is not of the best, but clean, sweet, well- 
cured hay and wholesome and perfect 
grain, is much better, and produces bet- 
ter milk and butter, 

We sometimes think that the agricul- 
tural writer works to small purpose, but 
when we contrast the care given cows 
now and that which they received 
twenty years ago we see that the im- 
provement is very marked. 

No matter how well cows are cared 
for nor how much attention is given 
them, some of the herd will excel all 
others. The dairyman should endeavor 
to have this difference as small as pos- 
sible. It is no small matter to get 
together a herd of first-class cows every

Keep the cows well groomed, not 
only as a matter of cleanliness, but be- 
cause they will do better and yield more 
milk. It is just as necessary to curry a 
cow as it is a horse, and there are more 
reasons for doing so. 

To make a good dairy cow she must 
not only be good to begin with, but she 
must be properly trained and man- 
aged, or she will do her best as a butter 
maker, The dairyman should be inti- 
mately acquainted with the peculiarities 
of every cow he owns. 4 

Every time a cow shivers she takes 
an extra mouthful of food to produce 
more heat. They get in the way of cat: 
ing more than they ought to and more 
than they can properly digust. It does 
not take long for a tew cows to eat 
enough extra feed to pay for a good 
shelter. 

“T can’t half supply the demand for 
my butter,” said a iarmer's wife who 
has built up a trade among private cus- 
tomers. Bie began in a small way by 
supplying friends in a near-by city. 
These friends were so well pleased that 
they told their friends anda regular 
demand that lasts through the year, at 
a uniform price, Ars up, and now 
the demand exceods the supply.

Their prin- 
cipal industries are poaching and smug 
Sling, and inthe long winter nights 
they hunt the wild boar in the German 
forests. They pass the Holland frontier 
with whole wagon loads of tobacco, and 
do not hesitate to kill any customs offi- 
cer who attempts to bar their progress. 

They are a handsome race—tall, well 
built, with large, open countenances, 
but hard, sharp features. Their blue 
eyes and low foreheads, covered with 
masses of yellow hair, remind one of 
the riraHicall Norsemen, some of whom 
may have been among their ancestors. 
They are hard drinkers, and very quar- 
relsome in theircups.

Young Trees, 


Young trees of all kinds are fre- 
quently injured or entirely ruined by 
mico and rabbits gnawing the bark 
pear the ground. Various methods 
have been tried and recommended to 
prevent these depredations, but there 
are two plans which we have found to 
be entirely effective. Ono of these is 
to surround cach tree with a shield of 
wire cloth, such as is used to cover 
screen doors and windows, and the 
other is to tie tarred building paper 
loosely around cach tree. Tho fast 
is the cheapest plan we know of. Mice 
will not trouble the trees usually if 
there isno grass or other litter about 
them in which the little pests can hide. 
Rabbits may be kept away by smearing 
the trees with any kind of grease, or 
with apiece of bloody meat, but this 
must be repeated two or three times 
during the winter.

Then, when you have felt your way a 
little and can do so with prudence, buy 
a registered female, even if it be only a 
little calf, but be sure itis good. The 


worst thing one can own is a poor cow, 
You can’t afford to keep her, and you 
can’t honestly sell her. She can only be 
made into beef. Better pay a reKable 
dealer $100 for a fine butter-bred heifer 
than take a poor one at $5. Now you 
have a pair of registered cattle, and go 
on increasing the number, both by 
breeding and purchase, as vou are able, 
till at last the grades are soldand all the 
herd registered. 

The advantages of registered stock 
are: 1st. Asa rule (though not always 
they will produce more in the dairy,and 
of a far finer quality, than grades. 2d. 
Their calves will sell for six times the 

rice of grades. 3d. Good thorough- 
reds will seldom failto give calves as 
‘ood and better than themselves, while 
ar less dependence can be placed on 
grades inthis matter, 4th. There is a 
satisfaction in a fine herd of thorough- 
bred cattle that can only be appreciated 
by those who have feltit. 

The only drawback to them is that in 
case of accident or death the loss is 
greater than with common cows, but by 
not going ahead too fast, and by taking 
eyery care and precaution, this risk 
becomes almost nominal. This is my 
honest advice. This is the conclusion, 
after a whole life spent in dairying, and 
after attaining a reputation and success 
that are the pride and glory of my life. 

But itis quite another thing to say; 
don't keep finroughbreds because they 
are too delicaie. : 

1 do not think any statement was ever 
made thatis so erroneous, and so dam- 
aging to the best interest of this groat 
agriculturalcountry, If a pure-bred 
animal is more delicate than a scrub, 
then a half bred one is also more delicate, 
~ though in a less degree. So why use 
good blood at all? What is the object ? 
Fortunately for us, the reverse is true. 
A thoronghbred will not stand abuse 
and yield profit under it, but (and on 
this the whole thing turns) neither will 
the scrub, Why is it thatsome farmers 
so often mourn because they have to 
keep cows and call them a ‘necessary 
evil?” Simply because thev starve and 
abuse them, and get in return a little 
poor milk and butter for their table, 
anda little poorer manure for their 
land. Believe me the scrub is not one 
bit hardier than a good, healthy, pure 
blood and she can run you into debt 
and eat up the profit of other things just 
twice as fast, if you only knew it. One 
reason why I have been enabled to be 
of some use and help in dairying is this: 
That my methods are literally those of 
the farmer. My cows are§not petted or 
pampered, but they are humanely carod 
for and fed, and they pay me well, I 
have had farmers and their wives come 
to see my cattle with hesitation, and 
Say: “Of course we can't keep them 
iike you do, but we thought we would 
come and see.” Then, when I take 
them to the barn, they are simply amaz 
ed! No biankets on the cows: no 
in the barn; no costly fixtures. 
everything of the very plainest. Every 
thing to pay. Gradually my visitors ex- 
pand into delight, aud say: “Well 
now, this is something like {t, and Wo 
could do this ourselves,* and they 
feel perfectly at home and happy, and 
are “so glad they came.” This it 
is that has made my place an 
object lesson.

Plymouth Rock and the Bufl Cochin 
probably have been crossed; and in 
these ways. as well as by selecting frem 
the Rhode Island Red without further 
crossing, the Buff Plymouth Rock has 
arisen. At first there was a great di- 
versity of types among the Buff 
Plymouth Bocks, very few having the 
true Plymouth Rock type, but breeders, 
wise in their day and generation, have 
through selection secured a greater uni- 
formity in shape, so that to-day typical 
Plymouth Rocks can be secured of the 
popular buff color. Doubtless much 
yet remains to be done before the 
variety is perfected. There is a 
strong tendency in. it, as well 
as in some of the other new buff 
varieties, to produce more or less black 
in the plumage, especially in the wings 
and tails of both sexes and the tips of 
the hackles of the hens. Butso much 
has already been accomplished that it is 
reasonable to expect that in a few years 
tue plumage of this variety will 
equal that of any other buff fowl, Even 
in the Buff Cochin this tendeucy to black 
in the plumage exists, though years of 
selection have reduced its effects toa 
minimum, 

In the Buff Plymouth Rock, when 
fully perfected, we have a medium-sized 
fowl of great practical value and of. re- 
markable beauty. The color isa soft, 
rich, even buff, a color that cannot be 
Eos passcd among solid colors for beauty, 
and acolor that is as usvful ns it is 
beautiful, for it harmonizes with the de- 
sired rich yellow of the skin and legs, 
produces pinfeathers that are incon- 
spicuous on the dressed pouitry, and 
does not readily show stains and marks 
of soiling. Itis a color, therefore, that 
adapts the fowlto all sections of the 
country, and makes it of value to the 
practical poultry raiser. — American 
Agriculturist. 


Tho Boast Kroed of Fowl« 


The question of which is the best 
Breed of fowls narrows down to this: 
What §fowl do you like best? Which 
style and color takes your eye? Can 
you give the proper housing and care 
that the tenderer breeds require? Will 
you have to subject your fowls to just 
ordinary houses and care? The breed 
one fancies most willin the majority of 
cases receive the best care, which natur- 
ally results in the most profit. If one 
prefers fine feathers and a_ beautiful 
form and carriage rather than a strictly 
cconomic fowl, there are many breeds 
from which to make a selection. If a 
ivneral purpose fowl is wanted, the list 
to s-lect from was never so large as it is 
tuday. If beauty and utility combined 
ive wanted there are several breeds to 
select from, either one of which should 
sitisfy any veasonable person. There 
is much truthin the saying, ‘feed makes 
the breed. ‘The best breed in the world, 
whichever one may be considered 
by the owner, will be a failure and dis 
appointment if kept under unfavorable 
conditions and injudiciously fed, There- 
fore we would add to the above, “feed 
and care inake the breed.’ We do not 
know of any breed which with proper 
care and feed will not prove reasonably 
protien both in pleasure and money. 

n making selection one’s circumstances 
and surroundings should be taken into 
account ; where one breed would be per- 
fectly hardy and thrive well. another 
breed would not do at all well. ‘There- 
fore it behooves one to guard against 
letting a sudden faney run away with 
good judgement, J 

Those who are just considering the 

subject, I would carnortly advise taking 
plenty of time to look the field 
thoroughly before making up their 
minds. Oneis apt to be favorably im

to take the necessary steps months in 
advance, 

lor winter eggs there is nothing like 
commenciige to hateh abeut Pebruary 
and having a succession of chickens un- 
til April. By so doing, at any rate with 
more rapid rowing varieties of poultry 
thocarliest should commence laying in 
August, just when the older hens are 
joing into the moltand egys are falling 
off, while the succeeding pullets will 
take up the tale in proper order, and 
many of them will continue to lay 
throughout the greater portion of tho 
winter. Butin the case of table chick- 
ens an earlier start is desirable, and 
for those who desire to send a regular 
supply to market hatching operations 
should run through from October to 
March. In this way birds should be 
ready to kill from February to July, 
writes an nuthority on such matters to 
Country Gentleman. He also says : 

Much, however, perbaps more than 
we think, depends upon the way in 
which the young birds are fed during 
their period of growth. It would be 
possible to. hatch birds of the same breed 
together, and yet by different treatment 
in feeding one lot would commence to 
lay weeks before the other. A supply 
of good nitrogenous food, plenty of grit 
to digest it and regularity in feeding, 
with space to develop frame and stami- 
na are all important in this connection, 
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A STONE DAIRY HOUSE. 


It is important that the location for 
milk-setting, creaming and churning be 
apart from other buildings from which 
odors of various kinds are likely to 
emanate, Where rough, or rounded 
field stone are to be found in abundance 
a very serviceable dairy house may bo 
built, as suggested in the accompany- 
ing illustration. The building is nearly 
square, and is divided into two rooms, 
one for the setting of milk and cream- 
ing, with the other for churning, pack- 
ing the butter and getting ready 
for market. A rough stone wall 
makes a very cool and picturesque 
building, and can be laid up 
very easliy and cheaply—its cost being 
probably less than wood where the 
stones are at hand, uniess lumber be 
very cheap in the locality. If possible, 
such a house should be built so as to se- 
cure as much shade as possible, as this

will greatly help out in the heat of sum- 
mer. A stone chimney gives oppor tun- 
ity for a fire in cold weather. If a well 
or spring is near at hand the water may 
be brought into the dairy house, as an 
abundance of cold water, without labor 
of carrying it in pails, is greatly to be 
desiredin dairying. ‘The ice house 
should be located conveniently near, or 
even connected with the dairy house if 
desired. Where a large dairying busi- 
ness is done such a house is almost a 
necessitp, if the finest butter is to be 
economically made. Making butter on 
the porch, andin the house orin the 
cellar, has altogether too many disad- 
vantages. 


THE MANAGEMENT OF HEIFERS: 


Probably one of the most common and 
expensive blunders made on the farm 
isin the management of the heifer. 
Many well bred cows turn out to bo 
veritble scrubs simply because they 
were not properly develo ved into cow- 
hood, It is common to give little atten- 
tion to cows, young or old, about to 
calye. A heifer should be well fed be- 
fore calving. First, because there is a 
greater demand made on the system ; 
second, the heavy feeding of a ration 
rich in protein will cause a much gres 
er wrowth of the udder. Here is 
fatal point, There is no danger trom 
fever when fed up to calving time if 
such foods as bran, clover, bay, silage 
and the like are used, It is corn that 
does most of the mischict. Tho cases 
are very rare where any attempt at 
milkir hould be done up to time of 
calving. The udder should be made to 
grow as large as possible. The blood 
being filled with milk-producing cle- 
ments seems to cause a greater growth 
of the glands of the udder, 

After calving, put the calf in a stall 
Milk avhalf gal- 
lon and give to the mother. John 
Gould first gave me this hint and I find 
it works admirably. Cows that will not 
drink mill or slop will drink this, seem- 
ingly as nature’s remedy. Never allow 
the calf to follow the cow, as it keeps 
the udder milked out, and distention 18 
prevented.

Vhotogruphing by Electricity 

The importance of artificial light in 
photography has kept pace with the 
inprovemont of tho scaudard demanded 
in the work of the best photographers. 
In the early days of the use electric 
light in photographic studios, the dark- 
yess of the shadows was a source of dis- 
may to the operator. Van der Wyde 
devised a refractor of alabaster, on 
which the light was thrown, The re- 
fractory rays were collected in a re- 
flector and by it thrown onto the sitter. 
The shadows were thus softened and a 
brilliant and artistic picture was so- 
cured. 

Since then many features have been 
introduced for augmenting the flexi- 
bility and effectiveness of electric light 
in photography. Of these the latest is 


an incandescent system, consisting 
of a round hoop, four feet in 
diameter, on the inside of which 
are ranged forty twenty-five candle 


power lamps, backed up by a dome of 
white silk, This is fixed to a beam sus- 
pended from the ceiling, so that it can 
»» removed to any part of tho studio at 
will. A regulator is so connected as to 
be under the control of the operator, 
who can instantly turn on two, four, six 
or avy number oflamps while focusing. 
Aftorwe.d mo remainder of tho lamps 
are monly turned on, until the whole 
forty are burning at full candle power. 
It is claimed that by this gradual in- 
crease in the lighting power the sitter is 
neither startled nor inconvenienced by

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CONTRIVANCH FOR PREVENTING CRIBBING 


ject considerable study

Many suggestions asto food, time of 
feeding, watering, ventilation, wearing 
certain kinds of bits and other appli 
ances aro offered, but they usually prove 
of but little value. 

When cribbing the animal grasps the 
top of post, rail, fence, manger or any

are more ezpensive than any other of 
the more concentrated meals. The 
amounts of grain which may be fed with 
greatest protit toa cow cannot be stated 
offhand. It depends on the individuality 
of the cow.” 


Green Cut Bone fur Eggs. 


One of the most attractive fowls in 
creation is\the hen, If she is not as 
beautiful as a bird of paradise, she is 
twice as interesting, and like a neat 
looking housewife with bib apron, she 
is suggestive of good things in the pan- 
try, especially eggs. 

What is a hen without eggs, a pump- 
kin without a pie, a mother, without a 
baby? A hen above all things is an 
egg producer, and no invention of man 
will ever improve on her patent. She 
has, however, in the past been sadly 
neglected and, although she seldom is, 
she can be made the most profitable 
creature on the farm, Left to herself, 
sho will lay a certain number of eggs 
during the year, but not one-fourth as 
many a8 When properly fed and taken 
care of, It is from her eggs and chick- 
ens we must look for profit. She will 
lay well if provided with suitable food, 
but this is not found in sufliclent quan- 
tity in the different grains and ordinary 
foods that she gets. 

There is, however, a substance found 
in every household that contains a com- 
plete hen food, and that is fresh, groen, 
raw bone, as it comes from the market. 
To be sure this bone must be reduced 
toa proper size and this, some would 
say, takes too much time and labor; 
perhaps so, but this valuable food is all 
there, when you have gotit, You have 
init all the cloments of the ogg and 
chicken in just the right proportion, 
which is not found in any other prepara- 
tions of food

A Preity Old Lawesute 


The old lawsuit in the 
county courts has at last been 
and stricken frem the docket. It was 
the case of Wright Bros. against the 
Chicago & Northwestern Railroad Co,, 
in which the plaintiffs sued for damages 
amonnting to $160,000 for injuries to 
their property occasioned by the groat 
fire of L871.

Every- 
body takes partin the games, and all 
are very jolly. But, oh! the sorrow of 
the unemployed. Christmas finds them 
without a penny in the house to buy a 
loaf of bread.

‘The unemployed are invited 
to dinner. I remember one Christmas 
when a whole street went hungry—not 
a bite in the houses. How can you talk 
of being merry under such conditions?

They 
cook glorious dinners. An English work- 
ingman’s wife always knows how to 
cook, Sad exporience has taught hor 
how to make alittle food go a great 
way. And she usually manages to have 
a present for every body. She is the life 
of Christmas. The wives form little fel- 
lowships of their own and make it their 
oftice to visit all the unemployed and ask 
them to dinner. They do not take them 
charity, mind you. Thus it is that 
British wage earners bear each other's 
burdens. : 
“Sometimes, too, the aristocracy go 
slumming on Christmas. I hope it does 
them good to see the suffering of thos 
who must work so hard for tho little 
they get. Personally I am not in favor 
of this indiscriminate Christmas Charity. 
A workingman resents the necessity of 
having toaccept it. I doubt if the poor 
feel much gratitude for the Christmas 
dinners given them out of charity. Not 
that those who give the dinners aro 
not worthy ofall praise, but, as I said, 
the poor man must wonder why it is 
that with his willingness to earn his liv- 
ing he finds no chance to do so, but must 
eat his Christmas dinner at charity's ex- 
pense. It is all wrong.” 


John Burns has no Christmas mem- 
ories of his boyhood that are pleasant to 
look back upon.” 

“Ah! said he, “what a contrast 
there is between the Christmas of the 
wage-earner’s child and that of other 
children. For myself I was from my 
earliest boyhood brought in contact 
with poverty of the direst description, 
The little boys and girls hardly knew 
what Christmas meant, No _ presents 
from uncles and aunts. No great, 
hearty turkey dinners, No romping 
and nogames. Many a little creature 
had not the remotest idea of what the 
day was observed for. Some even did 
not know that it was Christmas

mass, poor things. The ragged and 
hungry boys and girls whose fathers 
work hard for a few paltry shillings are 
like little savages in comparison with 
the children of the well-to-do.

Yet to 
show you what trades unionism has 
done, you can visit homes of English 
workingmen to-day whom the move- 
ment has lifted up and find rosy, laugh- 
ing youngsters who have never owned 
a shilling in their lives, God bless them, 
yet who are merry and healthy in their 
poverty. They are the ones who goin 
for Christland. But in spite of the better 
conditions resulting from trades union- 
ism and the growth of the working class 
movement there will be many a sad boy 
and girl in England this Christmas com- 
ing. Many of them will have no food 
to eat and not even a shoe to wear. It 
is upon the children of the poor that 
social injustice is hardest.” 


Mr. Burns thinks that Christmas, in 
spite of all these things is more enjoyed 
by Brilish workingmen than by the wage 
carners of this country. We do not get 
holidays enough in this free land, nor do 
wo feel so much at home. The English 
wage carner takes more interest in his 
home and spends a good deal of his leis- 
ure timo there. ‘Then he is more clan- 
nish and knows how to get a good deal 
of enjoyment out of life that our people 
miss entirely. 

“Altogether,” he said, “I think Christ- 
mas is merrier at home than it is here. 
But, perhaps J am prejudiced. It is so 
easy to criticise. We blasted Britishers 
ought to be careful about coming over 
here to America and making criticism. 
We think we know aa lot, but some day 
you may turn the table onus. I wish 
the workingmen of England and Amer- 
ica knew each other better. I think they 
could teach each other a good deal,

onterpriso. Every 60 days they order 
their regular supply of goods in origi- 
nal packages from their wholesale 
houses in the city, and _ reports 
savings ranging from 20 to 35 per 
cent. 

Now, the grange is establishing a co- 
operative plant for handling butter and 
eggs. They will put in moiern cream- 
ery fixtures with store room for the egg 
business. Within threo miles of the 
point selected they can secure the milk 
of 1000 cows and itis likely that there 
are about 20,000 chiekens in the same 
territory. Every morning when fhe 
milk wagon starts for the creamery it 
will take yesterday’s eggs along. Al! 
the large white eggs willbe put in cases 
by themselves, conspicuously marked 
with the company’s fancy brand, After 
dinner the wagon will take the butter 
and eggs down to Petaluma, to be ship- 
xed on the boat so as to reach San 
Ryancless intime for next morning'’s 
market. As tho dealer can warrant 
that every one of those eggs was laid 
day before yesterday, they will com- 
mand an extra fancy price. When the 
wagon returns it will bring mail for all 
patrons, fresh meat from the butcher, 
small orders from town and bones ana 
scraps from the slaughter house. 

Next morning when the churn starts, 
these scraps and bones will be run 
through the bone mill and a vat of tho 
first skimmed milk that comes from the 
separator will be run into curds, s0 that 
the milk wagons can take home feed 
for the little chicks as well as the older 
birds, Instead of carrying home milk 
for pigs and calves they will wash and 
scald the cans at the creamery and 
bring the pigs and calves there to be 
raised The skim-milk calf of the olden 
time used to got a late breakfast of 
sweet milk, and an early supper of 
Mmorning’s milk that had now turned 
sour. He grew u slab-sided and 
spindle-shanked, looking like a pumpkin 
seed on four pins. Here they will have 
a specialist to raise the young stock, 
who will give the little ones at least 
three feeds a day of warm sweet milk 
andthe larger ones a little grain to 
brace them up.—American Agricul- 
turist. 


A Self-Dumping Sled. 


A sled or boat that will quickly unload 
itself, and always be right side up, is 
something that should be in use on 
every farm. To pick up stones and 
other coarse material and place them on 
the boat is laborious enough without 
having to handle them the second time 
when unloading. This labor and time 
may be saved by building the boat 
broader and shorter than is usually seen 
and mounting it upon runners as shown 


A DOUBLE RUNNER SLED, 
by the cut. These should be rounded 
at each end and a ring placed in either 
end of the boat so it may be drawn in 
both directions. It one desires to have 
the sled always right side up, double 
runners should be used, thus those that

and importers from its present dosition 
of & mere quarre) as to tra le customs 
into a vast American couvpiracy .o Ket 
the control of the cutire meat Dusisess 
of thie city, with the ultimate fosigzud of 
enormously incroaging the cost of food 
to the poor consumers. 

* Let us oppose this iniquitous Yaukee 
plot, saysa benevolent Canadinn cattle 
agent, “by affording our colonial breth- 
ren facilities for sending their pice oxen 
inte ow markets, and selling them op 
reasonable terims. By doing that you 
get cheap meat and defeat foreign wiles 
at the same time.” 

This view is actually being forced upon 
the attention of the Board of Agricul- 
ture, and American shippers had hetter 
understand that the pressure ia really 
infinential. Of course, the dogy of 
pleure-pnaumonia has been raised, but 
this is to be laid in an artfol mauner. 
The Board of Agriculture objects to re- 
move the existing prohibition of the 
importation of live Canadian cattle, be- 
cause the disqase exists in Canada, and 
they decline to run the risk of brinzing 
it into this conntry, and then oaving 
to stamp it out at vast expense. 

“ But,’ say the Canadians, * We 
deny the existence of the disease, But 
ddmitting that thora is simod—riek, wo 
aro prepared to tako all of it# Admit 
our cattle, and if you should be ablo 
to trace a single case of the outbreak 
of the disepse to one of our beasts, we 
will guarantee to defray the entire cost 
of stamping it ont.” That is the scheme 
now under consideration. It remains to 
be seen whether it will tempt the Joard 
of Agriculture. The probabilities are 
that its very novelty will induce the 
Isoard to have nothing to da with it, 
because, as a rule, newness is, on the 
face of it, a distinct disqualification to 
anything submitted to any British Gov- 
ernment department.

POISONED FOR INSURANCES

Brother, Sisterand Uncle Died 
Suddenly and Suspiciously. 
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Uccupying o high 
the first. families of 
Joniaux is accused of killing by poison 
ber uncle and brother, in order 
to profit by the insurance on their lives. 
The evidence of her guilt which had come 
to lightwae so strong that the public 
was convinced in advance of trial, aud 
the detestatiow of the crime was 60 
Great that it is not too much to say 
that there was a general popular clamor 
for the woman's head. There no 
attempt to conceal the universal loath- 
ing when the woman was placed in the 
dock on Monday. 

it is perhaps the best tribute to her 
wondertul qualities to say that when her 
four days’ duel for life thi 
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presiding magistrate was finished on 
Saturday there Was a strong 
reaction of public sentiment in her favor 
The trial will continue probably another 
10 days, but it is hardly possible to ex- 
ceed the dramatic interest of the long 
inquisition of the prisoner at the hauds 
of the magistrate, 

fhe president of the court is one of 
the keenest judges in Belgium, and he 
is merciless in the piuwuit of most dam- 
aging and significant details. 

Mme. Joniaux, who is a woman of BL 
yeurs, self - possessed, cool and undaunt- 
ed, faced him throughout with the air 
of an accused qucen who scorned her 
accusers, Evidence and insinuation, often 
presented with crafty and crushing force 
that would have overwhclined a master 
of statccraft, she parriecd or even turned 
to advantage. She made the most as- 
tounding admissions in a most matter; 
ol-fact manner, 

It was truc, she said, that she had 
destroyed many papers, which might 
have been damaging to her case, but it 
was not done deliberately, but in a mo- 
ment of cpritement, which sho now re- 
gretted. It was truc that she had 
pawned her own jewelry and that ol 
other people. It was true that she had 
Vorrowed moucy whenever she could in- 
duce people to lend it. She did not deny 
that she was @ gambler, that she had 
been accused ol cheating at 
cards in the house of her 
friends, and had lost and won money 
at Monte Carlo, All these stratagems 
for obtaining money were due jot eo 
mucl to her own pecuniary eubarrase 
ment as to her anxicty to help poorer 
ly in debt. The insurances upon the 
livee of her relatives, which she madq 
no attempt to deny, were also for the 
benelit of others, and vot for her own 
advantage, Two days were spent in 
intricate inquiries as to her great finan- 
cial difficulties, which showed aer des- 
perate condition at the time gach sus- 
picious death occurred, 

very question implying guilt, how- 
ever indirectly, she mot Wildl a ; rotest 
Of innocence, sometimes  yellemently, 
sometimes calmly, almost indiffereut- 
ly, sometimes with teurs or with a dra- 
matic intensity that loft the Gourt in 
breathless silence. She was as streunous 
i little points as in great oues. For 
instance: 

The Presidont: In December you weat 
to Paris, and alterwards to Monte Carlo, 
Dit you make the journey with your 
husband's cousent, or were you ill? 

Mme, Jouiaux: It is not necessary to 
be ili to travel.

Joniaux 
suddenly electrified the court by ex- 
claiming in an intense voice: “I have 
prayed, I have implored God to throw 
light upon this dark mystery, and He 
has answered me, A witness will come 
forth who will prove my innocence.’" 

“But,” ygetorted the President cyni- 
cally, “‘ Providence is hot in possession 
of the papers and evidence in this case, 
Who is thie witness?" 

* Find out,”’ wae the tortured woman's 
first spiteful and genuinely feminine re- 
ply.

It is no wonder that Europe is marvel- 
ing at the fortitude, endurance and cle- 
verness of this woman, whose qualities 
I have very jmperfectly indicated in & 
few points from the remarkable trial.

our Canadian markets open the meat 
producers of other countelies.

As a matter of fact our Canadian farmer 
have, for years, been laraely driven ont o 
their own markets by Western pork and 
beef, and that too in the face of a consi ler 
able import duty, Take the year IS77_ for 
an example. At that time the Liberal party 
were In power and their tari had been in 
foree for some years. How did our farmers 
fare in our own markets wader Chat tari? 
Turn to the Dominion Trade and Naviga 
tion returns and see. Here are the figures 
rewarding the sales of American meats- in 
Canada for home consumption in this coun 
try. Itis simply useless to add that every 
pound thus imported and consumed depriy 
ed our farmers of just that much of their 
own home markets. 

During that year the quantity of meats 
fresh, salted or smoked thus imported 
from the States was 12,014,213 pounds, or 
six thousand four hundred and fifty-seven 
tons. The Import invoice viele on this. was 
$1,000,599, which, of course, was consider 
abld less than it retailed for in our markets, 
No doubt the consumers paid nearer two 
million dollars for these supplies,  Distri 
bute any such sum as that among the 
farmers of Hastings, who are meat grow 
ers, and they would not require to seek out 
some foreign market for their surplus beef 
and pork, Even that was in the face of a 
light protective duty which that year 
amounted to $129,142 of duties collected,

SCHOOL SAVINGS BANKS. with corn, on which these were so cheeply 
fed as to enable the Western farmers to 
under sell our own in our own home mar- 
kets. Just then the N. P, stepped in with 
a considerably increased protective duty in 
the interest of our Canadian farmers, and 
they have had the advantages of their own 
markets to a much greater extent in con- 
sequence, 

It is right in the face of facts like these 
that attempts are being made every day to 
convince our farmers that they, of all 
others, have nothing to gain by the con- 
tinnance of our present N,P. tariff. 

Throw all duties off imported meats, 
cheese and butter and how soon would the 
farmers of these counties find the markets 
at Belleville as reliable and remunerative 
as they now are? 

Onthe other hand, we had freer access 
to the United States markets then than 
now, or than we will have for years to come, 
with a much less surplus of American meat 
to contend against than there now is, but 
the same official returns inform us that the 
total value of all the Canadian pork, mutton 
and beef, exported from this country in the 
same year amounted to $626,070. This 
leaves our Canadian farmers with $334,430 
less for all their export meats to the States, 
than the American farmers received from 
their customersin Canada, Aud yet our 
farmers are being assured that their great 
need is free trade in meats and other things 
with the States ! 

The time has been reached in the States 
when all their own home markets are being 
glutted with their own home supplies, The 
recent elections show that the people will 
not stand any reduction off protective du- 
ties to the American markets. Our own 
farmers may consider that matter settled, 
and govern themselves accordingly. Their 
first duty is now to preserve and cultivate 
their own home markets, and then to ex- 
tend their market facilities with England 
and other consuming countries as largely as 
possible. To “destroy every vestige of pro- 
tection” just now, or even to lower the pre- 
sent N. P. tariffon farm produce bodes no 
good to the farmers of Canada.

Old Probs Promixcs a Couple of Days of 
Wintry Weatt 


Toronto, Jan. 14.—The storm 
of the past faw days intiat 
be placed on the list among the most re-

From its first appearance os o defiv- 
ed storm! centre over the eastern part of 
the Gulf of Mexico, ita movement has 
been abnormal, Storms b¥féd over the 
eastern part of the Gulf of Mexico usual- 
ly move northeast and pass over the 
middle Atlantic canst; this one, on Tues- 
day morning Jast. € mtred just west of 
Florida, moved almost due north, and 
on Thursday caused the snowstorm, fol- 
lowed by heavy rain. On Friday morn- 
ing the storm centre was north of the 
Georgian Bay, by evening the primary 
had pretty (well disappeared, but a 
secondary had formed ver Michigan, 
while to the westward of the lakes the 
weather was intensely cold, with an 
anti-cyclone centred in Manitoba. Dur- 
ing Friday night the secondary moved 
to the eastern part of Ohio, and the cold 
weather crept round, both north ond 
south of Ontario, 12 degrees below rero 
being registered in the Ohio valley on 
Saturday morning. -The weather chart of 
Saturday evening showed a centre of 
low pressure over the Niagara Peninsula 
and another over Chesapeake Bay, with 
decidedly cold weather worth, south ond 
west of the lake region, and mild weather 
to the eastward. By Sunday morning 
the two centres had united over west- 
ern New York State and the delayed cold 
wave predicted for Saturady had spread 
over western Ontario, accompanied by a 
snowstorm, Tha cold has spread very far 
south, a temperature of 22 degrees hay- 
ing been recorded at New Orleans and 
Charleston, §,.C., on Sunday morning. 
While such uncommon movements make 
forecasts very uncertain, it is more than 
probable that there will now be a day 
or so of fairly, cold wintry weather. 

9 Relow in Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati, Jan. 14.—The mercury re- 
gistered Nine degrees below zero here at 
7 o'clock this morning. Reports from 
various parts of the state indicate ex- 
tremely cold weather and heavy snow- 
storms prevailing. : 

Blizgard in Pennsylvania. 

Connellsville, Pa., Jau. 14.—A terrific 
blizeard struck tha north end of Fayette 
County and continues with increasing 
fury.

For years the man- 
agement has been experimenting with 
different kinds of costumes for the 
women, trying to deign one that was 
warm, useful and becoming at the same 
time.

has prevented the accidents common in 
a dairy.

Dr Roux has been the assistant of Pas 
teur for 15 year Pasteur himself, who | 
has pushed so far all researches relating to 
microbes and vaccinating against them, is 
only «a chemist When he study 
human diseases with his peculiar methods 
it was siry that he should have 
trained physician with him. He applied 
to Vulpian, who was thenat the height of 
his fame aud at the head of the faculty of 
medicine in Paris. Ile chose the young 
Dr, Roux, who was but an unknown 
student, 

Fortunately the student was of the stamp 
of Pasteur himself. He is capable of work- 
ing twelve or thirteen hours per day week 
after week, and he is as curious to know 
as he is keen in understanding the results 
of his observations. Tle has had a great 
deal to do with all of Pastetr’s discoveries 
from the vaccine against carbunecles to 
that against hydrophobia. The discovery 
of the special poison of the microbe of 
diphtheris.and croup was made by a Gor- 
man professor of Berliny but he was un- 
able to reduce it toa method of practical 
vaccination, It is this which has occ 
pied Dr. Roux for the last two yenrs.

an Early Settlement Favoring 
Canada Looked For, 


WHERE OPPOSITION COMES FROM, 


Canada the British 
Market For Dairy Produce For Want 
of Cold Storage--French Canadian Treath 


Losing Ground tu 





May Load To tnocreased Business With 
the French Republic, 


London, Jan. 15.—One of the events of 
the yeare from the onial point of 
vieW, promises to be the competition an- 
nounced by ‘Lhe Statist for the best paper 
on & Customs Union between the 
nics Gud Great Britain. It is not surpris- 
ing that it is already attracting con- 
siderable attention, as the enterprising 
joarnal in question has offered the mug- 
olficent prise of 1000 guineas in connec- 
tion with the competition. The pbomina- 
tion of the judges who are to make the 
award was left to the Marquis of Salia- 
bury and to tho Earl of Rosebery, and 
it is now announced that the former has 
Selected tho Marquis of Lorne and the lat- 
ter Lord Playfair, both of whom have ac- 
cepted the position. The conditions of the 
tompotition will be made public in the 
issuc of The Statist of Feb. 2, aud papers, 
it is said, will have to be sent in before 
the close of the year, Few people will 
Cnyy the judges the duties they have un- 
dertaken, and it is very, certain that no 
decision can be published until the year 
1896 is far advanced, The opinion of the 
Marquis of Lorne upon an Imperial Cus- 
toms ‘Union is well known, and, for the 
matter of that, so is that of Lord Play- 
fair, The fact, that the latter is an ex- 
treme free trader may be regarded as 
somewhat of an indication of the views 
of Lord Rosebery upon the subject. It 
is to be hoped that the expert attention 
that will be devoted to the questiou of 
Imperial commercial unity, in which the 
future of the empire is more or [leas 
bound upy will lead to some tangible re- 
sult and bring the question within the 
regiou of practical politics. 

The Franco-Canadian ‘treaty having 
been adopted by the Senate and Cham- 
ber of Deputies hag now, been promulgated 
by the President of dhe Republic and the 
announcement appeared in The Journal 
Official of the 26th ulto. The President 
is authorized by the proclamation to 
ratily, and if there is good cause, to put 
into operation the treaty in question, 
which it would be remembered was sign- 
ed at Paris on Feb. 6, 1893, All that 





remains to be done now is for the ex 
thange of ratifications to take place, 
and a proclamation to be issued by 


Canada and France, fixing the date on 
Which the mutual tariff concessions aro 
to take effect, 

The development of trade, as the con- 
sequence of the treaty, is attracting 
considerable attention in steamship and 
business circles and the possibility, and 
indeed the desirability, of direct«team- 
ship communication between Canadofand 
Prauce is being much discussed, If Cana- 
dian manufacturers, merchants and ship- 


pers take the question up with their 
usual enterprise, there ia lit'tle doubt 


that the trade of the Dominion, with 
the Republic may be largely increased; 
but of course direct impor{mtion into 
France will be uecessary, to avoid the 
Sur taxe D*Entrepot, which is levied on 
importations by way of any European 
country. 

There is already a good deal of irre- 
gular steam communication betiween the 
two countries during the season of navi- 
gation, and no doubt the steamship com- 
panies may be disposed to pay more at- 
tention to the service if they receive any 
encouragement to do so. 

The day before his death the late Sir 
John Thompson had a lo ng intervinw 
with the Marquilf of Ripon at the Colon- 
ial office on the Canwdian copyright 
question; but outeftle the Colonial office 
little is known of what passed on the oc- 
cagion, From what has lenkell out, how- 
ever, indirectly, it would not appear 
that the settlement of the que&tion in 
a way satisfactory to Canada is much 
nearer than it has been at any time dur- 
ing the last few years, There is no dgpbt 
that the sympathies of the Marquis of 
Ripon, personally are to some extent with 
the Canadian contention.;but it ia eyi- 
dent, also that the opposition to tho bill 
of 1889 is making iteelf felt in official 
circles. 

The real difficulty in the way of any- 
thing being done arises from the Berne 
con ention. All the leading countries of 
the world, excepting the United States, 
are partios to it and there is adecided 
didincliuation to do anything that may 
Weaken the understanding arrived at a 
few years ago after much prolonged ne- 
gotiations. 

The letter from Mr. J, D. Edgar, pub- 
lishad in Tho Times of the 26th ult..vas 
most opportune as it shows that there is 
no divergence of opinion on the Aubject 
between the two great partias in tho 
Canadian Parliament. It is evident to 
those who are following the matter, 
from the Oanadian point of view that 
the action already taken will have to be 
followed up promptly and vigorotusly, if 
the absurdities of the existing stato of 
things are to be removed, 

The first number of The Imperial Tnsti- 
tute Journal has just been issued, Its 
o'yect 16 to supply the Fellows of the In- 
etitute with information of the prosapec- 
tive Grrangements in regard to meetings, 
etc., and to enable those unable to attend 
tho institute to peruse reports of tho 
various lectures and addresses that are 
delivered. Another important featuro is 
publish the data obtained by the com- 
morcial intelligence department, which 
wis formed some time ago, with the ob- 
ject of encournging, oa# far possible, 
the development o ftrade between the 
Mothor Country and the colonies. Con

—the company says 2000—applied at the 
City Railway Company's office this morn- 
ing for work, The company applied to 
the police for protection.

The 
companies involved in the strike ure the 
Brooklyn (Heights Traction Company, 
one of tho largest railroad companies in 
the east; the Atluntic-avenue Railrond 
Company, which is now the Long Is- 
land Traction Company, and the Krook- 
lyn and Newton Railroad Company. 
Over 600 miles of trolley lines are tied 
up by the strike, 

President Lewis said the fight would 
cost the Brooklyn Heights Company at 
loast half a million dollars, 

District Assembly No. 75, K. of L., 
has issued a statement, saying: “Tho 
loweat sum now paid a man for running 
a car is $1.50 a day, but if we accept 
the company’s proposition we shall 
not be allawed to make more than from 
40 to 80 cents a day,” 

The indications point to a possibility 
that the trolley strikers will have to 
face the Federal troops before the quar- 
rel with the companies is over.. 

Postmaster Sullivan hos gone to Wash-

The first attempt of the strikers to 
use violence took place in Flatbush at 


10,15 o'clock. At that time the company 
decided to take out a car for the par- 
pose of going to th» postoffice to get 
United States mail.

(Che United States mail flag 
Mlonted from botli ends. Before the car 
tad gone 100 feet 150 strikers, shout- 
ing, jeering and threatening, surrounded 
the car, The car got to Waverley-avenue, 
one block. There the men stopped it, 
Finally the car got started. It got as 
far as Grant-street, when the strikers 
stopped it againg. Finally Sergeant 
Zimmerman sent for the reserves, who 


charged on the strikers, who fled. ‘The 
car then moved slowly down town. Men 
followed it all the way, however, some 


stones being thrown. 

President Slocum of the Coney Island 
ond Brooklyn Trolley Car Co., and the 
Executive Committee which called upon 
him, agreed to a echedule this afiernoon. 
It was agreed that last year’s ayreemeut 
should be in force, ‘except that there 
should be two trippers run daily, ono at

of this schedule precludes any strike on

THREE IMPORTANT REPORTS, 
The Street Surveyor Medical Hoalth 
Officers and Chief of the Fire Brigade 
Inform the Council as to What Their 
Departments Have Done. 


Three important reports wero read at the 
meeting of the City Council last « vening 
and ieferred to their respective commit 
tees. They were those of Street Su 
veyor Hulme, Medical Health Officer Dr. 
Tracy and Chiof Campbell, of the Fire 
Brigade, and were briefly as follows ; 

Tho Street Surveyor's report gave a de- 
tailed account of All the work done under 
his supervision. ‘There were constructed 
during the year 4 miles and 63 rods of new 
sidewalk at a cost of 83,936.20, distributed 
among the wards as follows; Foster 
ward, 190 rods; Samson ward, 120 rods; 
Ketcheson ward, 2454 rods; Baldwin 
ward, 1524 rods; Bleecker ward, 1294 rods; 
Coleman ward, 184 rods; Murney ward, 
321} rods. The average cost per rod was 
8 the previous year, 
the decrease being caused by the use of 
hemlock lumber instead of pie. There 
has also been constructed forty-three new 
plank crossings. He made a refer- 
ence to the concrete walk. The 
largest piece of road construction 
was on Pinnacle Street which was 
paved for a distance of 3,200 fect at a cost 
$1,159.45. He also made reference to 
work done on other streets. There has 
been considerable work done on the drains 
and the old ones have been all cleaned out 
for the spring freshets. He has, during 
the summer, made an experiment of con- 
structing street gullies of concurete instead 
of brick and stone. He has detailed men 
in each ward to shoyel the snow from the 
walks around vacant lots and have the 
same charged against the property bene- 
fitted. The amount of machinery and 
material bought from this year’s apprépria- 
tion, amounts to $1,442. He is now get- 
ting out 50 cords of granite from the 
Prince Edward quarry for paving, and he 
is satisfied it will be very valuable. The 
total expenditure by this department in 
wages and material during the year was 
$9,781.30, 

Dr. Tracy, Medical Health Officer, re- 
ported the mortality for the year very low 
and accounts for it by the extra sanitary 
precautions taken. The city had been 
found in a fair sanitary state during the 
summer by the ial end He recom- 
mended that no one be allowed to keep 
pigs on Front and west side of Pinnacle 
Sts. from the Upper bridge to Dundas St. 
He also recommended the cleaning of the 
streets oftener during the summer. There 
haye been very few cases of contagious 
diseases during the year, Only 13 cases of 
typhoid fever, 37 cases of scarlet fever and 
2 cases of diphtheria have been reported, 
He calls the attention of the medical mon 
to the necessity of reporting all cases of 
contagious diseases promptly. The slaugh- 
ter houses are now all oul of the city. The 
mouth of the Bridze St must be 
continued to deep water, otherwise it will 
create a nuisance. The report recom- 
mends the closing up of public wells. 

W. H. Campbell, Chief of the Fire De 
partment, in his report, states that there 
were during the your $2 calls, and 28 fires, 
with a total loss of $80,088, which includes 
the Ponton fire, a loss of $3,660, making a 
net total of $76,428, whichis more than 
double that of any previous year. He 
thanks the Fire Committe and the chair- 
man for their prompinees in meeting all 
requirements of the brigade and trust that 
the committee for 1895 will be in a posi- 
tion to carry out the demands of the Wire 
Inspector as fully as possible at an early 
date, The report states as the hose reels 
used by No, 2 Company are unfit for use 
he hopes the committee will be able to 
order anew waggon for spring service. 
The Chief also strongly urges the appoint- 
ment of a caretaker for No, 1 station to 
attend the building and apparatus and to 
attend fires, to aid the driver in attaching 
hose to hydrants.

LIVE STOCK. 

There were about 700 head of butchers’ 
cattle, 250 sheep and lambs and a dozen 
calves offered for sale at the east end abat- 
toir to-day. Besides these there were a 
considerable number of cattle held at the 
stock yards, as their owners did not choose 
to offer them on a glutted market. The 
butchers were out in large numbers and 
bought freely, but the prices paid were ex- 
ceedingly low, good beeves ellie at about 
a quarter of a cent per Ib. lower to-day than 
on last Thursday. Prime cattle sold to-day 
at from 34c to 3fc per lb.; pretty good stock 
at about 3c do, and the others down to 
less than 2c per lb. It iS probable that a 
large number will have to be held over for 
a future market. Small calves sold at 
from $3 to $5 each. Mutton critters were 
higher priced all round to-day. Shippers 
are paying 34c per Ib. for large sheep;

The Export Oheese Trade. 

Now that the holidays are over holders of 
cheese in Canada are anxiously looking for 
the commencement of the demand from 
England, which usually sets in about this 
time. Buyers in England are eagerly can- 
vassing the situation as regards stocks held 
in Canada and the United States. And up- 
on the result of this information will de- 
pend the nature of the business in the im- 
mediate future. There is nota very great 
quantity of cheese held in the west here or 
in Cannda. Infact not as much as the 
English buyers estimate. Tho quantity 
held in Montreal, says the Trade Bulletin, 
is placed at 110,000 boxes, according to a 
timate by prominent 
men in the trade, and 70,000 box outside, 
making a total of 180,000 in all 
Canada, ‘This is the conclusion arrived at 
by some of the principal holders, while 
those whose interests lie in the opposite 
direction, hoping to buy as low as possible,

Kassala was occupied by tho Italians last 
July, after a battle in whioh tho Mahdists 
were defeated, with grout slaughter, The 
Italian troops marched from Agordat, in 
consequenoe of the receipt of information 
at that place that the Mahdists had been 
raiding Italian territory, in which thoy had 
killed. o number of natives, and made cap- 
tivos of 4 great many more, with the in- 
tention of seliing them into slavery. Gen, 
Bartori, the Governor of the district, 
got together 2400 troops, most of them 
nativor, and led them in purauit of the 
marauding Mahdists. 

After pursuing the invaders for several 
days the Italian column reached Kassala, 
where they found the enemy entrenched 
and roady for battle. An attack was at 
once ordered, and a fiercely contested bat- 
tle ensued, In the result the Mahdinta 
were driven from their position, and Kas- 
eaia and the surrounding territory were 
ocoupied by Gen. Barteri’a troops. It 
was then decided to hold the place as a 
base of operations from which to repel the 
Dervieh attacks upon tho Italian possos. 
sions in Erythrea, 

Kassala, @hich was formerly the chiocf 
town of the Egyptian province of Taka, 
and the most important centre of trade 
between the Nile and Abyssinia, is situ- 
ated on a tributary of the Atbara, and lies 
near the Abyssinian frontior, woll to tho 
west of tho limits originally assigned to 
the Italian sphere in East Africa, Tho 
likelihood that the Italians might one day 
be obliged to ocoupy Kassala as a necoss 
sary moasure of defence against the Arabs 
was long foreseen, and when the boun- 
discussed b tho English and Italian 
was discussed by the English and Italian 
Governments in 1890, Italy was anxious 
that the place should be included in her 
territory. Eventually it was agreed be- 
tween tho two powers that in case of mill- 
tary necessity Italy might occupy Kaasala 
on the understanding that it should be re- 
stored to Egypt when the Egyptians were 
in a position to hold it. 

The activity of the dervishes did not 
decrease in consequence of the occupation 
of Kassali, and jast November nows came 
that the Khalifa, who evidently was com- 
pelled to assume the offensive in order 
to maintain his prestige, wae collecting at 
Omdurman an ormy catimated to number 
from twelve to fifteen thousand men. It 
became evident that the dervishes wore de- 
termined to give as much trouble as  pos- 
sible, and although Baron Blanc deolarad 
some months ago that Italy bad no in- 
tention of going to Khartoum it becams 
a question whether it would not be neces- 
sary for her to selze that place tn order 
to overthrow tho Khalifa, nnd so crush the 
continual barbarian harassingsa which pre- 
yent the development of her possessions, 

The town has no doubt beon put into o 
thorough condition to withstand attack. A 
decade ago it was a strongly fortified 
place, with 8000 inhabitants and an Egyp- 
tian garrison of 1200 men. In 1884 it was 
attacked by the Mahdi’s forces, but it 
held out bravely until July 30 of the fol- 
lowing year, when ao truce was arranged, 
which waa practioally a surrender, In tho 
following October Osman Digna arrived, 
and caused the brave commander and sev- 
eral of hie officers to be beheaded. From 
that time the town remained in the pos- 
session of the dervistes until they were 
drivon out by the Italians loat July, 


DUKE OF ARGYLL ILL, 
Suddenly Altecked With Syncope While 
Addressing a Mee a 


Glasgow, Jan. 16,—While tho Duke of 
Argyll wae addressing ao political meot- 
ing in this city last evening, he sudden- 
ly became pale, his voice sank into a 
whisper, and he reeled and fell insensible 
into the arma of Lord Kelvin, one of 
the by-standers, The audience became 
greatly excited, some persons shouting, 
“The Duke has fainted,” “‘Feteh him 
water,” “Give him air,”’ “The Duke is 
dead.” 

The Duke shartly re-opened his oyes, 
gared vacantly around and slowly  re- 
covered consciousness, He then asked 
friends to telegraph for his son, the 
Marquis of Lorne, Hie daughter, Lady 
| Frances, waa present. The Duke was 
romoved to Lord Kelvin’s residence on ao 
stretcher, and three physicians were sum- 
moned to attend him, The physicians 
agreed that the Duke’a condition was 
sritical and they decided to temain with 
bim during the night.

One 
sido of the room is occupied with a large 
glass case, which was once used by & 
eologist, but instead of accommodating 
ossils it now contains ammunition for 
aggressive Labor campaigning. Here 
we find clippings, reports, etc., carefully 
tabulated under various heading, such 
as “Sweating,” ‘Direct Labor in tho 
Province,” ‘Bogus Organizations," 
“Profit-sharing Schemes,"’ *‘*Co-opera- 
tion,’ “Strikes and  Lockouts,” 
“Labor Leaders," etc. He has by the 
way, acomplete record of all Trade 
Unionists and Labor Leaders and rather 
dangerous material it proves to those 
against whom it may be diracted, 
Apart from studying the particular 
books which are helpful to him in his 
yublic work, Burns is fond of readin 

historical and philosophical books, an

Alter attending to the patient, Camp/ 
bell asked for ths man’s dinner pail to 
examine tho contents, but was told by 
the wife that she had thrown the food 
out and washed the pail. 

To a reporter who called 
Campbell, the latter said he had no 
doubt the man had received poison in 
some form, The symptoms point to ar- 
Bepic or phosphoric poison, and the max 
had evidently taken oa large doae, Price 
Was in precarious condition on Sun- 
day and Monday, but now slows signs 
of improvement, Price himself thinks he 
was poisoned, tnd told this to his bro- 
ther George and to other workmen, 

Mrs. Price, Who is rather a 
woman with large dark eyes and 
black hair, says she knows 
that will in any way account for the 
affair, She put up her husband's jup- 
per on Satarday night and says she Jrank 
for her lunch tea from the same brew- 
ing that he had, Dr. Campbell advised 
Mrs. Price, in view of the rumors float- 
ing about, not to wait on her husband, 
but, declaring she “ was entirely inno- 
cent, sho declined to leave him. 

Noighbors declare that Price and his 
Wife have always lived happily together, 

George Price is conyinced that hia 
brother was poisoned, and says he will 
have a thorough investigation.

this cable, which the “British Govern- 
inent now seeks to lay [now Vancouver, 
the western terminus of the Canadian 
Pacifie Railway, to the Hawaiian group, 
is designed as another military agency 
of the British Governwent. The object 
o* this cable is not for commercial us- 
age only. If it were a cable designed 
for commercial uses, why should it not 
be landed at Houolulu, where the com- 
merve of the Hawaiian Islands and 
where it could be landed without inuny 
way infringing upon this aneieut treaty 
between the United States und Hawaii, 
in which case the consent of the United 
States Government would not be re- 
quired? 

“If the Britich Government desires 
to lay a strictly commercial cable be- 
‘weeu Vancouver aud Honolulu it would 
have no difficulty in doins that, The 
Hawaiian Republic undoubtedly would 


| Very promptly grant the necessary per- 


mission and no consent would be neces- 
sary from any foreign power. But the 


island, the cession of which is required | 


upon which the British Government 
wishes to have the authority and the 
permission of the United States to land 
this cable, is simply a rock in the ocean 
about o quarter of a mile long, There 
is no harbor to it. It is inaccessible 
even to a small boat, except in a pro- 
found calm, 

“It is a rocky bluff, situated where it 
is absolutely unapproachable to com- 
merce. No ship can even go there. It 
would require yast sums of inoney to 
prepare uw harkor which would make it 
possible for ships even of the lightest 
draught to approach this rock. It is 
absolutely nothing but a rock. If the 
telegraph cable station should be made 
there it would be of no advantage to 
the commerce of Honolulu or the 
Commerce of the world. A special cable 
must necessarily be laid from that point 
to Honolulu afterward in order to make 
the cable of any advantage whatever. 

“But if it is to be a military cable, 
subject to the absolute control of Great 
Britain under all circumstances, it can 
well be understood why the British Gov- 
ernment to have that desolate, 
barren und isolated rock under its con- 
trol.

Two Tons of Giant Powder Explode in a 
Fire 

Butte, Mont., Jun. 17.—By. the explo- 
sl0u of gitnt powder in a bardWare ware- 
house many lives were lost. ‘he grounds 
for a block around the scene of tho ex- 
Plosion was strewno with the quivering 
flesL of dismembered men und horses, 
pinned down by fragmenta of tho fire eu- 
ines an dburniog brands from the demol- 
ished warehouse, The buldiug was liter- 
ally blewa to pieces, and a hole 70 fcot 
deep was excavated in the ground by the 
force of the explosion. 

The mangled remains of 45 human 
bolngs are at tho Morgue, and more are 
missing. Over 100 are iujured, many of 
them fatally. Every hospital in the city 
ik crowded. 

Most o {the dead fre po frightfully 
mangled that identification is impos: 
sible, Head, legs, Orms and other parts 
of bodies were picked up all about the 
scene of the explosion within a radius 
of five blocks; fingers, brains and frag- 
ments of flesh were gathered up with 
shovels and deposited in baskets. 

Tu & spice of about 800 feet the ground 
was literally covered with parts of hu- 
man bodjes and with the dead and in- 
jured, 

Houses in the vicinity 
oughly wrecked as if 
passed through them. 

Many o fthose killed contained no 
marks or bruises, having been killed by 
the concussion. Many wer seriously in

where this isthe case one will hardly 
make a mistake in choosing’ some vari- 
ety of clematis a strong growing plant, 
of good foliage and most beautiful 
flowering. It is particularly effective 
when massed upon the walls of a house 
that is painted a color that well sets off 
the peculiarly rich color of the blossoms 
—a soft gray color affording a beauti- 
ful background for the rich purple of 
the most commonly-seen clematis, other 
tints being no doubt as well suited to 
heighten the effect of the blossoms as 
asisthe gray.

He then 
said he thought it best for him to leave 
fini not appear at the Hartley trial in 
Brantford. Brown had asked him if he 
Was going to Brantford as a witness. He 
told him that this was his intention. 
Brown then said the best thing he could 
do was to say that he had got excited 
and did not know what ho was doing or 
saying and that he had better go and 
state that what he had sworn 
to was false, Ling replied 
that he would not do anything of ‘the 
kind. He told the trutlt and he was go- 
ing to tell it if he died in his tracks. 
Brown then said: “1 think you had bet- 
ter go Henny,and if you will go first to 
my office there will be money in it if 
you icave."’ He replied, “No.” Brown 
then,said if he could not persuade him 
to go he might just as well go himself, 
Brown had told him that his was the 
only evidence that would convict her, 
He said if he were willing for Mra. 
Hartley he would try and make him break 
his oath. He was at that time bound 
over to appear as a witness in the caye 
and afterwards give his evidence.

It was then shown | 
that if these were blocked by 
the outgoing work of the firm's employes, ft 
wis naturally impossible for anyone desir 
ing todo soto get in at the same time, In | 
a way, it was us if, in a large retail store, ut 
the time it was opened for business in the 
morning, an order should be given to the 
hipping department toship the goods out 
of the front doors, filling them with boxes 
trucks and men. This, it is evident, would 
immediately paralyze the retail business, | 
because no one desiring to trade with the 
firm could gain admission through the 
usual entrances. Such a proceeding would 
naturally drive away the custom and very 
much interfere with the business of the 
retail store. This point being illustrated, 
it was arranged with the firm of packers 
that they should not allow their own peo 
ple to use all the telephones simultancous 
ly, but endeavor, in every way, to leave at 
least one line open and available for the en- 
trance of calls to their offices. This simple 
arrangement, which was merely an appre- 
ciation by the subscriber of what the tele 
phones really could do, led to an immediate 
reliefin the traffic. The 800 and more 
calls were handled as before, and the 
number of busy or unavailing calls 
was largely reduced. The record of 
the traffic shown and illustrated in 
this manner, without the addition of other 
telephones, but merely by bringing about a 
co-operation and better use of existing facil- 
ities by the subscriber, resulted not only in 
great benefit to him, but in the convenience 
of his customers. In other cases it was 
found that where a simple telephone was 
used one hundred or more times in_ a day, 
the busy or unavailing calls for the line 
were very largely caused by the habit of the 
subscriber in originating a large number of 
calls consecutively, and in that way block- 
ing ou., during a period often of one hour or 
more, all of the calls which had been made

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GOING WITHOUT BREAKFAST, 


Counecotionut People Who Ent 
Moala a Day. 
The yery latest is the skip-your- 
breakfast-and-be-healthy idea. It has 
been tried by more than 100 persons in 
this vicinity, and as a result of their ex- 
crienca,you could not get them to eat 
reakfast if you were to set before them 
a feast such as Lucullus was wont to 
onjoy or imagined he enjoyed. 
Charles C. Haskell, of Norwich, intro- 
duced this novel idea to the people of

for his line. People who wanted to talk 
with the subscriber were knocking at his 
telephone door, finding it busy again and 
again, and finally, in undoubtedly very 
many instances, gave it up entirely or took 
their business to someone else, The door, 
meanwhile, had been blocked by the volun- 
tary action of the subscriber himself, just as 
much as ifhe had locked the door of en- 
trance into his place of business and refused 
admission to all parties. 
This record of telephone traflic upon the 
+ subscribers’ lines is showing clearly every 
day that the final completion of a telephone 
call depends not wholly upon the telephone 
company or its agents, but very largely, and 
in many cases almost wholly, ppee the 
intelligent use of the telephone by the sub- 
scriber. 

In looking at the telephone as a door or 
entrance for business, which it certainly is, 
the user must understand that if his busi- 
hess is extensive in volume, it can no more 
enter by one door or one telephone, which 
is limited in the extent to which it can be 
used, than it is possible for an extensive 
trade represented by customers to enter by 
one narrow door, There must be doors 
enough, and there must be telephones 
enough and people enough employed to 
handle the telephones to accommodate the 
business and the trade which enter in that 
way. 

Ina number of instances the blocking of 
business by the subseribers was found to 
have been caused by unwarranted and un- 
necessary use of the telephones by employes, 
the “deadly office boy” once again figuring 
as an especial stumbling block. In other 
cases the blocking was found to be occasion- 
ed by the habit, when a call was received, of 
instructing the calling party to “hold the 
line,” whereupon the clerk who had answer- 
ed the telephone would hunt around for the 
individual called for, and peste ee the end 
of five minutes ormore bring him to the 
telephone. During this period of time per 
haps twenty-five other correspondents desir- 
ing to talk cither with the subscriber ori- 
cinating the call or with the office at which 
instructions had been given to “hold the 
wire,” were entirely blocked out. They had 
been knocking at the two telephone doors, 
but found them blocked in this foolish way, 
It is impossible to make a general-rule, or 
to advise in one general way in regard to 
the needs of all telephone subscribers. 
There are a few suggestions, however, 
which will undoubtedly apply to all: 

If the inward business is of any value— 
that is, if it is of any value to you to receive 
calls—do not block them out and make it 
impossible for them to get to you by origin- 
ating a lot of calls consecutively; by ‘“‘hold- 
ing your wire” or allowing anybody else 
to hold it, which merely means to tie it 
upand make it unavailable during long 
periods, 

Answer the telephone just as promptly as 
possible. 

If the party wantedis not near the tele. 
yhone or is not in the office so that he may 
fs called at most within a minute, get the 
number and name of the party calling and 
say that the person who has been called for 
will be informed and will call up as soon as 
possible, 

Watch the use of the telephone so that it 
may be restricted to your business. 
» Your line, during & long business day, 
may be made to satisfactorily handle per- 
haps eighty calls if they are evenly distri 
buted, If, however, your telephone is 
congested into three or four hours, it is not 
possible to handle any such number on one 
tel phone. 

If one telephone is not enough to acem- 
modate your business, use two or more, If 
this arrangement is not profitable, it would 
be well to Instruct correspondents whose 
business is not of importance to avoid cal 
ling you by telephone. 

Such analysis of the traffic will be of bene 
fit to every busy telephone subscriber, and 
his own action relieving the pressure on lis 
line will benefit him more and enbance the 
value of his telephone more than anything 
he can do, 

To-day the telephone exchange is a great 
and important factor in the transaction of 
business in lange cities. Itis no longer a 
matter of one line to an exchange or one 
instrument in an office or warchouse ; itisa 
means of doing business which must be fit 
ted to the business itself--not to the buasl 
of the telephone company, but to the

Several of them 
who were suffering from troublesome or 
dangerous diseuses quickly recovered 
after they began going without their 
breakfast, 

There is really something more to it 
than going without breakfast. The 
whole creed, in brief, is to eat but two 
meals per day, omitting the breakfast ; 
eat only when hungry, even if one may 
haye to wait for hunger fora day, a 
week, or longer, drinking during all 
that time all the cold water desired ; 
dvink nothing while eating, and drink 
only cold water at any time; eat what- 
ever the hunger calls for, which will be 
tho food that will make the richest 
blood, 

The pointagainst breakfast is that, 
after « person has been sleeping, his 
system does not really need food, as a 
rule, andthe stomach has also been 
resting, so that it is not in condition to 
receive food to advantage. But how 
the followers of this idea make the food 
disappear at dinner time!—From The

CHOOSING THE PRESIDENT. 


Monarchists and Socialists Attempt To 
Create Ditturbances 

Versailles, Jan. 18.—The National As- 
tembly, convoked in the palace of Ver- 
aitilles for the purpose of electing a 
President to succeed M. Casimir-Perier, 
was called to order by M. Cltallemel- 
Lacour, President of the Senate, at 10 
o.m. M. Challemel-Lacour, in a_ brief 
Kpeech, announced. the resignation of 
President Casimir-Perier, and read the 
text of the articles of the consti- 
tution regulating the election of a Pre- 
sident, As soon as the presiding officer 
had ceased speaking, M. Michelin, So- 
cinlist, sprang to his feet and flourish- 
ed a copy of a motion for revision of 
the constitution, shouting, “We ought 
not to have a president.” 

Baudry D'Asson, Legitimist, claimed a 
right to be heard and in spite of the 
storm of protests from all parts of the 
hall “insisted upon speaking from his 
place, While persisting in speaking, he 
waved aloft a document, which he declar- 
ad contained a propostl to re-establish 
the monarchy. The protests had in the 
meantime become so vehement that they 
rendered Boudry D’Asson’s remarks in- 
audible, and &fter repented vain at- 
tempts to make himself heard, he finally 
deposited the document upon the table, 
but it was contemptuously pushed aside 
by Challemel-Lacour, while the Republi- 
cans in the centre made the hall ring 
with cheers, 

Nothiug daunted, Baudry D’Asson pro- 
duced a volume containing the rules goy- 
‘rhiung the proceedings of the National 
Convention, nnd demanded a hearing re- 
specting a breach of the regulations, 
Which had been committed. The Pre- 
sident remained obdarate and the fiery 
Legitimist, seeing that his efforta to make 
ft speech were hopeless, finally subsided. 

At 1.17 p.m. lots were drawn for 386 
ecritators to supervise the balloting. 
Then came the drawing of iots to see 
what letter the voting should begin with. 
Precisely as was the case last June, the 
letter “L” was drawn and M, Labuarthe, 
moderate Republican, was enabled for 
tho second time to begin the balloting for 
a Presideut, he having begun the votiog 
when Casimir-Perier was elected last 
June.

The big palace clock struck 5 aa the 
President, who had been receiving offi- 
cial congratulations, passed through the 
Salle des Tombeaux between lines of 
soldiers, with fixed bayonets. He was 
preceded by ushers and was followed by 
Cabinet Ministers, The crowd neard the 
beating of drums and saw the President 
come out bowing right and loft, but it 
gave no sign of welcome, There was 
an occasional hurrah, but no attempt to 
raise a& hearty cheer. Two men even 
shouted, “Long live Brisson.’ Mounted 
lancers surrounded the carringe after M. 
Faure entered it and escorted him to 
tho station. As outside the palace ‘here 
were hali a dozen cheers for Faure, and 
two or three for Brisson, when the Pre- 
sident entered the train. 

The train was a special one and very 
slow. It reached the St. Lazare station 
in Paria five minates past nine. By that 
time tho news of the election had spread 
far ond wide and a vast throng had 
gathered in the Place du Havre outside 
the station, The President was re- 
ceived with a few cries of “Long live 
Felix Faure,’ but there was no enthusi- 
asm. He drove directly to the Elysee 
palace. 

A force of 5600 detectives went to Ver- 
sailles and the streugth of the police 
there woe greatly increased, it being 
feared that the Anarchists would seize 
the opportunity afforded by the crisis to 
throw bombs or commit other outrages. 

The new President was invested by a 
simple ceremony, consisting morely in 

hallemel-Lacour roading to him the 
ininutes of the Assembly. 

M. Faure is ao tall, imposing figure, 
Whose lincs show the trainieg he got in 
early life as a mechanic, Although o mil- 
Honalre shipowner he has simplo tastes, 
His election ia ao blow to the Protection- 
let party. Tho substitution of reciprocity 
treaties for the Meline tariff is only a 
question of timo. Faure’s election moans 
tariff reform, 

The lotter sont by the Duke of Orleans 
to Senator Buffet was mailed at Dover 
last evening. It is virtually a manifesto 
declaring that at best fhe Republic in 
France can bo only provisional, and that 
he stands ready to step in and holp the 
people the moment they call on him, The 
letter is generally ridiculed. 


British Comment. 

London, Jan, 18, — The Standard says 
editorially of M. Fauro’s election: The 
National Assembly could not well have 
come to a worse docision, If M, Vaure is 
not to) bo a mere dummy, he must appeal 
to the country, as his predecossor ought 
to have done. He represents nothing more 
than the impotence of moderate Kepub- 
licanism.

The Daily News says: The elevation of 
M. Faure to the Presidency serves to 
show the great progress that the republi- 
can idea has made in France. The fact 
that his republicaniam is less udvanced 
than M. Brissou'’s should be enough uudor 
under the circumstances for France's 
wel] -wishexs. A country that has passed 
througk such a crisis ut a moment's 10- 
tico is not likely to throw itself into 
the arime of any savior of society. The 
Republic has triumphantly borue a blrain 
of au exampled nature. No other poli- 
ticul system: in the world could buva ac- 
quitted itself better iu a similar omer- 
geucy.

Kitchen, 
Ric and Cassiday was appointed to in- 
vestigate a complaint from Pickering 
that intestines of animals and refuse from 
knuckers’ yardé had been used in tho feed 
ing of hogs in that neighborhood. ‘The 
committee ‘will algo confer with Hon. 
Mr. Dryden, Minister of Agriculture, and 
will report to the board on the alleged 
practices, 

The secretary had pointed out the strin- 
Gent provisions of the Act [to parties 
who had complained that the local Board 
of Health Sandwich West Towuslip had 
allowed persons who had been in contact 
With smallpox patients to go about too 
{recly at their own sweet will. 

A question arose os to wheteher the 
Act had been complied ‘with in either 
spirit or letter at the village of Wyom- 
ing, Where a hotelkeeper had “exhibited 
the red flag placard, re scarlet fever, on 
the inside of the front door.’ Mine host 
did not want unduly to alarm his custom- 
ers, Secretary Bryce will immediately 
justruct him in his duties and the pen- 
alty for breach of the same . 

At the afternoon session o report of 
the secretary, with suggestions re the 
sanitary improvement of coal oil outlet 
Hamilton Bay, was adojted. ‘The five 
Chief causes for pbssible nuisance in the 
neighborhood were: ‘The sewage from 
the eastern main sewpr of the city, the 
drains from Lowrie's pork-packing es- 
tablishniont, towlin'’s Kuuckery, the 
Stroud cattle barns and Freeman's su- 
per-phosphate works. These in varying 
extents have gone on for years polluting 
the cove. The secretary recoinmeuded 
the construction of tanks of massoury, 
for the reception of the sewage, to be 
discharged by syphonage at the end of 
every 12 hours into a serits of delivery 
pipes to a point two feet above high 
limit level of the bay water. If the 
works were adequately carried, Dr. 
3ryce believed they would solve the pro- 
blom so long a question of dispute be- 
tween the manufacturers and residents 
of the east end, and the Hamilton City 
Couneil. 

This was a long document, viving de-

all, and sixty-nine ft. wide at the transepts 
The width of the nave will remain the 
samo in the old but the 
height of the walls will be increased nearly 
four ft., thus giving a proper proportion to 
the increased length and width, 
In order that no essential feature should 
be neglected the important clement of 
strongth was duly considered, and accor- 
dingly the buttresses which supported the 
old nave walls will be largely increased in 
size. The whole exterior and interior “of 
the building will be modernized. The new 
windows and doors will be onriched with 
gothic tracery and filled with stained glass. 
The spire will be many feet higher than 
the old one, and will possess some new 
features which will add much to its beauty. 
Due provisions are made for the proper 
ventilation ana heating of the building, al- 
though the latter a part of the 
present contract, 

No religious congregation in the city is 
more thoroughly alive to the necessity of a 
thorough training of its youth in the-prin- 
ciples of the Christian doctrine, and with 
this end in view, the committee of St. 
Andrew’s Church have, in the new plan, 
made provision for Sabbath School work. 
The room set apart for this work 
is a pentagon of about 34x d8ft. 
with a gallery on all sides facing the lec- 
turer's platform. Each of the five sides or 
classrooms under the gallery will be pro- 
vided with rolling screens, which may be 
opened and shut at pleasure by a simple 
device behind the gallery beam, which is 
not only a novelty in its way, but for many 
reasons a decided improvement on anything 
yet introduced in this feature of church 
architecture, The capacity of the church 
proper, exclusive of vestibules, choir, etc., 
is about 5,500 square feet or a probable 
seating space for 850 grown persons. The 
floor and seating will be amphitheatre 
style, giving a good view of the minister 
from any part of the church. 

The style of the church throughout is 
gothic, and this feature is fully maintained 
even to the interior finish of the roof, 
The framing of the roof is known in 
technical language as the “thammer beam 
truss,” the framing of which is to be 
filled in with carved gothic panels and 
will present a massive, Beautiful and chaste 
finish, 

The whole exterior of the building will 
be faced with pressed brick liberally trim- 
med with cut stone. The cornice of tower 
and turret finials, etc., will be made of cop- 
ver. One of the best features of the new 
building is the spacious vestibule, which 
allows two separate entrances, and gives 
ample room for the steps inside instead of 
outside the vestibule doors. This plan en- 
tirely does away with the danger of icy 
steps, which nearly all church goers have 
good reason to dread in freezing weather. 
On the whole, the congregation of St. An- 
drew’s haye good reason to be proud of the 
good business management and thorough 
grasp of the several requirements of a 
church, displayed throughout by their 
committee; and the community at large 
has reason to be thankful for a building 
that will be « credit to all concerned, and 
an ornament to the city for years to come.

At 5 o'clock they on onthuai- 
aatic receptuion in the opera house. Ee- 
ward J. B. Pours, president of the Re- 
form Association, presided, and briefly 
opened the meeting. 

Sir Oliver Mowat 
chiefly dwelt on the religious question, 
Which i# uppermost in Kingaton. He 
held that no one questioned the merits 
of Mr. Harty, cither aa a businesd man, 
moral man or socially, but they object. 
ed to his religious faith, The Premier 
pointed out the support Canada had given 
to these grand ‘whole-souled Roman 
Catholics, Cartier, Tache, Sandfore Mac- 
donald and Sir John Thompson. ‘The 
late Sir John Macdonald was earnestly 
aupported by Roman Catholics, and had 
it not been for his alliance with them 
in Quebee he cduldineyer have maintain- 
ed his place. This being so, waa it fair 
to raise the religious cry against Hon. 
Mr. Harty ? Ontside of that every man 
admitted that ho was a faultless candi- 
dato. 

Sir Oliver then went to much trouble 
to prove that there were grounda of com- 
mon Christianity botween Protestants 
and Roman Catholics, He showed that 
tolerance was being expressed by all re- 
ligious denomibations, and they were 
secking to introduce pure true religion 
to the people. Persecution did no good, 
and those ‘who defended their religion 
with their tongue and libelled it with 
their lives commanded little reapeact 
from anybody,; 

He spoke of the conduct of the Goyern- 
ment as regards patronage and grants 
to Roman Catholics, and to ita Separate 
échool legislation, proving that in a all 
instances the acts of the Government were 
universally commended. He told of the 
work of Roman Catholics in the army, 
and closed this part of his address by 
saying, “If Roman Catholics have been 
our comrades in arms, they should also 
be our friends in peace.’ (Cheers.) 

Sir Oliver reviewed the work of 
Ontario Government and concluded by 
remarking that if the electors voted 
npon the merits of the candidate and the 
Government he would have no doubt of 
the result of the Kingston election. 

Hon G. W. Ross made a vigorous ad- 
dress, showing that no classes had any 
grievances against the Government, Ite 
financial operations, its grand charitable 
work, its temperance policy universally 
endorsed, ita legislative work towards 
Separate schoole continually endorsed for 
80 years by both parties, save as to the 
righte of the ballot last session and ite 
attitude to education and agriculture, 
were advocated in stirring tones. 

He declared it would be a blot on On- 
tarto if its elections were to be decided 
on grounds of religious intollerance, He 
eaid it was o slander to charge that 
politics existed in the education depart- 
ment.

THE STRIKE IS OVER 


Brooklyn Trolley Companies and Em- 
ployes Reach An Agreement 

srooklyn, Jan. 17.—After oa wild time 
all day the differences between the Street 
tnilway Compuny and other employes 
have been settled ond the company an- 
nounces that the cars will run regularly 
to-morrow. 

The morning opened with an attack on 
car made by 60 atrikers, who fled on the 
approach of the police. Later on care 
were wrecked and passengers injured by 
the mob.

This Is the Estimate of the Killed tn tho 
Armenian Outrages. 

Boston, Jan. 19.—Letters from sources 
in Turkey believed to be trustworthy, 
represent that robbery and the exaction 
of taxes have caused such an exodw3 that 
some villages in the country between 
Van ond Erzeroum are almost depopulat- 
ed. There is uneasiness in Bitlis as to 
the safety of that city. 

Scrutiny of the mails by the Turkish 
authorities continues and some letters 
addressed to officials’ of the United 
States are failing to arrive. 

The authorities are taking every pre- 
caution to prevent accounts of the mas- 
sacre south of Moosh from reaching the 
outside world. 

The last accounts of the massacre state 
that 40 villages wore destroyed and it 
is probable that 16,000 at lepst were 
killed. The lowest estimate is 10,000 and 
many put it much higher. This is allow- 
ing: for more fugitives than it seems pof- 
sible can haye escaped. 





REVOLUTION IN HAWAII, 
Twelve Killed tn the Fighting—200 Royal- 
tists Under Arrest 
San Francisco, Jan, 18.—The steamer 
Alameda arrived from Auckland and Syd- 
ney, via Honolulu, this afternoon, and 
brings revolution and bloodshed at Hono- 

lulu, 

Charles L. Carter, who was one of the 
annexation commissioners, was killed, 
and other Government supporters were 
Wolttnded, There has been much fighting 
and at least 12 natives have been killed. 

Nearly 200 Royalists are under arrest.

25 cases in 13 days in the past inonth. 

Ono motion of Dr. Bryce, seconded by 
Dr. Rae, the report was adopted. The 
laboratory report of Mr, Mackenzie was 
also adopted, 

Dr, Cassidy moved, secondud by Dr. 
Bryce, that having heard the reports of 
the services afforded by the use of anti- 
toxine, in both Europe and America, 
and in the Province of Ontario, the 
board express approval of this course of 
treatment, and that the secretary con- 
tinuo to supply the anti-toxine to phy- 
sicians desirous of using it. The motion 
was carried, 

Dr. Bryce presented an interesting re- 
port on this subject. A committee of 
the board had for several years reported 
on the problem how to lessen the great 
death rate from tuberculosis in Ontario. 
At their last meeting they had proposed 
regulations, placing tuberculosis on the 
list of notificable diseases. 

The more the problem is studied the 
greater the urgency secemed to be, for 
the establishment, as a corollary to such 
compulsory uotification, of a home for 
consumptivyes On some inland and eleyat- 
ed tract of warm and dry soil, protected 
by au evergreen forest growth, and con- 
ducted under condition’ which haye been 
found most successful wherever such sani- 
taria haye been established. 

Such provision, it appeared to the com- 
mittee, could only be provided in the near 
future by the matter being uydertaken 
by the Government; and that thereafter 
when it had gained public recognition, 
the counties might be encouraged to es- 
tablish, in favorable localities, homes 
modelled on that erected by the Govern. 
ment, 

Suclv a home would necessarily ba some 
thing between a hospital and a sanitari- 
vm, the maintenance of which might be 
jn considerable part by products of ugri- 
cultural, horticultural and other inds- 
trices, and by moncys received from pay- 
patients of the better class, 

The arguments for the establishment of 
such an institution were summed up as 
follows: 

1, That in 1892 one patient of every 20 
Omongst the 11,008 inmates of the General 
Hospitals of ths province had tuberculo- 
nis, While almost as many more suffered 
from acute bronchitis and pneumonia. 

2. That the amount of Government aid 
ta the hospitals in 1892 was $859, which 
if the number had been maintained for 
the whole year, would have amounted to 
$181,071. 

8. That General Hospitals ‘have 
separate wards for consumptives. 

4. That with 750 deaths in the 12 cities 
of the province during 1892 from tubereu- 
losis, and probably as many more sulfer- 
| ing from the disease, there is danger of 
spreading of the disease, 

Proposals to establish a hospital for 
consumptives in ‘Toronto have been made, 
buy taken no definite shape. 

However valuable such an institution 
might be to Toronto, it would not fulfil 
| the conditions which recommend them- 
selyes to the committee.

A NOISY MOE IN MONTREAL. 


Police Have Difticuity tn Supressing Dis- 
turbanec. 


Jan. 19.—Severa) hundred of 
the unemployed ypathored again at the 
City Lal: yesterday and did a Int 
of shouting. They were prevented from 
entering the building by a posse of po- 
lics under Assistant Superintendent La- 
point. They were peaceable. : 

The Mayor reccived® deputation of 
the Central Trades aud Labor Council, 
and discussed what was beat to do. He 
promised to see what could ‘be done in 
the way of giving the unemployed work. 
He announced that he had received $1100 
i subscriptions for the noedy. ‘Tilia 
amount aud any more which he received 
would be distributed without any delay. 

The mob towarda 1 o'clock grew tic- 
bulent. While one of the leaders was ad- 
dressing them a carter attempted to 
paca through the ranks and this was the 
sizunl for the disorder to commonce, 
Pandemonium at this point begau to 
reign. The Speaker's voice was lost in 
the uproar, and the leaders could not be 
heard; they could only be seen gesticu- 
lating ‘wildly. Cries rose on every hand 
to stop the disturbors and allow no pass- 
age. Officers continued to try to effect 
an opening, bub though they were badly 
jostled and bruised they refrained from 
using their batons. Those who were on 
cuard at the entrance of the City Hall 
left their poste and took the crowd in 
the rear and in the flank, They were 
soon hemmed in and thrust against the 
walls. »At one time it looked as if they 
were fnring badly. 

Finally Superintendent Hughes app 
ed on the scene with reinforcements; all 
the reserve mon of the Central Station 
were called out, and the patrol wagon 
come dashing down the atrect. Con- 
table Gratton was seriously hurt. An- 
other ‘young man was carriod to the sta- 
tion, blood, Howiug from his face. He was 
placed under arrest, 

The chief addressed the crowd, but he 
waa interrupted by howls and jeors, and 
many began to throw ice and snow, It 
wos then found necessary to disperse the 
crowd, which beeume violent. Ten were 
arrested. The police usod their batons, 
and when the crowd saw that the olfi- 
cora were in oarncst they disporsed, 

During the rest the afternoon they 
gathored in squads around the City Hall, 
but thoy were peaceful.

Mark’s of Venice; and the spirits of all 
the great towers, great cathedrals, great 
mausoleums, great sarcophagi, great 
capitols for the living, and of great ne- 
cropolises for the dead were there. And 
the presiding genius of the throng with 
gravel of Parian marble smote the state 

of Russian malachite, and called for a 
vote as to which spirit should wear the 
chief crown and mount the chief throno 
and wave the chief sceptre and by una- 

_nimous acclaim the cry was: Long live 
the spirit of the Paj, king of all tho 
spirits of architecture! Thine is the Taj 
Mahal of India!” 

The building is about six miles from 
Agra, and as we rode out in the early 
dawn we heard nothing but the hools 
and wheels that pulled and turned us 
along the road, at every yard of which 
our expectation rose witil we had some 
thought that we might be disappointed 
at the first glimpse, as some say they 
Wére disappointed. But how can any 
one be disappointed with the Taj is al- 
most as great a wonder to me as the 
Taj itself. There are some people al- 
ways disappointed, and who knows but 
that having entered heaven they may 
criticise the architecture of the Temple, 
and the cut of the white robes, and say 
that the River of lite is not quite up to 
their expectations, and that the white 
horses on which the conquerors ride 
seem a little springhalt or spavined? 

My son said, “There itis” I said,

Wo had heard of the wonderful roson 
ance of this Taj, and so I tried it I 
suppose there are more sleeping echous 
in that building waiting to bo wakened 
by the human voice than in any build 
ing ever constructed, I uttored one 
word, and there seomed descending in 
visible choirs in falf chant, and there 
was a reverberation that kept on long 
after one would have expected it to 
cease. When a line of a hymn was 
sung there were replying, rolling, ris- 
ing, falling, interweaving sounds that 
scemed modulated by beings seraphic. 
There wero aerial sopranos and bassos, 
soft, high, deep, tremulous, emotional, 
commingling. It was like an antipho 
nal of heaven. But there are four or 
five Taj Mahals. It has one appearance 
at sunrise, another at noon, nnother at 
sunset, and another by moonlight. In- 
deed, the silver trowel of tho moon, aud 
the golden trowel of the sunlight, and 
the leaden trowel of tho storm built and 
rebuilt the glory, so that it never seems 
twice alike. It has all moods, all com 
plexions, all grandeurs, From tho top 
of the Taj, which is 260 fect high,spring’s 
a spire thirty feet higher, and that is 
enamelled gold. What an anthem in 
eternal rhythm! Lyrics and clegies in 
marble. Sculptured hosanna! Masonry 
as of supernatural hands! Mighty 
doxology in stone! Ishall see nothing 
to equal it till see the Great White 
Throne, and on it Him from whose face 
the earth and heavens flee away. 

The Taj is the pride of India and 
especially of Mohammedanism., An 
English officer at the fortress told us 
that when during the general mutiny 
in 1857 the Mohammedans pro yosed in- 
surrection at Agra, the English Gov- 
ernment aimed the guns of the fort at 
the Taj and said, “You make insurrec- 
tion and thatsame day we will blow 
your Taj to atoms," and that threat 
ended the disposition for mutiny at 
Agra. 

3ut I thought while looking at that 
palace for the dead, all this constructed 
to cover a handful of dust, but even that 
handful has probably gone from the 
mausoleum. How much better it would | 
have been to expend sixty millions of 
dollars which the Taj Mahal cost, for 
the living. Whatasylums it might have 
built for the sick, what houses for the 
homeless! What improvement our cen- 
tury has made upon other centuries in 
lifting in honor of the departed memorial 
churches, memorial hospitals, memorial 
reading-rooms, memorial observatories.

As 
we stepped aboard, our minds filled 
with the idols of the Elephanta Caves, I 
was impressed as never before with the 
thought that man must have a relegion 
of some kind, even if he has to contrive 
one himself, and he must have a god, I 
rejoice to know theday will come when 
the one God of the universe will be 
acknowledged throughout India. 

That evening of our return to Bom- 
bay I visited the Young Men's Christian 
Association, with the same appoint- 
ments that vou find in the Young Men's 
Christian Assdciations of Europe and 
America, and the night after that I ad- 
dressed a throng of native children who 
are in the schools of the Christian Mis- 
sions. Christian universities gather 
under their wing of benediction a host 
of the young men of this country. Bom- 
bay and Calcutta, the two great com- 
mercial cities of India, feel the elevat- 
ing power ofan aggressive Christianity. 
Episcopalian liturgy and Presbyterian 
Westminster Catechism, and Methodist 
Anxious-seat and Baptist Waters of 
Consecration now stand where once bas- 
est idolatries had undisputed sway.

AN ONTARIO HORSE TO POSE FOR 
GENERAL SHERMAN'S STATUE. 


T. GAUDENS, tne | 

best sculptor in 

America, is at work 

on an equestrian 

statue of Gen. Sher- 

manu, which, when 

completed, will be 

placed atthe Fifth 

avenue entrance to 

Central Park. The 

statuc is to be a big 

one, It will repre 

sent the General astride of his horse in 
a peaceful pose. 
Mr. St. Gauden’s main difficulty has 
been to find ahorse that would suit 
him. He wanted an animal with char- 
acter, with individuality ; a horse worthy 
to go down to posterity with the great 
General on his back. He examined 
many horses and many were offered to 
him. All kinds of pet horses, trained 
horses, high steppers, with flowing 
manes aud long tails, cobs with dockec 
tails and hogged manes and many 
others were offered. But none would 
satisfy him. : 

Hehas found the horse atlast in 
Ontario, the champion high jumper, 
He wen' down to see him on Long _Is- 
land and was delighted with him, The 
horse is now in New York, acting asa 
model for the great sculptor. He was 
loaned by S.S. Howland, his owner 
who is proud to have his favorite steed 
immortalized, 

The following isa description of On- 
tario and his record. He is a bay geld- 
ing, 15.3 hdnds high, eleven years old, 
was bredin the province ot Ontario, 
Canada. His sire was Sharpcatcher, a 
son of Luther, by Lexington and his 
dam a cart mare. 

Ontario was purchased by Mr. How- 
land while on a visit to Canada, and 
when brought had received no training 
asajumper, He received his elucation 
at Mr. Howland’s “Bellwoo! Stud at 
Mount Morris, N.Y. and made his debut 
in the hunting field with the Genese 
Valley hounds in the autumn of 1888. 
The following summer he jumpedin a 
high jump competition at Genesee and 
tied with Mr. Harry Hamliu’s horse 
Duke, then the best horse in his class. 
At the Baffalo Horse Show in Septem- 
ber, he made his really first high jump 
clearing the%bars at about six fect six 
inches. 

The following month, in Chicago, he 
tied with Rosebery at 6 fect 11 inche 
a height which became the record, an

was not beaten until the following 
spring, when, in Washington, Ontario 
cleared the bars at 7 feet. At the horse 
show at Madison Square Garden in 1889 
he got over 7 feet 1 and landed fairly 
upon his feet without knocking off a 
bar, but his hind foot had touched one 
hard enongh to bend the light iron pin 
which held it in place, and he was not 
awarded the prize of $500 should he 
beat his own record, The association, 
however, presented him with a special 
cup of the value of $250. 

Ontario has ReEneps had more hunt- 
ing than any other horse in America, 
He is fond of the sport, and is keener 
than any rider to keep up with the 
hounds, 

As a hunter and steeplechaser he has 
few equals, and can gallop and stay, as 
he proved when this autumn he beat a 
ficld of eleven horses in a six-mile race 
across country, and that, too, when the 
week before ho had won a_point-to- 
point steeplechase in very heavy golng 
of four miles. 

But in order to know how truly great 
Ontario is it is necessary to have ridden 
hiu. Gen. Sherman probably never 
saw the horse. The writer, who once 
had the pleasure of riding Ontario after 
the Washington hounds, will be able in 
tho next world to assure the genoral 
that the horse chosen by St. Gaudens is 
worthy in cyery way of the great sol- 
dior who is to ride him. 

To convey the sensations one experi- 
ences when riding Ontario in a hunt is 
not an easy matter, as Ontario bucking 
over fences and charging up hills is right 
in his element, whereas the average 
rider is far removed therefrom. Al- 
though he may do his best to preserve 
a bold front, he feels far from being re- 
assured, and wonders, between jumps, 
how the whole business is going to turn 
out. As the hnnt progresses and On- 
tario becomes more and more interested 
and excited, so tho question, ‘How is 
the whole business going to turn out?” 
absorbs more and more all the attention 
the rider dare tako from Ontario's 
movements. Ontario is blind in one 
eye, and when putting him through a 
course of commonplace jumping, which 
bores him, it is necessary to turn his 
good eyo towards the obstacle ho is to 
clear, But not soin the bunting-fleld, 
There no display of superior intelligence 
or special knowledge of fox or hounds 
is needed by Ontario's rider, A little 
nervo and the natural intuition of the 
leech sullice. If the engineer of the 
Empire State Express were to straddle 
the boiler of hia locomotive instead ot 
riding in the cab while dodging around 
the curves along the Hudson River, he 
would be able to sympathize with the 
novice taking Ontario through a hunt. 

To those who, in the future, may 
have the honor of riding that great old 
hunter, the writer would suggest that 
they let him havo his own way from 
beginning to end, simply squeezing 
their knees into the saddle flaps with 
all thoir squeezing capacity and trying 
to look as cheery and as much at home 
as circumstances willallow. Ontario |

master the forces of nature. As it now 
stands itis one hundred and forty feet 
long, but the company designs ulti- 
mately to extend it three hundred feet, 
At the same time the main wheel-pit 
will be extended until itis large enough 
to contain ten turbine wheels and ten 
dynamos, each of five thousand horse- 
power. The water wheels at the bottom 
of the pit are connected by steel shafts 
to the dynamos, which are upon the main 
floor; so that the power of the water 
falling nearly two hundred feet upon 
the wheels is conveyed back to the sur- 
face and transformed by the dynamos 
into electricity. The dynamos are pro- 
bably the finest and largest of all the 
mechanical implements now employed 
for the deyelopment of electrical power. 
They are built after the designs of the 
Westinghouse Company, and embody 
the very latest improvements in works 
of their class. For the present only 
enough of them are to be set up to pro- 
luce electricity equivalent to fifteen 
‘thousand horse-power, and it is the 
design to deliver the greater part of this 
to the city of Buffalo. 





TUNGSTEN AS A BULLET METAL. 


Too Expensive to Be Fired Awny in 
Hullets. 
Having adopted a powder which 


wears away the rifling of the barrel so 
much that in five years’ time it becomes 
asmooth bore gun, the War Office is 
now endeavoring to find out which is 
the most suitable metal for the bullets 
of the new rifle. It is to be hoped, how- 
ever, that fhey will be more fortunate 
in their selection of a metal than they 
were in deciding upon a powder. Tung- 
sten has been fixedupon as a better metal 
than lead for bullets, bnt unfortunately 
there is one fatal objection to its ever 
being used for this purpose. It is oue 
of the dearest metals known. and much 
to expensiys to be made up into bullets. 
The bullets ofthe new rifie, it seems 
are so small thatitis difficult to make 
them heavy enough to insure a true tra- 
jectory. Lead has not the necessary 
weight, so it is proposed than tungsten, 
which has about one anda _ half times 
the gravity of lead, should be employed 
but tho metalis far too expensive for 
the idea to be entertained for a mo- 
ment.—Court Journal.

CANAL BOAT PROPULSION. 


Success(al Trini of the Delbovet System 


in France. 


A trial of tho duBovet system of elec 
tric fraction for canal boats recently 
took place on the fifth reach ot tho St 
Denis Canal, France. <A series electric 
motor actuated the towing pulley, a Th 
mm, chain, placed at the bottom of the 
~anal, being carried oyer the pulley to 
the extent of three-quarters of a (urn, 
although half a turn sullices, A bwo- 
wire cureuit running aloug the bank of 
the canal was conuected to a 100-yolt 
generator drivon by a locomotive ene 
gine, The current was collected by 
meaus of two trolleys running along the 
wires and connected to the motor ‘by a 
floxible cable, which was passed over & 
yulley at the top of the mast of the 
Boat. Tho trial was completely suc- 
cossful, and showed that foran expendi 
ture of 2,000 watts it was possible to 
make a §00-ton barge move at tho rate 
of 28 kilometres per hour. ‘Tho pot. 
ting under way took place without 
shoek, and the normal speed was rapide 
ly reached.

for her, She has had a play named for 
her and poems dedicated to her, Ser 

mons have been addressed to her 
There was in one Sunday's World from 
no less a light than His EPminence Car 
dinal Gibbons, Psychological studics 
yclopt novels, have been written about 
her. Clothes have been designed for 
her, and clubs haye made special pro 
visions for her ontortainment The 
offect of the mere general now woman 
upon the drama, literature and social 
life of 1894 has been great. The effect 
of the particular organizations and in- 
dividuals has been almost incalculable, 

The part which women havo taken in 
politics during tho past year has been 
most significant. Inthe States where 
equil suffrage prevails they have been 
important factors inthe elections, In 
Colorado they not only voted at the last 
election, but they voted to such good 
effect that there will be women in the 
next State Senate. In Kansas, where 
municipal suffrage provails, and where 
the name of Mrs, Mary Ellen Lease is 
one to conjure by, the instructive sight 
ot women managing an entire town is 
to be seen. The returns from the city 
of Spring Hill on April 8 stated that 
women had control of all the municipal 
offices, including the mayoralty. 

In the east. especially in New York, 
woman’s political activity has been 
marked, The spring of 1894 saw amore 
popular demand for the suffrage than 
even the most ardent suffragists had ex- 

ected to see. It became fashionable to 
vemaid the ballot. Parlor meetings for 
the instruction of the ignorant and the 
conversion of the opposing took the 
place of afternoon teas. Women promi- 
nent in society, in philanthropic work 
and in professional life all taole an ic- 
tive interest in the amendment which 
the suftragists petitioned to haye in- 
serted into tho State Constitution grant- 
ing women equal political rights with 
men. The Constitutional Convention 
refused to allow the amendment to be 
inserted and acted upon by the peo- 
ple, and therefore, the suffrage agita- 
tion of tho spring was to a certain de- 
greoa failure. But, in that it aroused 
an interest in woman’s rights where 
that interest has been most conspicu- 
ously lacking before and removed from 
the plea for equal rights the stigma of 
unwomanliness it was tar from a fail- 
ure. 

When the women of New York failed 
to obtain the right of suffrage they 
promptly went to work toshow how 
well they could have used that right 
and how well they could get along with- 
out it. The government of New York 
city was notoriously corrupt. All the 
better influences were needed to over- 
come corruption and make good goy- 
ernment possible. The women of the 
city in large numbers banded thom- 
selves together to do what they could in 
the cause of political wholesomaness. 
The Woman's Municipal League exer- 
cising a great educational influence, 
worked valiantly for reform. The name 
of Mrs. Charles Russel Lowell is indis- 
solubly associated with the overthrow of 
the Tammany Tiger andthere were 
other equally active workers in less 
prominent positions. 

Educationally women have prospered 
as they have in all otherlines. Harvard 
University has pledged itself tolook out 
for the welfare of Radcliffe College, 
once Harvard Annex. A woman, Miss 
Agnes Iryin, has been chosen Rad- 
cliffe’s dean, the first one in it’s history, 
Columbia’s Annex, Barnard, has also a 
woman at its head in the very efficient 

erson of Miss Emily James-Smith. 
fufts College, in Massachusetts, has 
opened its doors to women, Even the 
stronghold of conservatism, Scotland, 
has felt the influence of the times, and 
within the last few months the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh has admitted women 
to its medical school. 

Women have gained positions on 
school boards, noticeably in the case of 
Boston, where the achievements of Mrs. 
Emily Fifield on that body are pointed 
to with pride. Mrs. Fifield has managed 
to make the board pass an order which 
fills the hearta of juvenile Boston with 
despair. It is to tho effect that the apple 
woman and taffy seller must end their 
careers as purveyors of school luncheons 
and permit the absolutely hygicnic New 
England kitchen to minister to the 
noonday wants of voung Bostonians. 
Such an eminently practical measure as 
this shows what women would do if it 
were their province to sorve in public 
positions more largely. 

Tho Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union both here and abroad has kept 
the eyes of the world fixed upon it with 
anticipation. It has re-elected Miss 
Frances Willard its president. It has 
planned a remarkable crusade against 
drunkenness, in which a hundred cru 
saders were to go from land to land and 
from potentate to potentate praying for 
the abolition of all drihks not approved 
by the W.C.T.U. It is not to be counted 
ainong woman's achievements that this 
crusade was undertaken, but it is to be 
set down lo it that sober seconc 
thought probably convinced the W. C, 
T. U. of the futility of this sclome 
This orgauization has also furnished 
the public much innocent amusement 
from time to time by adopting resolu 
tions declaring against various appar 
ently harmless things, such as wooden 
soldiers, drums or other toys likely to 
arouse a martial spirit 

Sorosls, the mother of women’s clubs, 
lias this year started a new organiza 
tion This is the New York Federation 
of Women's Socicties and Clubs, a State 
confederation which promises to 
vory ellicient organization for binding 
together small societios, giving them 
large interests, while at the same time 
maintaining their individuality intact 

Various women of different degrees of 
prominence have undertaken to reform 
the world along some particular line 
Mra. Laura Ormiston Chant objected to 
the evil features of the London music 
halls, and objected to such purpose that 
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tain d Lady Heury Someract 

objected y itly to living pictures, and 

has crusaded vigorously againat them 
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Over in Onelhunga,New Zoaland, Mi 
Yutos has showna skoptical word what 
woman can doasa mayor Unfortu 
nately Mi Yatos has shown it insuch 
a way asto discourage the idea of fom 
ining office holding, She does not admit 
the rights of man cither as man or 
aldorinan and her council meetings are 
said to be scenes of incomparable tyr 
anny, 

‘There are various lesser lights who 
have done something to win distinetion 
for themselves or to give ths world plea 
slire, Mrs. Lease, of Kansas, has suc 
cumbed to nervous prostration. Lillian 
Russel has acquired and parted from a 
third husband, She has also lost several 
pounds in weight Miss Helen Dorteh, 
of Georgia has borne up under the blow 
of having the Georgia Logislature do- 
cide thata woman was ineligible to 
hold the office of private secretary to 
the governor 

There have been some notable deaths 
in the feminine ranks. Constance Feni 
more Woolson, Celia Thather, Emma 
Fursch-Mahi, the singer;. Mrs. Mary 
Hemenway, the millionaire philanthro 
vist, of Boston; Laura Schirmer 
irarleaea! thesinger; Helen Schaefer, 
President of Wellosley; Elizabeth Pea- 
body, Rosina Vokes, the actress and 
Isabella Thackeray, the widow of the 
novelist,

for the Past Dozen Cen(uries, 


The superstitions cherished by her 
50x have so interested one woman that 
3he has made a careful collection, dating 
from the earliest times down to the pres- 
ent, tracing their origin as nearly as 
tradition could vouchsafe, says the New 
York Evening Sun.

At all times garters have bo-n cousider- 
ed very important details of woman's 
dress, and always associated in some 
manner with matrimonyr Down 
through half a dozen centuries comes to 
us us the custom practiced to-day ol 
having the garters as a finishing’ touch 
toa bride’s toilet. Tho particular girl 
friend who is permitted to slip them into 
pluce is coneeded to stand the best pos- 
sible chance ot wedding happily before 
twelye mouths are out, A prospect of 
near and blissful matrimony is also 
shared by the friend who secures the 
privilege of making the brido’s garters, 
the pattern of which is now a circle of 
white silk clastic covered with embroid 
ered whits satin and clasped by a sinall 
rold buckle cnameled in white bow 
Ppt The garters of Marie Antoinette 
were pretty pink silk bands elaborately 
embroidered on the upper half in tiny 
jewels and gold thread, and in an Am.- 
erican family are preserved tho» bridal 
rarters of «titled English ancestress.

_In the first place, the same regula- 
tions do not apply to ull Russian papers 
alike, The papersof the two chief 
cities, St. Pétersburg and Moscow, do 
not undergo the same censorship as the 
provincial newspapers; the illustrated 
papers aro under a control different to 
tho non-illustrated papers. 

The “provincial press" ts controlled 
by the so-called “preventive censor- 
ship”—that is to say, a paper must 
havo the censor’s permission before it ig 
issued. ‘Tho first printed copy is tak- 
on to the official appointed to pross af- 
fairs. 

Ithe finds nothing that {s liable to 
corrupt virtue and morality, or that 
smacks of criticism of the government 
or official matters, he writes upon it 
“adobrenna,” permitted, Then the edi- 
tion may be published. 

When the provincial censor is a 
genial, easy-going official, the incon: - 
venience of the censorship is not very 
sreat, It is rushed throngh so quickly 
tance. 

But the censor can be a veritable 
plague to newspapers. Hecan “bleed” 
them to an incredible extent, frequent- 
ly forcing them to pay a very consider- 
ablo sum yearly, and not for shutting 
his eyes at a certain article, but morely 
for not delaying the edition on account 
of a pertectly innocent article which he 
is pleased to regard as dangerous. 

The metropolitan papers of St. Peters- 
burg and Moscow are not subject to the 
“preventive censorship,” except in their 


this censorship. They undergo, how- 
ever, a very svarching examination 
after publication, and woe uuto those 
which contain anything likely to incur 
the displeasure of the authorities. 

The editor is summoned betore the 
censor committee, a branch of the ad- 
ministration, with an incredible number 
of officials, After awaiting the great 
man’s pleasure for an hour or two ont- 
Side, he is marshaled jiito the cousor’s 
presence. With an assumption of as 
much authority as possible, the uufor- 
tunate editor hears: 

“The censor is very much surprised 
that the editor of the -—— lus been 
allowéd to make a docliratios on this 
matter when the editor can scarcely be 
ignorant of ths fact that itis in conflict 
with the Government's intentions.” 


vately gure the editor a warning, and 
advise himin Mitine te Vevery careful. 
The editor ought, however, to give 
thanks for getting away at all. 

But editors have notonly to pnt up 
with the vagaries of Individual officers 
and be forbidden to express their opinion 
on thisor that question, but they are 
also liable to receive a command to 
make statements directly contrary tu 
their own conyictions and knowledge 9° 
facts. 

In additions to these summonses to 
appear, the censorship department 
maintains an active correspondence 
with the papers by means of cirewars, 
which contain instructions concerning 
matters to be suppressed. 

In critical times such circulars follow 
80 quickly, often contradicting one 
another, that the wretched editor is 
genorally at his wits’ ond to know what 
to do. 

The censor watches more closely over 
political than social morals, anid it is 
often surprising tosee the bold draw- 
ings allowed to pass. Politica! cartoons 
very scldom obtain permission to be 
printed.

may appear, publications from = the de 
partment of agriculture show that it is 
not tho large crops that yield tho farm 
ors of the United States the most money, 
but the average ones, This, however, 
does not hoki true of the tudividual 
farmer, according to The lowa Home 
stead, which says: 

His profits are greatest when ho grows 
the largest crops, provided they are 
grown without the expenditure of a 
disproportionately largo simount of 
money in the way of fertilizers and 
labor. The taxes on a 40 acre field are 
the same whether the crop is large or 
small. Tho money involved in the land 
is tho same, There is comparatively 
little difference in the cultivation, and 
but little difference in the harvesting, 
Che large crop is due to the skillful hus 
banding of the fertility of the soil, main- 
ly by the use of grass and especially 
the lovers, to the very thorough prepar- 
ation of the land, the more careful 
selection of seed andin general better 
farming. 

While a crop of 80 bushels of corn 
may barely pay the expense, the taxes 
aud a sma)linterest on the investment, 
a crop of 60 bushels will pay for all the 
additional labor and a large rent be- 
sides. It is therefore to the interest of 
the farmer to grow large crops, which 
can be done only by growing on fewer 
acres, or ifon more acres by the expen- 
diture ofa much greater amount for 
hired help. In whichover way it can 
be, the CHYIOUE interest of the farmer is 
to grow as large crops as possible on the 
3ame land, provided that the growing 
of the large crop does not involve a pro- 
portionate increase in the amount of 
abor expended. We are not willing to 
take the position that it will pay tho 
farmer to invest in commercial fertili- 
zers in order to grow 100 bushels of corn 
to the acre, if that were possible, when 
by the use of clover and manure he can 
grow a crop of 60 to75 bushels per acre. 
Fortunately the difference between a 
large crop anda small one is mainly 
one of management in securing a crop 
rotation that will maintain the fertility 
ot his soil and the proper application of 
labor at the right time and in the right 
way, 


What is Recommended Wherever Irri- 


gation is Necessary to the Pro- 


daction of a Crop; 


Wherever irrigation is necessary to 
the production of a crop, it will be found 
of great advantage, at the time of seed- 
mg, tomake ditches and furrows at 
shortinteryals, and then to so check the 
water in these ditches that it may stand 
‘in small bodies at a level above the gen- 
eral surface of the ground to be irrigat- 
ed. Ifthe water is held constantly in 
these small reservoirs during the grow- 
ing season, it will not be necessary to 
flood the ground so often, and if the soil

is sufficiently porous, it may be possible 
to give the crop 
needs withont surface application. 
Wherever this plan is practicable it has 
been found to be of the greatest advan- 
tage, as the ground is kept mellow and 
friable whilé flooded land become so 
hardened that plants inake but little 
growth in it. 

If a field has a steep sidehill slope, it 
is best to bring the water into it by a 
supply ditch on the highest part, as 
shown at ain the sketch, and conduct 
it by a sories of dams or drops b, b bb b, 
to the lowest part of the field, 
run ditches ¢¢ from above cach drop 
nearly along a contour or equal leyel 
line of the field, dyking thess ditches 
up to keep the water above accidental 
high places. These ditches should be 
permanent. They should be near to 
other at the top of the fleld, the inter 
vals widening: as they near the lower 
edge, as the seepage from the upper 
ditches will necessarily mako the 
ground more and more moist toward the 
lower edge of the field. The field 
should be made as long as possible 
along the course of these ditches, and

Celery, like the now popular and uni- 
versally used tomato, was not long ago 
onsidered to be poisonous, or, at least, 
anfit for human food. To-day the de- 
mand for the crisp esculent is met by 
yardeners, North, South, East and 
West, 10 months in the year. Formerly 
the celery season was confined to winter 
months, and prices ranged so high that 
‘he tables of the rich were alone decor- 
ated with the graceful stalks. Celery 
na wild state is rank, if not noxious, 
ind certainly unpalatable. It is a 
plant that only attains its appetizing 
perfection after much labor and watch- 
ful cave, For this reason the best celery 
tomes from the sections of the country 
settled by German gardeners.

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GLADSTONE AGAIN A POWER. 
The Veteran Statcs ann Once More in Ac- 
tive Politics 

London, Jan. 21.Mr. Gladktone has 
recently written letters to several of 
his former colleagues and followers in 
Parliament informing them that it 
his intention /to make bis reappearance 
in the House of Commons and take part 
in its proceedings. 

According to these communications the 
ex-Premicr will either yote or speak upon 
questions of the first importanci, but will 
otherwise remain passive. This news has 
been as gratifying as it has been Gur- 
prising to the Ministerai party, but it 
is not known what particular measures 
will call him to his seat in the House. 
The most reasonable surmise, however, 
is based upon Mr. Gladstone’s answere to 
letters to him pursuing a general line 
of inquiry aatro what he may be relied 
upon to do in ®upport of the Ministry. 
Whilo he is disposed to be non-commit- 
tal as’ to his intentions he has intimated 
that the Trish land bill, the Armenjan 
atrocities and the anti-Lorda measure are 
the questions in whose dikcussjon he 
means to actively take part. 

Ii the plans already formulated by the 
Government are carried out during the 
session the procecdings will culminate in 
the passage of a bill depriving the Upper 
House of the power to veto. Mr. Glad- 
stone’s open adhesion to this principle 
will be m tower of strength to the Lib- 
erals and their allies, particularly on 
the eve, of a general election and it will 
also commit Mr, Gladstone to the  re- 
tssumption of his place in the front rank 
and cause him to assume tha guidance 
of the party in the direction in turniug 
the elections towarda the decision of 
questions affecting great constitutional 
reform. 

The fact that Lord Rosebery, in his 
circular to the Liberal election agents in- 
fo:med them that there was vo imuvdiate 
prospect of a dissolution of Parliament, 
confirms the statements recently cabled 
in regard to the future situation and 
Kives assurance that none of the mea- 
burey , upon which the Governomnt have 
staked their existence will be abandoned.

Ai. efforts at effecting a settlement by 
arbitration are off. The men hoped to 
obtain the issuance of a mandainus, 
compelling the railroads to run their 
cams ib accordance with the provisions 
of their charter, but Judge Cullen decided 
against them, holding that the orpor- 
ations should not be held responsible for 
the failure to operate their lines while 
protection from Violeuce was _not 
furnished by the city.

Herman Brunswick, a non-union motor- 
man, was going home from the power 
house when he was set upon by a crowd 
of men. One of them struck him on the 
head, knocking him down. Several po- 
licemen rushed up and scattered the 
crowd, 

The first car that has left the depot 
of the Fulton-street line in Kast New 
York since the strike began rolled out 
this afternoon about 2 o'clock. It was 
guarded on all aides by soldiers, with 
fixed bayonets. Over 8000 men und wo- 
men were gathered in the vicinity, but 
they made no demonstration. The car 
wormed its way along at a slow speod | 
until it reached Manhattan crossing. 
Thy troops theu returned to the depot 
anil the car proceeded without trouble. 

There was no special effort made by 
the railroad companies Sunday to move

Sinking of a Big Passenger Steamer on 
the Ohio 


Owensboro, Ky., Jan. 20.—The big 
passenger steamer State pf Missouri 
struck a rock and sank in 60 feet of 
Water, At least 87 ipassengera were 
drowned. She had on board nearly 100 
persons, including a crew of 60. At 
Alton, Where the mishap occurred, the 
river narrows, and the water being hich 
on extremely swift current results. This 
threw the stern of the boat in towards 
the shore, and before the pilot could 
regain control she hit a Tock, tearing a 
long hole in the hold, at the water- 
line. The passengers were frantic. They 
rushed to the upper decks, jn hope of 
delaying the inevitable, as the boat 
was rapidly sinking. Women and child- 
ren were trampled under in the scramble 
for Boats in the yawls, It was a tight 
fo~ life, in which many combatants haye 
gone to their daath. The first yawl 
launched was gunk within twenty feet 
of where it struck the water. Every- 
ore in it was drowned. A secoud yaw! 
was then pushed off, containing ‘four 
women. Thie reached shore. The 
steamer gave another terrific lurch, 
literally broke into pieces, and in ten 
minutes from the moment the rock woe 
struck nothing but the hull romained. 

The cabin and pilot house floated uway, 
dragging down into the water everyone 
upou it. To the lighter freight men, 
women and childron clung, many, how- 
evar, only to fall back into the ice-cold 
water, 5 ral succeeded in getting 
inte the willows and trees, and wero 
reseueo by farmers and jussing steamers.

Governor O'Brien reevived’ a despatch 
from the Imperial Goveiament last 
night refusing to assent to the bill for 
the removal of the disabilities of Sir 
William Whiteway and his colleagues. 

This refusal will probably compel the 
Government to accept a rayal commis- 
sion to investigate the colony’s affairs as 
in the resolutiona asking tho passage of 
this bill the Government admitted its 
incapacity to continue to conduct af- 
fairs.

Mattresses ure mostly made 
grass, faced with these butts. 

In 1864 in Galt there was on ontbreak 
of smallpox among. the workers in 
theae filthy. raga, but the committe: were 
aesured that no discase other than skin- 
disease had occurred among the em loyes 
at the factory_visitml. 

Shoddy thus obtained is also sold to 
bat factoriey and for the manufacture of 
felt. 

By the eight men employed 700 Jbs. of 
rags are handled daily. 

Tho proprietors of the next mill visited 
slated they received rage from Toronto 
and all quarters of Ontario, but their 
principai supply was from London, Ene- 
land, At thia factory the rags are cur- 
bonized, sent to woolen milis and inade 
inte cloth. This disinfecting process had 
prevented any outbronk of discase 
amongst the hands emplosed. 

Three other shoddy mills in the pro- 
vince use the same process, and with 
equally satisfactory results. 

A Jarge woolen shoddy mill, where 150 
hands are employed, and 96 looms are 
run was carefully inspected. Mere it 
war found that no old rage are used, 
but only clippings, ete. These are nade 
iuto wool and cottonette, and the fa- 
brics come Gut with all the freshness and 
beauty of new goods. 

The process here is eminently  satis- 
factory, whilst the first mill referred to 
above, is very satisfactory indeed. 

The committee recommended (1) That 
immediate steps be taken to prevent the 
introduction of into this proviuce 
from foreign countries, unless the con- 
signmenut be accompanicd by a certifi- 
cate vouching for their thorough lisin- 
fection, 

2 That all rags, except new ones, used 
al these mille undergo a thorough pro- 
cess of disinfection before being onased 
to the hands of the pickers. 

Attached to the report was ao list of 
the names and addresses of the shoddy 
factories in Ontario. From this it is 
learned that there are five such wills in 
Toronto, one at New Toronto, one at 
Toronto Junction and one each at the 
following places; Orillia, Owen Sound, 
Stratlord, Peterboro, Waterloo, Streets- 
ville, Thornbury, Weston, Almonte, Bres- 
lau, Doon, Huttonyville, Port Elmsley, 
Rouge Hill, Simcoe, Glenwilliam, Ber - 
lin, Alliston, Alton, Ashburnham, Barrib; 
Beaverton, Belleville, Bracebridge, Camp- 
bellford, Clarsbury, Cataract, Cobourg, 
Gananoque, Lambton, Inglewood, In- 
glies Falls, Hanover, Huttonville, Kiug- 
ston, Markham, Napanee, Meaford, Mid- 
land, Nicholson and Norwood.

Ald. Yeomans moved, seconded by Ald. 
Robinson, that the report be receiyed,—

Upon motion that the report be adopted, 
Ald, Bogart moved in amendment that the 
report be not now adopted, but be referred 
to the Council to be considered clause by 
clause in Committee of the Whole.

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THE PLANT TRICK. 


How a Troe May be Made to Grow He- 


fore Ono's Eyos 


A French scientist, M. Ragonneau, 
has just discovered how to mako a 
plant grow from tho seed in thirty min 
utes as much as it would under ordinary 
circumstances in as many days. Here 
tofore nature has shared this secret 
with the Yoghis of India alone and the 
mothods pursued by these clever magi 
clans in performing the trick have often 
been described, They plant asced in 
tho earth and cover it with a cloth, In 
a few moments the cloth begins to be 
pushed upward by the growing plant, 
which in a short time attains tho 
height of several fost Various 
theories have been advanced as to tho 
modus operandi of this miracle, one 
of the latest being that tho spectators 
are all hypnotized by the magician, 

During his travels in India, M. Rag 
onneau saw this trick performed’ fre 
quently and noticed that the Hindoos 
always imbedded the seed in oil which 
they brought with them especially for 
that purpose. At last ho learned that 
thoy obtained this earth from ant hills. 
Now, as every one knows, who has in- 
advertently eaten one of these industri- 
ous of formic acid, with which in time 
the soil ot their habitations become 
charged. This acid has the power of 
quickly dissolving the integument sur- 
rounding a seed and of greatly stimu 
lating the growth of the germ within. 

After a little experimenting with this 





acid the learned Frenchman was able to 
duplicate perfectly the Hindoo trick. 
His further researches have led him to 
believe that this discovery may be pro- 
fitably applied to agriculture, By in- 
fusing ants in boiling water acid as 
strong as vinegar can be obtained. M, 
Ragonneau has achieved the best re- 
sults and most perfect growth by using 
earth moistened with a solution of 5,000 
parts of water and one of acid. 








A Meohanical Achlovemont, 


A very notable achievement in metal- 
working processes was announced late- 
ly by the Velocipede Car Co., of Threo 
Rivers, Mich., in the production of the 
wheels for handcars from a single sheet 
of steel, thus greatly simplifying the 
operation, with decided advantages in 
the result. A sheet of proper thickness 
to insure sufficient strength is sheared 
to circular shape and, passing through 
a series of formative processes, is 
brought to the desired shape, the center 
being corrugated, for the purpose of 
securing increased stiffness. A hub, 
drop-forged from a single pieca of 
toughened steel, is then riveted in 
place, which operation completes the 
wheel. Tho result is a whee pRex cers 
tional lightness, as well as strength, 
and a distinct addition to the articles 
made in this line.x—New York Sun, 


A Now Way of Gotting Drunk,’

An Edneational Griovance. 

To the Editor of the INTELLIGENCER, 
Maynooru, Jan, 18. 
Dear Sir,—I would be loath to en- 
croach upon the columns of your valuable 
paper, except in so far aS to aid in uphold- 
ing the right and in suppressing what is 
wrong or may appear tyrannical. Permit 
me to call your attention to a recent action 
of the County Board of Examiners for 
North Hastings, which to my mind _ be- 
speaks a great fault in our educational sys- 
tem or savors intensely either of little 
ness or short sightedness. A year ago last 
August Mr, A. was engaged as teacher in 
S.58. No. 3. He found the school, as all 
admit, ina very backward state. There 
had been previously many changes of 
teachers, but none appeared capable of 





testimony from an old settler. Mr, Owen 
‘Robertson, writing from Mansewood, 
county of Halton, gives the following in- 
teresting history of Tippoo.

“Tippoo was foaled in Prince Edward 
county in 1818. His dam was a chestnut 
mare with a white stripe in the face, and 
was brought from the upper lakes.

Tippoo's sire was an Eng- 
lish thoroughbred called Fleetwood,and was 
brought over from the States by an Eng 
lishman about 1817, The winter following 
he season he was quartered at Henry 
Fox's place, one mile south of Demorest- 
ville, it was learned that the owner of 
Fleetwood had not paid the duty on the 
horse when crossing the Jines, and Jacob 
Bonter, a Custom Sousd official, came to 
seize the hotse. The owner requested the 
privilege of hitching his horse, and to go 
with Bonter and. prove that he had paid 
the duty. After getting ready, he 
politely informed Bonter and party than 
they might go to a warmer place that 
Prince Edward county, and struck for 
Kingston, The chase continued to Kings- 
ton for some 50 miles, and Fleetwood took 
to the ice, crossing oyer to the land of 
liberty by the way of Cape Vincent. Bonter 
gave up the chase, believing that Fleetwood 
and owner would be drowned any way, as 
the ice was never considered safe. He 
wrote back to his freinds that he got safely 
across, and that is the way Fleetwood got 
the appellation of Scapeall, because he 
escaped his pursuers and drowning. He 
never went by the name of Scapegoat that I 
know of. As Tippoo grew up to horse es- 
tate he showed splendid action. He had a 
French wave in his mane and tail. He had 
a number ef owners during his life and died 





Morden and Henry Dunning, of Northport, 
P. E. His death was caused by stepping on 
a rolling stone in Peter Demill’s orehard at 
Northport. He broke his thigh bone and 
died a month after in John Fox's stable. 
My brother-in-law, M. N. Fox, son of J. 
Fox, then a young man, helped to dfaw the 
horse to the bush after deathy I called on 
Isaac Morden four years ago, with Mr. M. 
N. Fox purposely to get his full version of 
the above story. He was then 88 years old, 
but I found him hale and hearty for his 
years. Mr. Morden was considered to be 
the best judge of horses in his day in Prince 
Edward, and he gave it as his opinion, that 
Fleetwood was the nearest perfect horse 
that he eversaw. He knew both of the 
owners, and was perfectly acquainted with 
the history of Tippo from a foal, and often 
saw his sire and dam, and can vouch for the 
above history as being correct. Mr. Morden 
is dead, but Mr. Fox is still well and hearty. 
I requested Mr, Fox to go with me to visit 
the sepulehre of the old Roman hero. By 
removing the leaves that kind nature bad 
spread over his grave. I really found the 
broken thigh-bone that had caused his 
death, and thought it no sacrilege to appro 
priate it, and I have it at present.

A Delightful Entertaloment io Belloville

Mr. Laurier, who was the first speak- 
er, said he believad that English his- 
tory was to-day fully repeated in Cana- 
dian history. It is only three years since 
Sir John A. Macdonald had been laid in 
the grave, but there was a marked fall- 
ing off in the Conservative ranks. A 
feeling of dissatisfaction had been creat- 
ed by gross corruption in the adminis- 
tration of the country, They were here, 
not to present the policy of the Liberal 
party, because that policy was well 
known, but he was here to defend the 
Libéral policy. It had long been a stale 
joke that the Liberal party had no 
policy. The Liberal policy was 
the same as that adopted by the Ottawa 
convention in 1898. 

The Liberal party demanded the adop- 
tion of a sound fiscal policy, which,while 
not doing injustice to any class, will 
promote domestic ‘and foreign trade; 
that the tariff be reduced to the needs 
of honest, economical and efficient gov- 
ernment; that it should be so adjusted 
as to bear as light as possible upon the 
necessaries of life, while promoting free 
trade with the whole world, more par- 
ticularly with Great Britain and the 
United States. ‘The Liberals, in other 
words, believed in a maximum of revye- 
nue for a minimum of taxation. Such, 
in brief, was the stand of the Liberal 
party. 

Protection, he declared, had been the 
bane and the curse of Canada. Mr. Lau- 
tier quoted a number of figures to bear 
out this contention. He claimed that 
Montreal had not been brought to its 
present condition by protection, but by 
its superior geographical position. 

Protection, as a matter of fact, 
stroyed maritime trade, and 
revenue tariff a maritime city like Monot- 
real would be more prosperous. He wain- 
tained that the manufacturers would be 
better off under a revenue tariff, us ell 
raw materials would be free, 

There were some people who 
that if the Liberals got into power trey 
would go too far, that they 
revolutionize the tariff and that a fi- 
bnanciai crisis would result There were 
others who thought that they would not 
go far enough, but between the two 
there was the happy medium of reform 
for which the Liberals stood, On this is- 
suc the Liberals stood prepared to meet 
the electors whenever the time came. 
The question wos, When would it come ? 
Ife could pot say, he was pot inthe se- 
trets of the false goda who sat at Ot- 
tawa, but like {leath the elections 
might come like a thief in the night, but 
Whenever they did come the Liberala 
would be ready, and they would win. 

Sir Oliver Mowat followed Mr. Laurier 
and assured his hearers that the Liberals 
of Ontario would do their part for Mr. 
Laxvier in the next election. 

Mr. Paterson, M.P., of Brant, attacked 
the National Policy, which he declared 
had been disastrous to the country. The 
meeting, which wos most orderly 
throughout, closed with ringing cheers 
for the Liberal leaders,

San Francisco, Jan. 23.—A severe snow- 
stornt has bee raging on tho line of the 
Central Pacific Railroad for the last 
24 hours, the snow being 22 feet deep 
on the level at the summit.

Manitoba Gains 830,000 a Year By the Re- 
adjustment 


Ottawa, Ont., Jan. 28.—Attorney- 
General Sifton and Treasurer MecMillau 
of the Manitoba Govennment have 
been asking for an increase of their Pro- 
Vincial siibsidy, on the basis of 200,000 
in the province, Tho last census gives 
the province about 152,000. The in- 
crease per capita for 200,000 vopula- 
tion would be about $40,000 annually. 
The Provincial Ministers got an olficial 
reply from Mr. Foster, stating that the 
Government would agree to pay un in- 
crease on the pbubsidy on the basis of 
180,000 of a population, which would 
mean*an increase of about $30,000 an- 
nually. The new arrangement holds 
good until 1896.

The situation grew more serious during 
the day. To-night the outlpok is most 
grave. The breach between the striking 
employes of the trolleys and the compan- 
ies has been widened by the day's do- 
ings. 

Master Workman Martin J. Connelly 
declares that the troops of the Seventh 
Regimeut raided a peaceable assemblage 
of workingmen, seized their papers and 
records and ran things with a bigh hand.

Dimensions for One Suitable for a Hera 


of Twenty Oows 


It is generally acknowlodged that a 
round silo, say thirty feot in diameter 
ja best, However itis claimed that a 
structure of that form,oxposes too much 
silage to the air while feeding, especi 
ally in summer From nine or ten's 
years’ oxporienco and careful reading 
of current discussions on the subject, I 
conclude that the silo is best placed in 
tho earth and so near the animals to be 
fod from it as possible, Thus construct 
od it is loas expensive and more durable 
than one above ground. It also requires 
less labor to fill it and to feed the silage 
to stock 

A building for a silo and twenty cows 
should be 36 feet square with a 12-foot 


row of stalls on each side facing the 
floor. Leave the floor unnailed so that 
it can be taken up at pleasure, The | 
silo should be constructed under this | 
floor, and tinay be round, twenty or more 
fect in diameter, or oblong with long 
diameter, nearly equalling the length 
of tho floor, But whatever the size or 
form, its depth should be not less than 


sixteen fect. The diagram shown is of 
a silo 32 feet long, 12 feet wide at the 
ends, with a middle diameter of 18 feet 
deep, Sixteen feet deep it will hold 
sufficient silage to afford 50 lbs. of food 
each day of the year, More partitions 
would insure leas top exposure while 
feeding.

My plan isto put the silo under the 
barn, or rather construct the silo first, 
placing the barn over it. First, set 
stakes at the corners and draw curved 
lines for the sides. Outside these side 
lines make alight wallone foot high 
Bohind this lay flat stones for a pave- 
ment, or make it of cement, Then 
commence excavating. The object of 
the pavement outside the wall is to keep 
rats from burrowing. As the excava- 
tion progresses, plaster the walls with 
sand and coment. The walls should 
converge slightly to the center. Ifthe 
barn is warm enough for cows and tho 
central part of the ensilage is used first, 
cement walls will outlast those of wood. 

A silo under the floor can _ be filled 
from both ends, and then weighted. It 
is claimed that weighting is unneces- 
sary, but its virtues are admitted by 
advocates of deep silos, In this silo the 
feed is nearer tho stock than in most 
others, A rope runs over a pulley with 
two hooks for attaching a 14 bushel 
basket to draw it up. A basket can be 
filled by the man-in the pit, hauled up 
by the man above, and emptied while 
another is being filled. 


A BLUE ROSE, 


it May be Acoomplished by Very Slow 
Stages.

mon, 


Lockjaw In Horses, 


A veterinarian writes to The London 
Farm and Home about tetanus, or lock- 
jaw, in horses as follows: As to “‘lock- 
jaw happening when there was no in- 
jury such as a cut,’’ we have met with 
many instances, and 80 well is it recog- 
nized that lockjaw may occur when 
there is no wound—that at least no 
wound can be detected—that tetanus 
has been divided into forms or varieties 
—traumatic and idiopathic. The dis- 
easo is described as traumatic when no 
wound can be found to which it can be 
attributed. The idiophathic form is 
put down to exposure to cold, hardship 
of any kind and sudden changes of tem- 

erature, especially when the skin is 
Featad ; but it is essential to remember 
that mere surface grazes are as capa- 
ble of giving rise to tetanus as

TYPICAL HEIFER, 


Tho Requisites for Establishing a Firet- 
Classe Dairy Herd. 


It is snid that ‘“‘the bullis half the 
herd" if developing a good herd of 
dairy cows. What then isthe other 
half? Itseemstous thatthe bull is 
given too much prominence in this 
estimate. That the heifer pictured 
above. That isnot tar froma fair re- 
presentative of the stock from which 





dairy herds are to bamade, The selec- 
tion of the cow ought tobe as impor- 
tant as that of the bull. A fairer divis- 
ion of responsibility would be to say that 
the bull, the cow and the food are each 
one-third of the herd.—Rural New York- 
er. 


TO PREVENT TUBERCULOSIS 


Bulletin No. 65 of the Cornell experi- 
ment station, Ithaca, N.Y., makes the 
following suggestions to prevent tuber- 
culosis : 

Board up the partitions of the stalls at 
the front so that no two cows can feed 
from the same manger or lick each 
other. 

Keep each animal strictly by its own 
stall and manger. 

When any animal is suspected don’t 
letitusea drinking trough or bucket 
in common with other animals. 

Avoid old milch cows and unthrifty 
ones, or keep them secluded from the 
rest of the herd. 

The following conformation usually 
indicates a weakness of constitution and 
a susceptibility to tuberculosis : Head 
narrow between the horns, sunken eyes, 
depth of bavity (temporal) back of the 
eyes, thin, narrow ewe neck, chest 
small, lacking in both depth and 
breadth, hollow flank and tendency to 
pot belly, a general lack of muscle, so 
that the limbs seem loosely attached to 
tho body—in breeds that show a variety 
of colors, animals of the lighter shades 
of brown and yellow. If, however,such 
are of high value for the dairy and can 
be kept free trom infection they need 
not be rejected, 

Don't purchase from a herd in which 
tuberculosis has appeared or in which 
cattle have died or been killed witl 1a 
year or two. Resort first to the tuber- 
culin test. 

Don't take a cow with a husky or rat- 
tling cough, wheezing, hurried breath- 
ing, discharge from nose, fetid breath, 
hard bunches under the skin, diseased 
udder, swollen bones or joints, unthrif- 
tiness, or a tendency to scour or bloat. 

Don’t purchase from city, suburban 
or swill stables. 

Don't add newly-purchased cattle to 
your herd until you have tested thom 
with tuberculin, especially if they havo 
been the product of inbreeding. 

Don't admit strange cattle to house, 
field or yard with your own ; keep them 
apart until tested with tuberculin, 

In case of disease or unthriftiness in 
your herd, put the animal apart and 
have it examined by a skilled yotorin- 
arian. 

If after this there remains any doubt 
as to the real nature of the disease, have 
the animal tested with the tuberculin in 
the hands of a practitioner thoroughly 
acquainted with cattle and their dis- 
eases. If the resultia not yet quito clear 
keep the animal by itself and repeat the 
test in four weeks. 

In case an animal ina herd shows 
tuberculosis, test the whole herd with 
tuberculin. 

‘Test in the samo manner all animals 
on the farm that como in contact with 
cattle. 

Kill all tuberculous animals and boil, 
burn, and dissolve in acid or bury deep- 
ly in a place to which no animals have 
access 

Disinfect premises thoroughly, also 
a}! products of tho diseased animals and 
all articles used about them, 

Lot no consumptive person attend on 
cattle or other live stock or prepare 
their food, 

Vermin—rats, mice, sparrowa—in a 
building where tuberculosis animals 
have been should bo exterminated,

1894 will long be remembered by many 
of our citizens as the year in which two 
important conventions met in our city, 
those of the Provincial Sunday School As- 
sociation and the Intercollegiate Mission- 
ary Alliance, and now the first one for 
1895 will assemble to-morrow. As far 
back as 1860 a Y.M.C.A. was in existence 
here, its chief officers being: President, 
Mr. R. Mitchelhill; Secretary, Mr. W. 
Tilley; Treasurer, Mr, Geo. S. 'Tickell. 
Again in 1869 a vigorous organization was 
formed with Mr. A. G. Northrup, Pres. ; 
Mr. Wm. Johnson, Sec.; and Dr. W. J. 
Palmer, Treasurer, and some seven years 
later still another association was com 
menced, the chief movers in which were 
Mr. W. H. VanTassell, President, and 
Mr. W. I. Holton, Secretary. <A local 
chronicler at the time writes; ‘“The first 
Y.M.C.A, met once a week during the 








winter season, held meetings for young 
men and also provided a_ series of 
lectures, one every week.’’ The second 


one occupied extensive rooms in the Neil- 
son Block on Front St. west, but fine, free

THE POLICY OF THE PATRONS. | 


| 
Grand President Mallory Outlines tho 
Policy of the Organization In Do-« 
miinton Pollittes | 

Toronto, Jan. 24.—The 
publishes the following announcement 
Over the signature of the Grand Presi- | 
dent of the Patrons, Mr. C. A. Mallory: 

At the late meeting of the Grand Board 
in Toronto, the following was prepared 
for publication in the presa of Canada 
o6 #n outline of the demands made by 
Patrons in connection with Dominion 
affairs: 

No director or stockholder of any rail- 
roud or other corporation asking for 
or obtaining any emolument or aid from 
the Government shall be eligible for 
election to the House of Commons; and 
if such conditions shall occur in the case 
of a gnember already elected, his seat 
shall be declared vacant. 

It shall be declared a breach of tho 
Independence of Parliament Act for any 
member of the House of Commons to ac 
cept fees or emoluments other than bir 
yearly walary or sessional indemnity for

These threats 
failed, and dealing the prostrate woman 
several brutal blows in the face, he ran- 
sacked the house and carried off two 
gold watches, © gold necklace, three 
rings, Mrs, Hutchinson's sable furs and 
a suit and overcoat of his brother's. 

Mrs, Hutchinson made her way to a 
neighboring drug store and telephoned 
for her husband, who is employed in the 
Heintrman Piano Co. 

When the husband reached home he 
found his wife in a pitiable condition, 
with her face badly bruised and both 
eyes swollen, and the house in general 
disorder, To him the wife told the story 
of the assault and robbery. 

When accused of the crime John Hut- 
chinson made lying accusations as to his 
sister-in-law. His brother endeavored to 
persuade him to leave the city, offering 
to forgive him his offence, but the lat- 
ter, instead of being grateful, pulled a 
revolver and threatened to kill the man 
who had befriended him. His arrest fol- 
lowed, and pawn tickets for the stolen 
goods were found in his possession. 

When his case was called in Magis- 
trate Denison’s court yesterday, the room 
was cleared and the trial proceeded with 
behind closed doors. ‘The magistrate 
thought the case the most contemptible 
he had ever met with. “The man who 
stolo from the deaf mute is honorable as 
compared with this man, If his story of 
his intimacy with his brother's wile 
true he is an infamous scoundrel, 
if it be false, as I believe it is, he is no 
better,” \ 

The charge was laid under section 398 
of the Criminal Code, which reads; 

“Every one is guilty of au indictable 
offence and liable to imprisonment for 
life, and to be whipped, who robs any 
person, und at the time of, or immedia- 
tely before, or immediately after, such 
robbery, wounds, beats, strikes or uses 
Qoy personal violence to such person.” 

“This man’s crime ought to be visited 
with most exemplary punishment, and 
I would ask for the extreme penalty,” 
said Mr, Curry. When the magistrate 
demurred from this, Mr. Curry pressed 
strongly for the lash in any case. 

When sentence had ‘been passed 
prisoner was sent into the cage below. 
“I would vot haye minded the sentence 
had it not been for the lash,’’ he after- 
wards remarked to Detective Davis. 

Hutchinson has already served a term 
in Seattle, W.T., for burglary, and in 
the event of acquittal yesterday was to 
have been sent to Trenton to stand his 
trial there for stealing, The day fol- 
lowing his arrest here, Inspector Stark 
receiyed a letter from the Chief Con- 
stable of Trenton, which stated that 
Hutchinson had entered the Grand Union 
Hotel at that place and ransacked the 
rooms of somo of the guests, He waa dis- 
covered in a room on the second story 
anda guard placed at the door, whilaa 
messenger went to call a police officer. 
Before the officer arrived Hutchinson 
threw up the window and leaping to 
the ground escaped.

Brooklyn, Jan. 24.—The sensation of 
the trolley strike to-day was ao decision 
by Justice Gaynor of the Supremo Court 
against the companies in mandamus pro- 
| ceedings to compel them to show cause 
why they are hot operating their lines, 
|} Tho Brooklyn Heights Co. is severely 
scored for failing to operate its lines. 

The decision defines the rights of cor- 
porations holding franchises from the 
people, in terms that caused great re- 
joicing in the ranks of the strikers, and 
amoug workingmen generally, Justice 
Gaynor sets 10 a.m, to-morrow for the 





hearing by @oth partics as to whether 
& peremptory writ of mandamus shall 
issue. 

Dside from this decision, the day was 
one of great gains for the companies, 
very little disorder prevailed and a good 
showing was made on many lines, 

Following is a synopsis of Judge Gay- 
nor’s decision in the Supreme Court on 
application of Joseph Loader, for a 
mandamus to compel the Brooklyn 
Heighta Railway to operfite its cars in 
sufficient numbers to accommodate the 
traveling public, He signifies his inton- 
tion of granting a mandamus, the form 
to be decided on the arguments in court 
to-morrow. 

The decision is that the railway cor- 
poration is not in the position of a 
mere private individual or company 
carrying on business for private gain, 
which may suspend its business tem- 
porarily or permanently at pleasure. It 
has received franchises of great value. 
In return it took upon itself the per- 
formance of public duties 
functions, in the performance of which it 
is in law, and iv fact, not an in- 
dependent individual or entity, but the 
accountable agent of the state, 

The duty of the company now before 
tho court is to carry passengers through 
certain streets of Brooklyn, and 
furnish men and cars enough to fully uc- 
commodate the public. It may not Jaw- 
fully cease to perform that duty for 
even on hour. 

If they cannot get labor to perform 
such duties at what they offer to pay, 
ther they must pay more, and as much 
as ia necessary to get it. 

Likewise If the conditions in respect 
ct hoars or otherwise which they »mpose 
repel labor they must adopt more lenient 
or just conditions. They may not 
stor their cars for ohe hour, much less 
one week or one year, thereby to }eat 
or coerce the price on conditions r.hey 
offer, Tor them to do so would le a 
defiance of law and of government.

ACTOR KENDAL ACCUSED OF FRAUD, 


He Is Said To Mave Made False Oath Abont 
Theatrical Costunies, 


New York, Jon. 25.—When Mr, and 
Mrs. Kendal, who are playing at Abbey's 
Theatre, arrived in this city on Sept. 12 
last, Mr. Kendal made affidavit that the 
16 baskets of costumes for his company 
and the 17 cases of stage property and 
furniture, which comprised his baggage, 
had done service in London. This entitl- 
ed the property to free entry, provided 
a bond was furnished that they would 
be retained in thia country no longer 
thar six months. Mr. Kendal and Daniel 
Frohman became sureties. 

The entire value of the goods is $3500, 
Appraiser W. H. Bunn hae been conduct- 
ing an imvestigation ever since the de- 
livery of the goods, and yesterday he 


reported to Collector Kilbreth that the 


costumes which Mr. Kendal had sworn 
Were not new and had never been used 
prior to their arrival here, 

Collector Kilbreth immediately noti- 
fie? Mr. Kendal of the charge against 
him, and the latter sent a representative 
to see the Collector. He was told that 
unless $1096.26 duty was paid at 
once the costumes would be seized. 


How Smuggling Gocs On From Buffalo. 


Bulfalo, N.Y¥., Jan, 25.—During the past 
year there was a remarkable decreuse 
the Custom House receipte it this 
port, the aggregate sum bein $472,2L4.- 
18, a falling off of $281,655.51 froml the 
receipts of 1898. The goods imported 
lost year were valued at $2,714,198, ao 
decrease from the previous year of 
$556,162, There is lots of petty smug- 
fling carried on here, says a Government 
officer, “simply because it would 1te- 
quire a regimpnt of inspectors to ex- 
oirine every person carefully, and it 
would subject many innocent persons to 
A Vast amount Of inconvenience. I used ta 
work in a large retail store up town, 
aud on every Canadian holiday, particu- 
larly Dominion Day and the Queen's 
birthday, the girls froni neross the bor- 
der would come into the store inf troops 
and monopolize the dressing rooms all 
doy. They would buy stacks of ‘dress 
goods, cottona, etc., and instead of car- 
rying the bundles done up in paper— 
Well, they would conceal the goods + nder 
theie skirts. What could one or two 
inspectors at Intdrnational Bridge or 
Clitton do with a whole train load of 
petty smugglors; why, he would simply 
‘wink the other eye,’ and let them go 
at that. To stop such petty smuggling 
os that the British Government would 
haye to establish a constant picket-line 
from ocean to ocean, and about 800,000 
men would be requimsd.”’ 


Charged With Embezzling $14,000 

Niagara Falls, N.Y., Jan. 26.—In the 
days when royalty, dukes, earls and 
knights were the common every-day 
guests of David Isaacs at the Prospect 
House on the Canadian side, his chief 
clerk. was Morris B. Pike, a handsome, 
well-dressed and gentlemanly person.

Crazed nat the Thought of Parting With 
Them, the Woman Took the Children 
Ont of Bed and Held Them in a Tab 
of Water Until Dead 


Boston, Jan. 26.—Mra. Miry McBour- 
nic, living at 627 Huorrison-nvenus, 
walked into Station 10, Roxbury, at noon 
to-day ond gave herself up, stating ehe 
hod murdered her two children. They 
were found dead at her house. Tho wo- 
mop; is supposed to have killed the child- 
ren while crasy from over-indulgence in 
liquor, 

Mes. McBournie saill that she murdered 
the children rather than have her hua- 
band take them away from her, as he 
hax intimated he would. She had often 
stated to friends, she said, that she 
would rather the children were dead than 
to be separated from them, and had 
threntened that she would kill them 
first, 

“Thia morning I kept thinking and 
thinking, of what my husbaud had said 
to me about taking the children away, 
anu I decided that I would save them 
by killing them, 1 went into the room 
where Clara and Johnnie were xleeping, 
I_ took Clara out first. and wndressed 
her: took her jnto another room, where 
I hac a tub of water, ond then held her 
head Ynder the water until she was 
déad, ‘She did uot make much ioise nor 
struggle very hard. 

“I thén put her away ond went after 
Johnnie, who was four years old. He 
war ip ‘bed, and I told him that I 
wapted him to go to heaven. He snid 
he did not want to go, but I took him 
out to the tub and held his head under 
the water until he, too, waa dead. 

“After that I todk the two children, 
washed them carefully, laid@them side 
by side in the bed, closed their cyes and 
placed coppers on them to keep the 
lids down, and feft the house.’ 


SUNDAY SALOONS AND CRIME. 
Mayor Strong of New York Declarca It Im- 
possible to Stop Sunday Selling 


New York, Jan. 24.—A committee of 
Methodist ministers and members of the 
W.C.T.U. called on Mayor Strong this 
afternoon and urged him to close the 
saloons on Sunday, and use all his in- 
fluence to prevent the passage of a law 
to legalize Sunday opening. They told 
the Mayor that they elected him with 
their work and their prayers and had a 
right to make demands of him, Mayor 
Strong heard them through and then said 
that no minister in the city wanted the 
saloons closed on Sunday more than he 
did, but that it was well nigh impos- 
sible to close them, “I don’t know that 
I can do anything,” he said, “Our elec- 
tion last fall wiped out bosses of this 
city and put me here aa the represen- 
tative of the people. I am the repre- 
sentative of the grog shops os well as 
the churches. You must allow me _ to 
talk to the liquor’denlers just the same 
er I talk to you.I don’t want to open 
the saloons on Sunday. I want to stop 
crime in ‘the city. I want the Legisla- 
ture to see if something can not be done 
end I can stand all the abuse you can 
five me,” The Mayor told the commit- 
tee, in conclusion, that to enforce the 
law would fill all the station houses, 
jails and all the houses the city could 
rent. He could not be won over from 
hia original purpose and was going on 
in’ the way he had started, to see if he 
could not get a law that could be en- 
forced and lessen crime in the city. 


HEAVY BILLS TO PAY, 


Judgments For a Million and a Half 
Agaltust 8. J. Ritchic ond Wife, 


Cleveland, Jan. 26.—The decree in the 
consolidated casea of James B, McMul+ 
len, et al, against Samuel J. Ritchie, et 
al, was prepared in the United States 
Court to-day.

Four Foreign Warships Land Marines ‘"> 
Protect Their Countrymen 


London, Jan. 25. -- The Central News 
correspondent ut Che-Foo telegraphs that 
the Japanese have landed at Ninghai, 20 
miles from Che-Foo, and intend eur- 
rounding Wei-Has- Wei. 

The British gunboat Redpole has gone 
to Wen-Chow, at the request of the 
British Consul at that place. It is re- 
ported missionary women have been 
beaten .by the natives there, and that 
the Chinese officials display a bitter 
feeling against foreignere. 

The flagship of Admiral Fremantle is 
lying off Wei-HalsWei, watching opera- 
tions, 

A despatch to The Pall Mall Gazette 
fron: Che-Foo anys the Chinese claim to 
have refulsed the Japanese in the vi- 
cinity of Wei-Hai-Wei, capturing nine 
guns. 

The Britieh, American, French and Ger- 
mou warshipa have landed marines at 
Che-Foo to protect the citizens of their 
respective countries, who are greatly 
excited over the situation. 

The ordinary budget has passed the 
Imperial Diet. 

Prince Arisugawa, chief of the general 
stoff. is dead. Tho cause of hie death 
was typhoid fever, Field Marsbal Prince 
Komatsu of the Imperial Guard will 
become chief of the general staff. 

Gen. Sakuma reports from Yuog-Chen, 
unde: date of Jan. 21, as follows: Upon 
the first arrival of the trausports the 
lauding of marines began. The snow 
was very heavy and deep. The Chinese 
earth batteries began firing upon the 
landing party, but, after observing the 
formidable array of ships in the bay, the 
Chinese troops retreated westward. The 
first troops that were landed pushed for- 
ward and seized Yung-Chen fortress, It 
was a splendid rush, Field Marshal Gen. 
Oyama and staff will join us at once. 

A despatch from Tokyo to the Cen- 
tral News says the steamer Satsuma has 
arrived at Ujina, Japan. She reports 
that she, with other transports, left 
Talien-Wan on the afternoon of Jan. 19 
and reached Yung-Cheng Bay, near Wei- 
Hai-Wei, at daybreak on Jan. 20. The 
Yayeyama and the other warships of 
the Tleet landed a force of marines, who 
met a feeble resistance from four Chin- 
ese guns, This battery was answered 
from the small boats and the defenders 
of the ‘battery were dispersed by tho 
guns of the warships, The Chinese guns 
were captured and shipped on board the 
Yayeyama, and the landing was effected 
Without loss. The Japanese troops be- 
fan advancing towards Yung-Chang the 
same night. The first fleet of trans- 
ports had nearly completed landing their 
troops in the afternoon of Jan. 21, when 
the Satsuma left, The second lot of 
trapsports arrived on the morning of 
Jan. 21, and the landing of their troops 
was also nearly effected. The weather 
was clear, the sea calm and all of the 
conditions were favorable. The English, 
German and Chinese keepers who were 
found in the Shantung lighthouses were 
retained under their former conditions 
and pay, and instructed to continue the 
usual light.

German Agriculturists Would Forbid 
Speculation in Food Products. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 26.—The Ameri- 
cou Consul-General at Berlin reports to 
the State Department that the depres- 
sion of prices for grain and other agri- 
cultural products continues to  agi- 
tate the representatives of the agri- 
cultural and land-owning classes oevery- 
where in Europe. Attention has already 
been called to the resolutions adopted by 
ngriculturists’ unions in London last 
Monday, which were directed *against 
speculation in grain on the exchanges, 
necompanied by special requesta to the 
British Government that trading in fic- 
titious food values be forbidden by law, 
owing to the harm it does by lowering 
prices, and that only such trades shall 
be lawful as are based on the actual arti- 
cle. Similar action has been taken in 
Germany. At o meeting of the Central 
Agricultural Union of Saxony it was de- 
clared that the present price’ of grain 
dock not cover the cost of production. 
A change of conditions is not to be ex- 
pected without a change of laws. Be- 
sides grain, most of the other agricul- 
tural lines are in bad plight, if not equal- 
ly ruined. Tutelligence, thrift and per- 
oual industry no longer suffice to main- 
tain the existence of farmers and lease 
holders. In addition to demanding a 
sort of anti-option law, called for tho 
abrogation of all customs, bonus for 
grain and mill products, axked the Gov- 
ernment to establish granaries similar to 
thone of the west, and expressed the Lope 
that the establishment would permit the 
War Department to buy for the army 
“such breadstuffs only as grow on Ger- 
man soil.’

RELIEF DOGS

Canine Red Cross Service iu the German 
Army 


For several years oxperiments have 
been mado in the German army in the 
training of dogs tor service in tho hos- 
pital department. Not long ago the 
well-known animal painter, Jean Bun- 
gartz, was commissioned to take up the 
matter, and his recent report occasioned 
high praise from the omperor and tho 
army. ‘Tlie first important step was the 
selection of a breed of dogs possessing 
all the qualities, necessary for the pur- 
ose, viz.: Obedience, watclfuiness, 
intelligence, fidelity and perseverence, 
These qualities were found in the 
Scotch collie in the highest degree, and 
this breed was, therefore, Gabicna by 
Bungartz. 
The equipment of the dog consists of 
a strong collar with a small leather 

ocket for letters, a small waterproof 

lanket for his rest at night and two 
pockets containing a small surgcon’s 
outfit, linen, medicines and a small 
amount of dog biscuit. The ontire load 
is less than ten pounds and can be easily 
carried by the dog for days. 

His services are most important in 
tho search for the wounded or dead; he 
often brings first help to a soldier fallen 
in brush or underwood and completel 
hidden from sight ; he makes an excel- 
lent courier, and runs from hospital to 
command or vice versa, faithtully de- 
livering messages intrusted to his care 
as fastas a cavalryman, with much 
less danger to both courier and mes- 
sage. A large red cross marks each 
side pocket, and designates his connec- 
tion with the sanitary and relief corps. 
He also carries a smalilantern on his 
back, to enable the litter bearer to fol- 
low himin the search for the wounded 
or dead at night. 


MAKING UP LOST TIME. 


It is mn Dificult Fent for Railroad En< 
ginecrs. 


In regard to the difficulty of making 
up lost time on railways, a writer in a 
toreign paper says: ‘Thus, to take a 
case, 10 miles to be run at 60 miles an 
hour, average line, supfose the engi- 
neer is a couple of minutes late when 
be comes to this length of 10 miles, 
which ho generally runs in 10 minutes. 
If he run it at 65 miles an hour, he is 
then only making up one minute in 
every 18 miles, and if ho runs at 70 
miles an hour, he makes up one minute 
in every seyen miles, He is probably 
timed to make it necessary to do the 10 
miles about as fast as he can overy day, 
so that trying to gain even a couple of 
minutes in this length is out of the ques- 
tion, Again: if herelaxes the speed 10 
miles, say, to 59, he is losing time at 
the rate of one minnte in every five 
miles. Thus, from a speed of 60 an in- 
crease of 10 milvs only gains one min- 
ute in every soven miles, but a decrease 
of 10 miles loses one minute in every 
five miles.—Power.

Ritchie. If the sales does not net enough 
to pay the claims in full, the stock of Mrs. 
Sophronia Ritchie is to be sold by the 
court. It was upon the decision in this 
case that Ritchie based the charges prefer- 
red against United States Judge Ricks in the 
Congressional memorial.

In France the women teachers clect wo 
men members on all boards of education. 

In Sweden women vote for alleloctive 
Officers except representatives: iti- 
directly, for menibers of the house of 
lords, 

In Norway they have school suffrage 

In Ireland the women vote for the har- 
bor boards, poor law guardians, and in 
Belfast for municipal officers. 

In Russia women houscholders vote for 
all elective officers and on all local mat 
ters. 

In Finland 
officers, 

In Austria-Hungary they vote,by proxy, 
for all elective officers

Now Postcards 


A curious instance of the influence of 
public pressure upon official conservat- 
ism is afforded by the success of the de- 
mand in England for postcoards not of 
government manufacture.’ For various 
reasons it would bea convenience to the 

ublic to be allowed to use its own cards 
aflixing to them the proper government 
stamp. Itis obvious that this would 
also be to the pecuniary advantage of 
the postoflice. It would profit by saving 
the cost of the postal card, for which it 
now makes no charge to the public, and 
it would lose only by the insignificant 
cost of making the stamp. As the exist— 
ing postal cards coulds still be obtained 
by those who conferred them, it would 
seem that no one could possibly 
complain. The ere office, however, 
has sturdily replied to those who urged 
this concession that there were difficul- 
ties in the way of it which could not be 
overcome, although what these difficul 
ties were it was impossible to find out. 
At all events, they have been overcome 
for the postoflice now Announces that 
cards of the prescribed weight and size 
will henceforth be admitted to the mails 
when the proper stamp has been affixed, 
Since the expenditure of the depart 
ment is increasing faster than its re- 
venue, a saving effected without ox- 
pense by yielding toa popular demand 
'may not be unwelcome.—New York 
Post.

The special comunittee of the Reeves of 
the nine front townships of the county ap- 
pointed on the first day of this session to 
consider the advisibility of doing away 
with the November session of the Council 
and such other business as they may 
deem inthe interests of the good goyern- 
ment of tle county, reported as follows: 

BELLEVILLE, Shire Hall, Jan. 24. 
His Honor the Warden and Council of 
Hastings : ‘ 

GENTLEMEN,—Your special committee 
appointed on the first day of this session 
submits to your consideration the following 
report ; : 

(1)—That $10,000 only be applied upon 
County gravel roads of Hastings for the 
the year 1895. 

(2)—That noemployee of the county upon 
either the roads or bridges staff be boarded 
in future at the county’s expense. 

(3)—That the foremen upon the county 
gravel roads be paid after this date $1.50 
per day instead of $1.60 ag heretofore. 

(4)—That the team of the foreman and 
superintendant be paid for at the rate off 
$2.50 per day instead of $2.75. : 

(5)—That the teams of private parties 
employed upon such works be paid for at 
the rate of $2.25 during spring, summer, 
and autumn and $2 per day in winter. 

(6)—That where practicable all jobs for 
thedelivery of gravel upon the county 
gravel roads be let by’ contract instead of 
day work. 

(7)—That all teamsters upon county 
gravel roads and bridges shall in future be 
able bodied men, and the Superintendent 
is hereby instructed to refuse the services 
of boys in the capacity of driver. 

(8)—That the session for winding up the 
year's business be held in December instead 
of November, so thatthe year's work may be 
fully reported to the Council and that the 
first day of the session be Thursday instead 
of Tuesday, and the hour 10 a. m, instead 
of 2 p.m. 

All which is respectfully submitted, 


Some of the members from the back 
townships objected to the December ses- 
sion commencing on Thursday, as it would 
keep them here till Saturday and not allow 
them to get heme before the following 
Sunday. 

Mr. Dench thought the special commit- 
tee had made some good recommendations, 
but some of them he could not agree with. 
The reduction of the appropriation to 
gravel roads to $10,000 met with his ap- 
proval, and we would seein a year or two 
whether this amount was too small. He did 
object to the reduction of wages of the men 
employed upon the county roads, as these 
men could easily even up with the county 
by doing a little loafing. He did not 
think the November session could be dis- 
posed with, but he objected to the session 
being opened on Thursday. The members 
from the northern municipalities would 
haye to leave on Friday to get home before 
Sunday, and would thus be absent from 
the Council during the transaction of im- 
portant business. He moved in amend- 
ment that the report be adopted after 
striking out the clauses complained of. 
_Mr, Vermilyea suggested evening ses- 
s1ons. 

Mr. Dench—I think we do enough work 
during the day, without working in the 
evening and he did not think the rate- 
payers expected us to work nights in the 
transaction of their business. 

Mr. Vermilyea—-The proposition in the 
report referred simply to the November 
Session, where there was very little com- 
mittee work to be done. As to the wages 
of the men on the county roads he thought 
many «farmer would be glad to get his 
team at work during the winter at $10 per 
week, He agreed to the change of day of 
meeting at the November session. 

On motion the report was read clause by 
clause and discussed. 

Mr. Holgate objected to the reduction 
of 10 cents per day in the wages of the 
foremen, and moved that the wages re- 
main us heretofore. 

Mr. Stokes thought that all classes in 
the county should be made to share the 
depression in the times. He considered 
the wages proposed were fair pay.

While the general outlook for definite 
work is at present anything but encourag- 
ing, we are pleased to note from reports 
received that this class have not been en- 
tirely forgotten by the Association at rail 
In some of the Y.M.C,A. 
mechanical classes for drawing are held 
especially for railroad men. At two points, 
namely East. Toronto and St. Thomas. 
Associations have been organized for some 
years, with reading rooms, bath rooms and 
other means for reaching and benefitting 
railroad men. These Associations have 
been in receipt of financial and other as- 
from the railroad companies, 
Experience has shown that without the co- 
operation of the roilroad corporations at 
large centres it is difficult to clo specific 
work for railroad men. We are inclined 
to believe that much can be done to influ- 
ence railroad companies to support this 
work by each Association giving all the 
time and attention possible to this matter, 
and, as some have done, put forth special 
efforts to reach these men. Railroad men, 
asa rule, appreciate anything done for 
their benefit and railway companies are 
more likely to be willing to aid when re- 
sults are apparent. : 

Mr. Hodge, of New York, said a grand 
work was being done on various lines in 
the United States by the Y.M.C.A. A 
number of the prominent railroad men 
were much interested in the work and had 
contributed handsomely to this brangh of 
the work. He hoped that similar work 
would be accomplished on the C.P.R. and 
G.T.R. railroads in this country. 

Mr. Fred 8. Goodman, of New York, 
delivered a brief but inspiring address on 
the work of the ‘‘Initernational Commit- 
tee.” “He outlined the work which the 
committee was doing all over the contin- 
ent. Also the work which was being done 
on railway lines, colleges and in distant 
lands. Work among the Indians and 
colored men was progressing. There 
should be unification in thls international 
work and also consolidation. 

A short discussion followed in which 
number of the delegates participated. 

A bible reading was given by Mr. F. 
8. Goodman, of New York, referring es- 
pecially to the work of Paul, and the good 
which this apostle accomplished. In con- 
cluding his address the speaker enjoined 
upon all to partake of the spirit of Paul 
and work as earnestly for the Master's 
kingdom as the Ayostle did. 

Mr. F, J. Fedarb, of Ottawa, read a 
paper entitled ‘The Worker and his 
Bible,” which had been prepared by Mr. 
Jas. Gibson, of Ottawa, The paper was a 
lengthy and exhaustive one. Of the 
many points brought out were the follow- 
ing: The study of the Bible in our Associa- 
tion should be supplementary to the 
teaching of the ordinary educational insti- 
tutions and at the Sunday School and 
complementary to the regular preaching of 
the word from the pulpit. It should be 
studied so as to give wide and comprehen- 
sive views of truth. Anexcellent plan is 
to study the Bible topically; take up and 
follow out a subject. Find out what the 
Bible has to say on the subject of love, of 
holiness and of sin. Study the character 
of the Bible and the promises in it; study

A HEAVY SNOW STORM. 


Big Drifte—Jnterruption to Traftic—The 
Worst of the Season, 


As was predicted by old “Old Probs” yes- 
terday, the work of the “oose pluckers” in 
the north-east was decidedly in evidence 
this morning. 

A strong wind bore the feathery flakes 
along, and, besides heaping them in big 
drifts of two or three feet in exposed places, 
caused them to penetrate into every nook 
and cranny where it was possible for them 
to penctaats, and into many impossible 
looking places as well. 

The walks were so thickly covered that 
pedestrians found it hard work to struggle 
along on their way to business, and the 
horses which drew the milkmen’s and 
bakers’ sleighs, which are supposed to 
make regular calls, were given a task be- 
yond their powers, as all were far behind 
time 

By 8 a.m. not less than a foot had fallen 
on the level. By 3 p.m. it had increased to 
15 inches or more, and still snowing. 

The stages that came through report a 
hard fight. The Ivanhoe stage left that 
place, which is twenty miles from Belle- 
ville, at 5 a.m. and not reach here till near 
eleven this forenoon. The driver said he 
broke roads for fourteen miles and had it 
not been for the Dominion Express matter 
which he carried he would have turned 
back. The Trenton and Ameliasburg stages 
arrived at about their usual time. Tweed 
and Frankford stages had not arrived at 
two o'clock. 

The railroads were put to great inconven- 
ience by the storm. nthe main line of 
Grand Trunk snow-ploughs were kept in 
motion during the night and this morning, 
yet the line could not be kept clear. The 
train which usually brings the ne wapendrs 
was cancelled, and the express was so late 
in starting and found the going so heavy 
that it kept losing time until, at 2p. m., it 
was reported three hours and fifty minutes 
late and still losing. The mail train from 
the east was reported 24 hours late at 4 p. m. 

On the Grand Junction a plough was 
sent out this morning and the express due 
to leave at 5:45 a. m. did not leave until 10 
o'clock. The Madoc train, due at 8:45, did 
not arrive until about noon, and then it did 
not go to the market.

In 
my eyes for sconery it appeared to be a 
mixture of Yosemite and Yellowstone 
Park, All Christian -peoplo want to 
know more of Ceylon, for'thoy have a 
long while been contributing for its 

evangelization. As our ship from Aus 

tralia approached this island, there hoy- 
ered over it clouds thick and black as 
the superstitions which have hovered 
here for centuries; but the morning 
sun was breaking through like the Gos- 

Llight, which is to scatter tho last 
cloud of moral gloom. The sea lay 
along the coast calm as the eternal pur- 
poses of God toward all islands and con- 
tinents. We swing into the harbor of 
Colombo, which is made by a break- 
water built at vast expense. AS wo 
floated into it the water is black with 
boats of all sizes, and manned by peo- 

le of all colors, but chiefly Tamils and 

Gingaleso. 

There are two things I want most to 
see on this island: a heathen temple 
with its devotees in idolatrous worship, 
and an audience of Cingalese addressed 
by a Christian missionary. The on- 
tomologist may have his capture of 
brilliant insects; and the sportsman his 
tent adorned with antler of red deer and 
tooth ot wild boar; and the painter his 

ortfolio of gorge three thousand feet 
fat and of days dying on evening 
pillows of purple cloud etched with fire ; 
and the botanist his camp full of orchids, 
and crowfoots, and gentians, and 
valerian, and lotus. I want most to find 
out the moral and religious triumphs, 
how many wounds have been healed ; 
how many sorrows comforted; how many 
euitombed enations resurrected. Sir 
William Baker, tho famous explorer 
and geographer, did well for Ceylon 
after his eight years’ residence in this 
island, and Professor Ernst Heckel, the 
professor from Jena, did well when he 
swept these waters, and rummaged 
these hills, and took home for future 
Anspection the insects of this tropical 
air. And forever honored be such 
work ; ut let all that is sweet in rythm, 
and graphic on canvas, and imposing 
in monument, and immortal in memory 
be brought to tell the deeds of those 
yi were heros and heroines for Christ’s 
sake, 

Many scholars have supposed that this 
Island of Ceylon was the orignal Garden 
of Eden, where the snake first appeared 
on reptilian mission. There are reasons 
for belief that this was the site where 
the first homestead was opened and de- 
stroyed. It is so near the equator that 
there are ndt more than twelve degrees 
of Fahrenheit difference all the year 
round. Perpetual foliage, perpetual 
fruit, and all styles of animal life pros- 
per. What loxuriance, and abundance 
and superabundance of life! What 
styles of plumage do not the birds sport! 
What styles of scale do not the fishes 
reveal! What styles of song do not the 

roves have in their libretto! Here on 
the roadside and clear out on the beach 
of the sea stands the cocoanut tree, say- 
ing, ‘‘Take my leaves for shade. Take 
the juice of my fruit for delectable 
drink. Take my saccharine for sugar. 
Take my fibre for the cordage of your 
ships. Take my oil to kindle your lamps 
Take my wood to fashion your cups and 
pitchers, Take my leaves to thatch 
your roots, Take my smooth surface on 
which to print your books. Take my 
80,000,000 trees, covering 500,000 acres, 
and with the exportation enrich the 
world. I will wave in your fans and 
spread abroad in yourumbrellas, I will

A French Army Moans of Carrying War 
Dispatohes.

Does New York City lie within the 

confines of the great pie belt, as they 

are defiucd by the new £eography of 

Mr. Kipling ? Cortain it is, according 

to The Now York Tribune, that many 


| of its inhabitants have tender recollec- 


tions of the days before they yielded to 
the seductions of the great city and lost 
their heritage of rural sim icity —and 
‘pie. And the pie, when they think of 
it regretfully, scems as irretrigvably 
‘lostas the simplicity. So, at least, it 
did to the writer, until in a fortunate 
, hour he learned that there was still pie

Ten years ago, at the suggestion of

rant connceted with the establishinent, 
’ They ‘were made from the recipes she 
j had learned from her motlicr on the 
farm up in the Mobawk Valley, and 
| they found favor at once with the 
patrons of the restaurait, inany of 
| them country girls themselves, who had 
as yet heard nothingof Mr. Kipling and 
| had not learned to be ashamed of their 
: taste for New Englaud cooking, Tho 
vic business grew trom the start; from 
| being served only at the restaurant, the 
pies—under which term are now inelud- 
'edchicken pies, or patties, as well— 
H found their way to the trbles of friends 
of the exchange, and wher the number 
, of exchanges increased the sal of the 
product was augmented in propor- 
tion; so that the youne womnau who 
made such a hinmble beginning ten 
years ago is now the recipient 6:2 tidy 
income As the result of her enterprise. 
Sho lias hired assistants, bat she still 
attends personaily to the datails of the 
work. “No hand but mine touched 
then,’ she said, when speaking of the 
pies and patties baked for Thanksgiv- 
ing week. The Puritan holiday, it 
seems. is celebrated by the eating of 
more pies than are cousumed on any 
other day of the year, This year her 
"baking for tha week of the festival in- 
cluded 485 patties and 349 pies—pump- 
kin and mince, of course, -preaominat- 
ing. Throughout the holidays the de- 
mand is also large, but the plum pud- 
ding las the preference of most people 
as an aid to Chrisumis cheery and this 
also is supplied to patrons ot the ex- 
changes, but by another culinary spe- 
cialist. ’ 
| “A qnan soon gets Curea or many 
loug-cherished traditions respecting tho 
cost of things in Burope by a_ little bit 
of personal contact with Old World in- 
stitutions,” said Colonel W. C. Chap- 
man, of San Francisco. “I had an 
jdéa until IT sojourned abroad this sum- 
mer that the cost of living was much 
lower in London, for example, than in 
cny American city. To my soarow, I 
found out that to live in good style in 
London was dearer a good deal than to 
exist comfortably in New York.

1t is well within the memory of many 
persons when metal as a building mat 
erial was practically unknown. But 
within a few years building has been 
almost revolutionized by the use of met- 
al in various forms and for varsous pur- 
poses. fron beams, columns, girders, 
rafters and window sashes have come 
into use, and now we are to have as a 
regular addition to our list a great va- 
riuty of stamped-out sections. These 
have heretofore been made mostly out 
of galvanized iron or some composition 
of the spelter sort, or, in fine aud high- 
priced work, bronze has been employed. 
Steel is, however, found to answer all 
demands far better than any other met- 
al used for this purpose, Door and win- 
dow casings will be made of metal, and 
indeed, almost all parts of a house may 
be constructed of something besides 
wood. With paper-pulp doors and 
floors, metal frames and finish, slate or 
tin roofs, aud portland cement or con- 
crete walls, our houses may in time 
come to be actually fireprool, as they

Pho reappearance of the seventeen. | 
year locusts, or cicadas, during the past 
surminer, Wii me companiod 
calities by a very singular phenomeéon 
It is wellknown that these wonderful 
insects, alter lying for seventecn yours 
in the earth, issue at the Gnd of that 
dees) in the form of pupie, from lony 
yurrows in the ground Ordinarily 
these burrows end at the surface of the 
ground and the pupm, aftér crawling 
out of them, une ergo their transforma V 
tion into Winged insects. But occasion 
ally the cicada, beforo issuing from its 
burrow, constructs an extension of it 
above the surface of the ground, like a | 
little but, and when its period of trans 
formation isat hand the insect breaks 
open the top, or roof, of its mud hut and 
emerges into the sunshine, 

Heretofore but few specimens of these 
huts have beon described by natural- 
iste, but last spring great numbers of 
them appeared in some places, and the 
question has arison: Why were they 
constructed? Mr, Benjamin 
discovered an immense city of such huts 
on South Mountain near Nyack-on-the- 
Hudson, and he thinks he knows why 
the insects build them. 

These huts were fiom one to four |} 
inches in height, and some of the more

of clay stained with red oxide of iron, 
were beautiful objects. They were 
scattered by thousands over an arca of 
about sixty acres, and in some spots 
were crowded close together, ten or 
even twenty appearing on a single 
square foot of ground. ‘The population 
ot this strange city was, of course, 
enormous. 

As to the explanation of the building 
of the cicada city, according to Mr. 
Lander it was due to the uncommon 
heat which prevailed in the month of 
April. Tho heat penetrated the earth 
and stirred the pupa, which lay there 
awaiting their final change, to prema- 
ture activity. They then ascended to 
the surface of the ground, and while yct 
awaiting transformation added the huts 
as extensions to their burrows for pro- 
tection from the heat, 

Other persons have thought that the 
huts might be intended to protect the 
burrows from the inflow of water, but 
the city just described was situated on 
high, dry ground. In favor of the ex- 
planation of Mr. Lander are the facts 
that the soil where the huts existed was 
thin, and much of the ground had been 
covered with woods and the under- 
growth recently burned off. This strip- 
ping of the soil of its covering enabled 
the heat of the sun to penctrate it the 
inore readily, and thus to reach the 
pup hidden in their burrows.

Prof, W. I 
montadn his bateriolowical laboratory 
at Weslevan University, bas made a 
discovery of iinportanes Co everyone it 
terested in the making of butter It is 
well known that as han 
been conducted it has been huapossible 
to make the heat butter in the wititer 
time. In spite of every effort dairymen 
have been unable to produce from No 
vember to May butter equal in flavor 
to that made in the summer. The lattes 
has apeeuliar flavor, particularly no 
ticeable in June. For this reason the 
best butter is Often known as “June” 
butter, Prof. Conn’s discovery will en 
able dairymen to produce a peculiarly 
fine quality of Juno" butter through 
out the year, 

The first

butter making 


stop in butter-making is 

known as ripening tho cream. Itis a 
process mien slmilar to the fermenta 
tion of beer, and fs similarly produced 
by the growth and multiplication of 
millions of bacteria which were origin 
ally present in the cream. The quality 
of tho butter depends almost wholly 
upon the kind of bacteria in the cream, 
and the reason why i¢ has been iinpos 
sible to make the best butter in winter is 
due to the fret that the species of bac 
teria which give tho peculiar flavor to 

June butter are nov present, naturally, 

during the cold weather. But they 

may Bo cultivated artificially, and this 
is just what Dr. Conn has done, 

Dr. Conn worked for a long time bo 
fore discovering the particular specics 
of bacteria which has this power, but 
finally, while experimenting with some 
butter at the World's Fair, hit upon just 
the kind he was lookitig for. Since that 
tithe he has been carrying on further 
investigations proving the efficacy of 
his bacteria and perfecting the methods 
of its artificial culture, As the result of 
his labor he has found that tho bacillus 
which gives the best results as an or- 
ganism for the artificial riponing of 
cream is one which ho named ‘bacillus 
No. 41." 

The method by which it has beon 
proved that this bacillus would do the 
work required was: A halt pint of 
milk was sterilized thoroughly by con- 
tinuous’ steaming, so as to kill any 
organisms which might be present in it. 
After this'the milk was inoculated with 
somé bacillus No. 41 which had been 
prepared in the bacteriological Inbora- 
tory, The milk was then set aside and 
the bacilli allowed to develop fora day 
or two, the object being to increase the 
number of bacteria and thus prepare for 
a large inoculation at the creamery, 
where the subsequent experiments were 
carried on. This culture waa poured 
into six or eight quarts of cream and 
the mixture put into theripening room. 
After a day or two it Was churned,» the 
buttermilk being put one side and later 
fiotilated inito the large cream vat, 

‘The cream was then allowed to ripen 

y the normal time and at the normal 

perature and then churned as usual, 
Befors the Seung asmall quantity 
was set aside for inoculation into the 
next day’s cream, the process being thus 
kept up until the virtue of the original 

Andculation was exhausted, 
> Phe result of this experiment was al- 
ways the same, The first six or eight 
uarts of cream gave moderately good 
butter, but did not have just tho flavor 
wanted. — The first large churning was 
better. Then on each day the quality 
steadily improved until, after two or 
three days, there began to be noticed a 
pleasant flavor not thereat first. This 
soon became yery strong and notice- | 
able and was present in the butter for 
two or three weeks after the original 
inoculation, the length of timo varying 
with unknown conditions. When the 
quality began to deteriorate it could 
easily be restored by a fresh inocula- 
tion from the laboratory, so that there | 
was no difficulty in maintaining it inde- 
‘finitely. , 

These practical experiments were ' 
carried on at the Cromwell creamery, 
one of the largest in this part of: the 
State, The Propeletpre were at first 
very skeptical as to the value of the 
method, but since the results of the ex- 

eriments hayé become known they 

ave become convinced, and are now 
using this inoculation in all their butter 
making, Several times last year sam- 
ples of butter made from the inoculated 
cream and of some made in the ordinary 
way were sent to an expert for rating, 
and in every case the butter made from 
the artificia y ripened cream was rated 
from four to fifteen points ahead on the 
scale of a hundred. 

‘Dr; Conn is at present making ar- 
rangements for the introduction of this 
system of innoculation into all the largo 
creameries in the United States. The 
Protea of cultivating the bacteria can 

© carried on with very small oxpense, 
and the inoculation will add almost 
nothing to the cost of the butter. The 
inoculation will probably be furnished 
to dairymen in a form much resembling 
a compressed yeast cake. 

So uniform has been the result of the 
experiments carried on during the last | 
year that the value of this discovery is 
put beyond the region of experimental- 
ism, and bacillus No. 41 takes rank asa 
species of organism whose artificial use 
in the ripening of cream will produce a 
decided improvement in tho flavor of 
the butter. It adds to all grades an 
especially delicate aroma and taste,

A Staiwart Winter of Old Days, 


The winter of 1741 was famous 
throughout New England as much 
colder than any which had preceded it. 
Probably no year since could furnish 
testinony for cold either so intens® or 
so protracted. The snow which covered 
the whole country as carly as the 13th 
of November was still found the next 
April covering the fences. The Boston 
Post Boy of January 12 reports a tent 
on the Charles river for tho entertain- 
ment of travelers. The Boston 
News Letter for March 6 tells us 
that “people ride cvery day from 
Stratford, Ct, to Long 
which is three leagues.” Even as 
far east as New London we are told 
that ‘‘the ice extended into the sound as 
far as could be seen from the town, and 
that Fisher's Island was united to the 
mainiand by a solid bed.” On March 
28 The Boston News Letter reports that 
the people living on Thompson’s Island 
had crossed over to Dorchester to 
church on the ice for the fiftoon preced- 
ing Sundays. As late as the 9th of July

Tho riotous proceedings which have 
marred the quiet and peace of King’s 
County, overflowed into Queen's County 
to-day, and the sheriff of that county 
was obliged to call for troops. 

Justice Guyuor of the Supreme Court 
figured prominently in the day's proceed- 
ings. He listened to arguments in the 
mandamus proceedings, and a fair infer- 
ence from the obseryatins ho made from 
the bench warrants .the conclusion that 
he will grant a peremptory writ com- 
polling the officiala of the company to 
operate their road. 

Mayor Schieren drove to police head- 
quarters at 9 o'clock to-night and held 
a secret conference with Commissioner 
Welles &nd Superintendent Campbell. 
They were informed by the presidente of 
the three systems affected by the strike, 
presumably in anticipation of the writ 
of mandamus, that all lines are to be 
operated to-morrow. They know that 
such an attempt would mean plenty of 
trouble. The mayor declined to discuss 
the nature of the conference. 

A portion of the Sevénth Regiment is 
under marching orders,and it is supposed 
they are to be moved to Green Point, 
Eris Basin and other danger poiuts in 
the morning. 

The strikers still stand firm and very 
fow have quit the ranks. The cars were 
moved on several new lines and, barring 
numerous accidents, the companies made 
a good showing to-day. But the end 
is mot yet. { 


MANITOBA CATHOLICS PETITION, 


The Mierarch’'s Statements of Grievances 
Set Fortn at Length—The Petition 
Prescnted to the Promier. 


Ottawa, Jan. 26.—Rev. Father. Allard 
of 'St. Boniface, who has come east with 
another Roman Catholic petition against 
tle Manitoba school Jaw, has presented 
the same to Sir Mackenzie Bowoll. The 
document was sent cast some time ago 
by the ecclesiastical muthorites of Mani- 
toba, for the signatures of the hierarchy 
of Quebec. It is as follows: 

“We, the Catholics of the Dominion of 
Canada, the loyal subjects of Her Ma- 
jesty, respectfully declare: 

“That during the parliamentary  pes- 
sion of 1894, a petition asking for re- 
dress for the grievances complained of 
by the Catholics of the Canadian West in 
school matters, and signed by His Emin- 
ence the Cardinal Archbishop of Quebec 
and by all the other archbishops and 
bishops of Canada, (vas presented to 
His Excellency the Goyernor-General-in- 
Council, to the members of the Senate 
and to the members of the House of Com- 
mons, . 

“In dignified and truthful language the 

Canadian episcopacy clearly set forth the 
rights and duties, as well as the griev- 
ances of Catholics. They showed that 
the Catholics of Manitoba, after having 
enjoyed up to 1890 the right of educat- 
ing their children in schools conducted in 
keeping with their religious convictions, 
were deprived of that right in «a most 
arbitrary ond unjust tanner. They 
pointed out that their position was be- 
coming worse, a8 a result of the new 
legislation. 
_ “They also pointed ont the 
infringements made on the rights 
Catholics in the Northwest by the or- 
dinances of 1892, which deprived the 
Catholic schools of their free action and 
their rightful character, Then decreeing 
with the authority Avhich belongs to 
them, and the science which  distin- 
fuishes them, the doctrine of the Catho- 
lic Church in matters of education, they 
reminded the parents that they have the 
right and obligation by natural law ond 
divine commandment to educate their 
children according %o their religious 
belief, 

“They stated that the exercise of this

THE ATTACK ON WEI-NALWEIL, 
Chinese Routed oud Driven By Ariillcry 
Within the Fortress. 


Londpn, Jan. 26.—A despatch to the 
Certral News from Tokyo says that, 
under the date of Hai-Ping, Iau. 24, 
afternoon, Gen, Nogi reports as follows: 
The Chinese, 11,000 strong, from Tai- 
Hai-Gen, advanced to our outermost lines 
of defence. Artillery only was employ- 
ed on both sides. The enemy was soon 
routed, demoralized by our shrapnel, und 
retreated in two bodies, one to the 
northward ond the other taking a 
nerthwesterly direction. 

A despatch from Yung-Chen, dated 
Jon, 28, noon, says Field Marshal Gen. 
Oyoma has established his headquarters 
there. The third fleet of transports ar- 
rived at daybreak on Jan. 28, and the 
troops they convoyed were succossfully 
landed, Most of the civilian inhabitants 
remaining in tho vicinity ure peacefully 
disposed. Fuel and water are very 
scarce. The engineers are repairing the 
roads in order to enable the artillery to 
be moved rapidly. No opposition in 
landing troops has been met with, ox- 
cept on the occasion of landing the first 
detachments of marines, when the re- 
sistance of the Chinese battery waa very 
feeble. The outposts do not now find 
ouy trace of tl# enemy, who nave ap- 
parently retreated to Wei-ITai-Wei or 
into the interior. The Chinese peace 
envoys are expected to arrive in Japan 
on Jan 80, 

Peace Envoys Must Have Full Power. 

London, Jan. 26.—The St. James Ga- 
rette publishes a despatch from Shanghai 
which says that the Japanese Goyern- 
ment will not receive the Chinese peace 
envoys until they are clothed with full 
power to conclude peace.

A BOND ISSU 
Cleveland May Act Without Walting for 
Authority From Congress. 

New York, Jan. 26,—The extraordinary 

withdrawals of gold from the sub-Trea- 
sury were the chief topic of liscussion 
in financial cireles to-day, and “ven at 
the Stock Exchange the professionals, 
who haye had a monopoly of the deal- 
ings, were inclined to go slow. The 
Withdrawals of the metal to-day am- 
ounted to $4,750,000 coin and $1,000,000 
bars, jaking the grand total for the 
week thus far $12,030,000, Of this 
$7,200,000 will be forwarded to Europe 
to-morrow, In view of this tremendous 
loss of the metal, the general impression 
to-day wae that the administration will 
wait no longer for Congress, but will 
act at once. Some had it that a new 
issue of bonds would be made on Mon- 
day, and it was this that kept the mar- 
ket firm throughout ‘the day. 
. This is the largest export withdrawal 
in ‘a single week since the treasury re- 
serve was founded. The export move- 
ment, however, is by no means nnparal- 
leled. The aggregate shipments of the 
four weeks are approximately $20,000,- 
000. In May of last year $22,000,000 
gold went out in the four weeks, a sim- 
ilar amount in June. In April of 1893, 
the exports of four weeks were $18,, 
000,000 and in one week $7,900,000 was 
sent out, which is Jarger than the ac- 
tual Saturday’s shipment, fom nearly 
$4,000,000 of the coin nvithdrawn this 
week will not at bnce be shipped. It is 
the circumstances under which 
mouth’s rapid drain of gold is progress- 
ing rather than the mere fact of heavy 
shipments which excites uneasiness. Still 
it is plain, despite ¢actics of indifference 
and obstruction, that the situation at 
Washington is coming to a focus. The 
federal gold reserve is down to $59,000,- 
000, a ‘*mafer total than that at which 
either of last year’s bond issue circulars 
was put forth and less than $7,000,000 
above the minimum on record. This fact 
perhaps gave rise to stories current that 
the bankers and the administration were 
again in conference. A further decline of 
1-4 point in the 6 per cent., making a 
totnA {ull of 8-4 since the opening of 
tho year, was no donbt attributable to 
the same iden. The scramble for ster- 
ling exchange ond the high bids for de- 
mand bills at the market’s close were 
plainly attributable to the doubt over- 
hanging ithe situation. It was probably 
the expectation of some bond issue an- 
nouncement which held the market 80 
singularly firm, The president’s positive 
assurance that bonds will be iasued when- 
ever the emergenc\ requires has served 
to encourage holders of stocks and to 
Preven demoralization in financial cir- 
cles, ;

An Bond 
Remedy. 

It is generally conceded that the gold 
movement can now only be stopped by 4 
large cnough issue of bonds to cause a 
Itgher money market. WW permanent 
21-2 per cent. money market would stop 
the gold exports, as the foreign bankers 
would quickly take advantage to make 
sterling loans, and the overflow of money 
would be immediately checked. Despite 
rumors of bonded issues, bankers who are 
usually well-informed say that they have 
received no information directly or in- 
directly of amy impending call for bond 
subscriptions. One uthority, however, 
believes that the administration cannot 
afford to wait any longer for action on 
the part of Congress and will issue a 
bond call next week. 

There was also some belief that the 
Secretary of the Treasury might choose 
to issuc 4 percent. bonds, as the premium 
would be less than in tho case of tho 
6 per cent. 

The rapid depletion of the gold re- 
serve has excited alarm abroad and for- 
eigners have beon pouring securities in- 
to this country during tho last six weeks, 
selling many high-class railway bonds, 
payable in currency, which were tena- 
ciously held during the panic, For the 
firat time since the panic there was de- 
veloped this week a weak tendency in 
gilt-odged securities, It is belioved that 
unless the situation changes very radi- 
cally the whole treasury resorvo will 
melt away in about threo weeks unless 
there is a bond issue in the meantime. 
Houses with foreign fonnections say 
that tho foreigners aro exceedingly pus 
sled by the inaction of Congress, They 
foar that thore is something radically 
wrong in tho financial system of the 
United States, or that the sentiment of 
tho people roally, favora a silver cur- 
roncy basis, and consequently thoy are 
liquidating their holdinga jof American 
aceurities, Some of tho foreign houses 
have advised their correspondents that

City of Mexico, Jan. 26.—The arrival of 
Guatemala’s reply to Mexico's final de- 
mands has caused o considerable ‘war 
fever throughout this district. As yet, 
however, nobody outside the foreign of- 
fice has seen the reply, Rumors of 
every sort are afloat, most of them to 
the offect that the Guatemalan Govern- 
ment covers once more the old ground, 
secking to evade the issue and secure 
delay. 

Ignacio Mariscal, Minister of ‘Foreign 
Affairs, would say nothing of the docu- 
ment, except that it would be laid be- 
fore the Cabinet meeting. A statement 
is expected from the Government soon 
after this meeting, although Senor Maris- 
cal declined to say that it would be 
made. It is said that the Government 
Will declare its position by Monday at 
the latest.

Mr, Laurier and some of the organs of 


his party appear to be at cross purposes 


with regard toan appeal to the country. 
Tn his speech at Montreal the Liboral lead- 
or said : 


Let it be known or not whether there ts to 


ben dissolution. Tcare not whenever it comes 
we shall be ready for the fray. (Cheers.) We 
shall fight a fair battle, and we shall win. 
Understand me, I do not wish to be guilty 
of such « low thing as boasting. There is 
nothing so uncertain, as Sir John M scdonald 
used to say, as an clection, a horse race and 
and acock-fight. (Laughter) But all the 
signs to-day are, that the people of Canada 
are determined to have a change at OCtawa, 
Whenever the time comes we shall be ready 
for the fray, and we will accopt the verdict 
of the people of Canada with the confidence 
which was manifested in the resolution 
passed at the Ottawa convention. 

These be ‘* prave orts” truly ; but somo 
of Mr. Laurier’s followers do not appear to 
be so sure of a victory when the people are 
asked to pronounce their verdict, as does 
Mr. Laurier, For instance, the Port Hope 
Guide says that previous Prime Ministers 
should have abused tho confidence of former 
Governors-General in the matter of disso- 
Earl of Aberdvon 
will stand by the constitution, and not allow 
a dissolution if Sir Mackenzie Bowell ad- 
vises it. 

The “constitution” to which our contem- 
porary refers is probably the constitution 


according to the Port Hope Guide—for cer- 


tainly no public man or newspaper of good 
repute would risk his reputation by assert- 
ing that the Governor-General would be 
acting unconstitutionally in granting a dis- 
solution to a Premier whose party had some 
seventy majority in the House of Commons, 
if he desired the public verdict on his Ad- 
ministration. 

But let the Guide quiet its apprehon- 


sions. There will be another session of 


Parliament before an election takes place, 
and then it will be all too soon to please 
our timid contemporary. 

Mr. Laurier is very brave at a distance, 
just as he was in regard to the North-West 
rebellion, in which he declared his desire 
to carry a musket against our volunteers ; 
but when the call ‘to arms!’’ is sounded he 
may not be as eager for the fray as he now 
professes to be. His chief lieutenant of 
1891, Count Mercier, has paid the debt of 
nature, and no longer will there be funds 
from the treasury of the province of Quebee 
to put down bribery and corruption’ by 
purchasing constituencies for the ‘party of 


purity.” This, perhaps, is one of the rea- 


sons that induced Mr. Laurier to declare 


that his party would, in the coming contest, 
fight a fair battle. 

A fair battle, indeed ! when did the Grits 
ever fight a ‘fair battle’? Let the record 
of the election courts decide.

St. Louis made few friends. On com- 

pleting his education be married one of 
tho most accomplished young women in 
St. Louis, and the couple act up house- 
keeping in the fashionable Weat End. The 
doctor began to drink and finally to as- 

fociate with women of bad character. 
The birth of a son did not wean hinw 
from his evil ways. At the time of the 
tragedy he was ajmost wholly neglect- 
jug his home. 

Hin fortune had been securely inevated 
by the elder Duestrow, and he enjoyed 
only the income, One day last February 
late in the afternoon, he drove up to his 
home in a cab, Entering the iiouse he 
picked a quarrel] with hia wife, it is 
charged, and, without warning, shot ber, 
She fell unconscious to the floor, where- 
upon the little boy began to cry. Lift- 
ing him from the floor, the father held 
a at Orm’s length and blew his brains 
ou 

The homicide waa arrested and commit- 

tod to' jail, where ho has since been’ con- 
fined. The state has repeatedly sought 
to force him to trial, but in each case 
he has secured a continuance. He got 
& chee of venus from St, Louis to 
this county, and when the case was 
called on January 14 his lawyers asked 
that a jury be first empanellad to in- 
quire into his sanity. The court granted 
this request, and the state asked for a 
week's time in which to have ita experts 
examine him. Nearly all the famous ex- 
perts in the west had already examined 
him on behalf of tho defence. Opposed 
to the young man who represents the 
state is ex-Govyernor Johnson, of whom 
it has been said: “Had te defended 
Satan, John Qfilton’s ‘Paradise Lost’ 
wouwd never have been written.” 
_ Money has been poured out like water 
in Duestrow's behalf, the homicide’s in- 
come being nearly $50,000 a year, Every 
effort has been made to create a public 
sentiment in his behalf, but with indiffer- 
ent success. The horror of the crime, 
especially the Killing of the little boy, 
has aroused # prejudice that it will be 
hard to bvercome. 

Duestrow’s jail life in St. Louis has 
not been as trying as one might suppose. 
His cell is fitted up in elegant style, and 
his meals are brought to him three times 
a day from one of the best cafes in 
the city. He consumes from 25 to 50 
cigareta daily, and spends much time in 
reading, He is especially interested in 
hypnotism, and recently wrote a trea- 
tise on the subject. 

The battle royal fegan yesterday, 
when the experts were produced. The 
defendant, by the lavish use of money, 
has succeeded in securing the greatest 
alionists in the country to testify in his 
behalf, The expert witnesses for the 
State receive but $1.50 a day, so it 
will be seen that the people labor un- 
der a great disadvantage. 

As an indication of what money will 
do, the first expert examined declared 
that he believed Duestrow to be insane, 
although at the time of the coroner's 
inquest the same man declared that the 
murderer was not in any sense crazy. 
He ought to know, for he has been the 
Duestrow family physician since Arthur 
was a boy. He declined to say what 
his fee was to be, but admitted it was 
large, 

Four other eminent alienists testified 
that they believed Duestrow was insane. 
Two of these are the Drs. Bauday, fa- 
ther and son, looked upon as among the 
most eminent insanity experts in the 
west, On cross-examination Dr. Bauday, 
jr., said he was called upon to examine 
the defendant last September, and from 
then up to the present time he has al- 
most daily enquired into hia condition. 
Tho fee to be paid this witness for testify- 
ing, by the defence, has not been de- 
termined yet. Further, the witness said 
he might be mistaken as to the defendant 
being insane, but he did not think so, as 
he had given this particular case a long 
study. The defendant, he said, is suffer- 
ing from the most beautiful case of par- 
anoia he had ever seen, The witness ex- 
pressed his opinion that the defendant 
could not have been taught all of the 
delusion he has, even should he have read 
them out of a text-book. He further 
said that if the defendant had wanted 
to pick out a class of insanity to simu- 
late, he never would have picked out 
paranoia, as that is the worst clase of 
all. 

In reply to a question put by Attorney 
Zachrits, as to whether or not the de- 
fondant realized that he was charged 
with murder, Dr, Bauday said Duestrow 
absolutely did not know what waa going 
on about him, Paranoia is very hard to 
simulate. It has never been done in this 
or any other country, aud Ducatrow has 
not the mental condition to simulate par- 
anoin, he said.

the citizens ever saw, 

The scnior Dr. Bauday haa testified on 
the stoud (hard aa Duestrow's jawyer

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REMODELING AS A PROFESSION. | 


A Clever Freovohwomau Turaing Sam- 
mer Gowns Into Frosh Winter

One 
day recently the French woman appear 
od at the house of a young matron who 
had written that sho wanted a pale 
greon gown of thin summer goods 
fashioned into a dainty dress for a 
Blay-at-home evening. gGho carried a 
parcel and this is what it contained : 
one yard of rose-colored crepe, five yarda 
of satin ribbon of the same color, and | 
several strips of rose volvel cut on the 
bias 

When the pale-green gown was laid 
before her she began ripping off the 
fancy groon collar as if it wero odious to 
hor sight, A piece of the broad rose 
ribbon was folded neatly across the 
front and fastened on éach side and 
there cut off. Then sho took a velvet 
strip and shirred it so as to make an up 
standing end at least three inches 
broad. This she sowed to tho collar so 
that it would stand up well under the 
car, and proceeded to make auother 
ono like it for the other side. A nice 
strip of the ribbon was next sewed on 
and carried around to the back of the 
neck to complete the collar effect.

Hall here last night. Those who expect- 
ed to bear an announcement as to the 
date of the naxt groneral elec- 
tion were doomed to disappointment. 
Beyond jokingly alluding to thé rumors

let drop a hint as to whether we may 
look for a general election before or 
alter tho next session of Parliament. 

At the ontsot Mr. Foster made a some- 
what significant remark, but whether 
any weight is to be placed in it is 
doubtlul. The chairman, George Pattin- 
eon, President of the South Waterloo 
Libern)-Conservative Association,  al- 
luded to the candidate chosen at the 
Conservative convention this afternoon 
as the member-elect. When the Minister 
of Finance rose to speak, be referred to 
this as a prophetic term. On making a 
second reference to) the candidate, who, 
by the way is ex*Warden George A. 
Clare, he called him ‘the “‘soon-tobe- 
elected member,” and then corrected him- 
self and said, “No, I should not say, 
‘soon-to-be.’”"’ (The audience observed 
the significance of the slip, and it pro- 
yoked great merriment. ‘ 

Hon. George E. Foster was the first 
apenker. At the outset, in referring to 
the address of welcome presented by the 
workingmen, the Minister emphatically 
argued that the present Government was 
the champion of the workingman, The 
Government believed that its policy was 
tho policy for the workingman of Can- 
ada, for the reason that it gave him a 
chance to work in fair competition 
against the laborers of other countries, 
who worked for less pay and under ‘bet- 
ter conditions. (Applause.) So long as 
the Conservative Government existed in 
this country, just so long it would have 
a policy which should be in favor of 
working Canadian men, against any men 
the world over 

Mr. Foster was very» eloquent in his 
feeling allusions to the death of Sir John 
Thompson, These were his concluding 
words: “While we have lost the loved 
leader and the able chief, we have still 
with us and shall keep the memory of 
his honest worth, the memory of his great 


sacrifice, the memory of all that he has 


been to us.’ (Applause.) 
The speaker then turned his attention 


“to the recent speech of Sir Wilfrid Lau- 


rier in Montreal. That jspeech, he said, 
bad been heralded by many of the papers 
as one that was to be an epoch-marker, 
but how disappointing was the result! 
The epoch-marking was absent, and the 
same old policy, dressed in almost the 
saine old words, and having about it that 


delightful misty indefinitencss of the | 


olden time, was there yet. 

“We, as Liberal-Conservatives,” con- 
tinued the Minister, “do not come to put 
anything new before the people; we come 
os Liberal-Conservatives upon fixed prin- 
ciples, with a policy which has been ours 
since 1878, and without shadow of a 
turning or variableness. It is ours now 
in principle an din fact, We have, from 
1878 until to-day, been working out this 
policy steadily and successfully, proceed- 
ing upon its lines to the great good and 
the great expansion and development of 
the country which we love, and we pro- 
pose simply to say here and now that 
we are going to do the same just so 
long as the people of the country let us, 
aud we think they are quite willing to 
let us for a little while longer.” (Ap- 
plause,) Continuing, Mr. Foster said 
that when Mr. Laurier and the leaders 
of the Opposition put in their plea that 
they should be given a chance to carry 
out their policy. They always attempt- 
ed to show the state of the country was 
60 deplorable that it was necessary that 
they should be called to take hold of 
affairs in order to extricate the country 
from its perilous position, in order 
to save it from  ipending ruin. 
That was the whole basia of the claim 
that the Liberals made for a change of 
Government and a change of policy. 


“Have the results of the existence of | 


the National Policy since 1878 been of 
stich a nature and the outcome of sucha 
kind aa to stamp their effect upon the 
people, the business and the develop- 
ment of this country in a way which 
will tend to make us think that ruin, 
lack of prosperity and consequent im- 
pending bankruptcy is before us?” asked 
the speaker. 

Mr. Laurier said protection was the 
bane and the curse of this country, and 
the other membera of the Opposition fol- 
lowed suit. What was the testimony ? 


There were two methods of arriving | 
at the truth; first, an appeal to un- | 


doubted facts here in our own country; 
and, second, a& comparison of this coun- 
try with other countries under the same 
or a different policy. As to the un- 


doubted facts, the National Policy had ! 


been before the people ever since 1879, 
What was the history of the develop- 
ment of the business of this country from 
1878 to 18987 They could casily satia- 
fy themselves upon this point. Chere 
were two great divisions of national life, 
60 to apeak, so far as trade and business 
were concerned, One they might call the 
producing part, the other the distributing 
part. Without these no State could 
could carry on business, If a country 
were simply a producer without being 
a distributor, or aimply a, distributor 
without fit producing powers, and their 
influences being equal, it could never 
be sO prokperous or #o thoroughly pro 
cressive an a& country that had both 
these forms of life joterchangeable with 
each other,

It had been argued, continued Mr.

most every industry we have in Cunada. 
(Applause.) 

Again quoting figures Mr. Foster said 
in 1881 the capital in the industries of 
Canada was one hundred and sixty-five 
millions,in 1891 it was three hundred and 
fifty-four millions, an ‘increase of 112 per 
cent. The wages paid amounted to fifty- 
nine millions in 1881, and one hundred 
millions in 1891, an increase of 70 per 
cent. 

In 1881 260,000 people were employ- 
ed, in 1891 there were 270,000. The out- 
put was three hundred and ten millions 
in 1881 and four hundred aud seVenty- 
six millions in 1891, an increase of 57 
percent, But what had been the increase 
since 1891 and from 1878 to 18817? Af 
they were to have the exact figures for 
1579 and 1898 these amounts would be 
largely increased without doubt. Such 
figures were sufficient to show to the 
people of the country what immense 
strides had taken place in the industrial 
activities of this country from 1878 up 
to the present time. 

Then come down to the Government 
Savings Banks and the smaller banks 
throughout the country, proceeded Mr. 
Foster. What do we find in a country 
that is rapidly bécoming impoverished, 
& country which is continually going to 
ruin, Where business is depressed, where 
all is dark and all hopeless, the people 
are not laying by maney every day. 


' But what! are the facts in this coun'try ? 


In 1878 there were 871-2 millions 
posited in the savings banks, in 1893 
there Were 2561-2 millions dollars an 
increase of 192 per cent. in the regime 
of the National Policy. (Applause.) 

Mr. Foster also alluded to the fact that 
within two years there would be a 14- 
foot channel from the lakes to Montreal, 
and pointed out that the policy of the 
Government had been to establish great 
lines of steamships running between Can- 
ada and Great Britain and the Continent 
of Europe, the West Indies aud South 
America, China and Japan, 

“But,” continued the speaker, “some 
peome are constantly crying out, what 
about the expenditure? What aboutythe 
debt? What about the taxation of the 
country ?” 

The expenses of Canada from 1878 to 
1593 have been large. It was necessary 
that they should be large. It was ua part 
of the Libcral-Conservative policy that 
they should be large. Why, in 1878, what 
was before us? A large country, with 
what we believed to be immense resources 
for development,provinces separated 8000 
miles apart,without means of intercom- 
munication; an djust as the veina and 
arterics are necessary to carry the blood 
from the heart to the extremities and 
back again, and keep the life mechanism 
going, so every country must have its 
veins and arteries of Communication open 
to every partof its life blood. Ite com 
meree and its intercommunication must 
have free course to run to and fro and 
vivify the whole body. We believed this 
country had elements of prosperity. We 
discounted the future, we borrowed the 
mouey, we built the railways, we made 
Canada a country fit to stand alongside 
any other modern country. (Applause, 
We made it a country that her people 
would be proud to stay in and a coun 
try into which other people would be 
willing to come and cast in their lot. 
The time for doing business on a back 
street was passed in 1878, We had been 
at that long enough; it was till we did 
business on modern methods. (Applause,) 
We did it. We built the railways. We 
conetructed the canals. We opened up 
the steamship lines. We made public im 
provements, We mortgaged the ‘future 
fur it to a certain extent, but no other 
policy would have kept Canada from lx 
coming a back number amongst the coun 
tries of the world. In doling that we 
borrowed money. 

The debt of the country is to-day 246 
millions of dollars. We have it in the 
canole: we have it in the ruilwaye and 
in the public improvements, 

The measure of the public debt ia the 
interest you have to puy covery year to 
carry the debt. That interest to-day is 
$1.7& per head of the people per year; 
the intervst you paid in 1870, before you 
bad these improvements, was $1,569 per 
head, The increase his boon just exact 
ly 18 cents per head in 15 years, a little 
more than a cent por head of the popu 
lation per year i ! theae Improvements 
acd all these facilitios that we have got 
Ar we paying“ heavily for them?

London Comment on Mr Daldy's Arga- 
ments Against Canadian Copyright 
Newfoundland Must Become a Crown 
Colony—Canada the Subject of Many 
Educational Lectures. 


London, Janu, 29.—The spleadid wheats 
of Manitoba have been recontly very 
mucli to the front, in consequence of 
ths exhibition, through the iustromen- 
tality of the High Commissioner for 
Corada, at the leading corn exchauges 
of the country, of official samples of the

The deplorable state of affairs in New- 
foundland has been attracting a good 
desl of attention.

dition. No one, however, seems to be 
able to suggest anything of w definite 
character, but it is felt that little or 
nothing can be done until there has been 
some impartial and independent enquiry 


into the causes that have led to the pre- | 


sent crisis. 
The general impression seems to be 
that in order to reduce the current 


expenditure, and to bring about o finan- | 


cial equilibrium, it will be necessary to 
suspend the existing constitution, aud 
for a time, at any rate, to administer 
the affairs of the island as a Crown Col- 
ony. If this leads to the entry of the 
colony into the Dominion, so much 
the better for everybody concerned, and 
for the Empire, but nothing i+ likely 
to be done in that direction 
on the part of the Government, 
here unless the feeling in the colony is 
favorable to the union. It is doubtful 
however, whether the adoption of ony 
or all of these suggestions would give 
any immediate benefit to the working 
population, who must have employment 
if they are to maintain themselves aud 
their families; and they cannot emi- 
grate,as mouy ought to do, if thinge do 
not improve, unless assistance is forth- 
coming from somewhere. 

A few werks ago a statement appear- 
ed in one of the educational journals 
to the effect that sets of lantern elides 
could be obtained from the High Comms 
missioner’s office by schoolmasters and 
others dewiring to deliver lectures on 
Canada, As the rewnit a yery largo 
number of applications hive been re 
ceive and the 20 seta of slides are 
engaged almost continuously durtig 
the remainder of the winter season. 
The lectures are not only delivered to 
the school children, but mre even more 
largcly used for evening entertainments 
in the villages and country districts, and 
eapeciailly in what are known as the 
evening continuation schools. rhe 
value of this work in directing the at- 
tention of the public to the advantares 
of Canada aa a field for emigration can 
hardly be overestimated, It serves to 
supplement in @ very useful way the 
dissemination of the literature on Can 
ada, which haa been arranged in auch 
a thorough magner in the last lew years 
both by the Goverument and the steam 
ship and railway companies,

the Congress, In the meantime, the situa 
tion has so changed and the emergency 
now appears so threatening that I deem 
it my duty to at the hands of the 
logislative branch of the Government 
such prompt nud effective action as wil 
iu our financial sound 
disaster and 
universal distr among our people. 
Whatever may be the merits of the plan 
outlined in my aunual message os O ro- 
medy for the ilis then existing, and as a 
safeguard against the depletion of the 
gold reserve then in the Treasury, lam 
now convinced that its reception by the 
Congress, and our present advanced stage 
of financial perplexity necesitates ad 
ditional or different legislation. 

After asking that the subject be ap- 
proached by unuprejudiced preconveived 
opinions, he proceeds: 

The real trouble which confronts us 
consists in a lack of confidence, wide- 
spread and constantly increasing, in the 
continuing inability or disposition of 
the Goverument to pay ita obligations 
in gold. This lack of confidence grows 
to some extent of the palpable aud ap- 
parent embarrassment attending the 
efforts of the Government under existing 
laws to procure gold, and to a greater 
extent out of the impossibility of cither 
keeping it in the treasury or cancelling 
obligations by its expenditure after it 
is obtained, 

The only, way left open to the Govern- 
ment for procuring gold is by the issuo 
and sule of United States bouds. The 
only bonds that can be so issued were 
authorized nearly 25 years ago, and are 
not well calculated to meet our present 
needs. Among other disadvantages, they 
are made payable in coin instead of spe- 
cifically in gold, which in existing con- 
ditions detracts largely and in an _ in- 
creasjng ratio from their desirability os 
investments. It is by no means certain 
that bonds of thjis description can much 
longer be disposed of at a price credi- 
table to the financial character of our 
Government. 

Th most dangerous aod irritating fea- 
ture gf the situation, however, remains 
to be told. It is found in the means by 
which the Treasury is despoiled of the 
golt thus obtained without cancelling a 
sicgle Government obligation, ond solely 
fo> the benefit of those who find profit 
in shipping it abroad, or whose fears in- 
duce them to hoard it at home. We 
have outstanding about five hundred wil- 
liont of currency notes.of the Govern- 
ment, for which gold may be demanded ; 
4nu, curiously enough, the law requires 
that when presented, and in fact re- 
deemed and paid in gold, they shall be 
re-issued. Thus the same notes may do 
doty many times in drawing gold from 
the Treasury; nor can the process be 
arrested as long as private parties, for 
profit or otherwise, seé an advantage 
im repeating the operation. More than 
three hundred millions of dollars in these 
notes haye already been redeemed in 
gold and, notwithstanding such redemp- 
tion they are still outstanding. Since 
Jan. 17, 1894, our bonded interest bear- 
ing debt “has been increased $100,000,- 
000 for the purpose of obtaining gold 
to replenish our coin reserve. Two issues 
were made, amounting to fifty millions 
each, one in January and the other in 
November. As ao result of the first ‘issue 
therc was realized something more than 
fifty-eight millions of dollars in gold. 
Between that issue and the succeeding 
one in November, comprising a period of 
about 10 months, nearly one hundred 
and three millions of dollars in gold were 
drawn from the treasury, This made 
the second issue necessary, and upon that 
more than $58,000,000 in gold was again 
realized, Between the date of this 
second iesuc and the present time, cov- 
ering! a period of only about two montha, 
more than $69,000,000 in gold have been 
drawn from the treasury. These large 
sums of gold were expended without 
any cancallation of Government obliga- 
tions or in any permanent way benefit- 
ing our people or proving our pecuniary 
situation. The financial events of the 
past year suggest facts and conditions 
which should certainly arrest attention. 
More than $172,000,000 in gold 
have been drawn out of the treasury 
during the year for the purpose of ship- 
ment abroad or hoarding at home. While 
nearly one hundred and three millions of 
thia amount were drawn out during the 
first 10 months of the year, a sum ng 
gregating more than two-thirds of that 
amount, being about sixty-nine millions, 
was drawn out during the following two 
months, thus indicating «a marked ac- 
celeration of the depleting process with 
the lapse of time, The obligations upon 
which this gold has been drawn from 
the trensury are still outstanding and 
are nvailable for use in repealing the 
exhausting operation with shorter in- 
tervala as our perplexities accumulate,

The Secretary of the Treasury might 
well be permitted, at his discretion, to 
receive ou the sale of bonds the legal 
tender and treasury notes to be retired, 
and,of course,when they are thus retired 
or redeemed in gold, they should be can- 
celled, These bonds, under existing laws, 
coule be deposited by national banks, aa 
a security for circulation ; and such banks 
should be allowed to issue Circulation 
uy te the face value of these or Any other 
borde so deposited, except bonds out- 
standing bearing only 2 per cent. in- 
terest, and which sell in the market at 
less than par. 

National banks should not be Mllowed 
to take out circulating notes of a less 
denomination than ten dollars, 4nd when 
sucl as are now outstanding reach the 
Treasury, except for redemption agd re- 
tirement, they should be cancelled and 
notes of the denomination of ten lollars 
aud upwards issucd in their stead, Sil- 
ver certificates of the denomination of

Objection has been made to the 
issuance of interest-bearing oblizations 
for the purpose of retiring the non-in- 
tercat-bearing -legal tender yotes. In 
point of fact, however, these notes have 
burdened us with ao Jarge load of in- 
terest, and it is still accumulating. 

The aggregate interest on the origin- 
al issue of bonds, the proceeds of which 
gold constituted the reserve for the pay- 
ment on these notes, amounted to $72,- 
806,250 on Jan. 1, 1895, and the an- 
nual charge for interest on these bonds 
and those jssued for the same purpose 
during the Jast year will be $9,145,« 
000, dating from Jan. 1, 1895. 

While the cancellation of these notes 
would not relieve us from the obligations 
already incurred on their account, these 
figures are given by way of suggesting 
that their existence has not been free 
from interest charges, and that’ the 
longer they are outstanding, judging 
from the experience of the last year, the 
more expensive they will become. In 
conclusion I désire to frankly confese my 
reluctance to issuing more bonds in 
present circumstances, and with no bet- 
ter results than have lately followed 
that course. I cannot, however, refrain 
from adding to an assurance of my an- 
xiety to co-operate with the present 
Congress in any reasonable measure of 
relief, an expression of my determina- 
tion to leave nothing unturned which fur- 
nishes a hope for improving the situa- 
tion or checking a suspicion of our dis- 
inclination or disability to meet with the 
strictest honor every national obligation,

FOR A TRUNK SEWER, 


Ald. Clarke Explains bis Scheme—Its 
Cost and Bonefits, 
Ald. Clarke started the ball rolling on 


his trunk sewer scheme at the City Council 


last evening by moving that a committe 
be appointed to consider the question and 
report at the noxt regular meeting of the 


Council, 


The resolution suggested starting the 
sewer at the junction of Railway Station 
St. and Canifton Road, but Ald. Clarke’é 
idea at the present is to begin the sewer at 
the upper bridge. A sewer 8 feet deep 
would have a fall from this point to the 
hay of 22 feet. His proposition is to have 
the sewer from the point of starting to the 
junction with the present Front Street 
sewor at Hotel St. constructed with 18 in. 
vitrified tile. His measurement of this 
piece of work is 1,360.feet. From Hotel 
to ( ampbell St. there is at present a good 
sewer excavated in solid rock, and from 
Campbell St. to Bridge St. the sewer isin 
good shape. This latter portion was con- 
structed in 1854 by Wm. Collins, and is 
built in the egg shape of stone and water- 
lime. He suggests the cutting off of the 
Bridge St. sewer at Front St. and prevent- 
ing it flowing into the river at the lower 
bridge, From Bridge St. to the bay he 
would build the sewer along Front St. of 
2ft. x 3ft. of vitrified brick, and have the 
the sewage empty into a receiving well 
at the bay shore and conveyed from thence 
into deep water east of the Grand Junction 
dock through a 20 inch steel pipe ; 500 
feet of pipe will take the sew far enough 
out to prevent it being unsanitary. Theres 
enough current in the bay to carry the 
sewage away, so that it cannot contaminate 








| the city supply. 


Ald. Clarke has given the matter a good 
deal of careful attention and he made a 
careful estimate based on the cost of Sther 
sewers. His estimate for the whole work 
proposed aboye is $20,000 and he thinks it 
can be completed in three months. 

He contends that a trunk sewer should 
not be built on the frontage system, as it 
is an exit for all other sewers and the taxa- 
tion on Front St. is higher than anywhere 
elge in the city. 

Te considers the scheme of running a 
steel pipe from the outlet of the Bndge 
St. sewer into deep water by way of the 
river impracticable, as the dredging of the 
river is not yet completed and it would 
interfere with that work. The present 
unsanitary condition of this outlet warrants 
the carrying out of some scheme of relief. 

He has another suggestion to offer and 
that is to continue the trunk sewer from 
the upper bridge to Ashley St., where 
water could be obtained from Mr. Lott's 
dam for flushing purposes, and Mr. Lott 
has promised to allow the city to use water 
from the dam for that purpose if the sewer 
is built. Ald. Clarke thinks it would be a 
good scheme to have fh SLX Ink h pipe col- 
necting the sewer with the dam and thus 
have a continual flushing. This extension 
would cost 82090:nore. From Ashley St. 
there is a fall of 25 feet to the bay. 

The necessity of a receiving well at the 
bay shore is to prevent the backing of 
sewage while flushing, 

The committee appointed will no doubt 
give the matter the consideration it merits.

First-class avers 
and farmers’ dried are now selling at 
about the same price, whereas two years 
ago a pound of cyaporated was worth two 
of the other, There is a large: visible

May Yet Be an Inland Sea. 

According to the engineers of the hydro 
graphic bureau, the level of the Gulf of 
Mexico is one foot higher than it was in 
1859, and, of course, the encronehinent on 
the surrounding coasts has been ureater 
or less, depending on thelr character. In 
some places where the marginal lands are 
composed of high, rocky blulfs, this change 
of level has gone on from hey yore ar 
without attracting attention. 
other band, many low-lying pois (some 
that were once inhabited by the primitive 
inhabitants or by the pioneer white 
tlers) are entirely submerged. 

The cause of this cliange of level has not 
as yet been ascertuined, butitis reasonably 
certain that it is the result of either a set- 
tling of the dry land or of a general and 
uniform uprising or upheavalin the gulf 
bed. No mun who has given the matter a 
moment's thought will argue that there 
is more water in the gulf now than there 
was thirty-five years ago. On the con- 
trary, there isn't the least doubt but that 
there is much less.

Ownership of Engagement Rings, 

The right of possession of the eugage- 
mentring has engaged the attention of 
the courts of justice of the land to x mark- 
ed extent. In New York State ithas been 
decided that the ring belongs to the donor, 
the decision being essentially the same as 
that recently pronounced in Vermont. A 
young man in the latter state sued to re- 
cover a ring that be had given to a young 
woman who, after accepting the ring, re 
pudiated the engagement. The judge de- 
cided that it must be returned or else that 
the recipient must fulfill the conditions 
under which it- was presented. On the 
other hand, the English courts some time 
azo decided that an engagement ring is 
not recoverable under any circumstances.

The announcement that no costs were 
allowed was generally expected on ac- 
count of the way the case was insti- 
tuted, 

Mr, Edward Blake, M.P., leader of the 
Canadian Liberal party from (1880 to 
1891, and formerly Premier of Ontario, 
and Mr, J. S. Ewart of the Manitoba 
bar, were counsel for the appellants. 
Mr. Cozens Hardie, Q.C., Mr. Haldane, 
Q.C., and Mr. Brady appeared for the 
respondent, : 

The decision of the Privy Council in 
the Manitoba school question, when an- 
nounced, created the greatest interest 
among Canadians in London, who, know- 
ing the importance of the case, had been 
eagerly watching for the result. 

In the presence of Baron Watson,Lord 
of Appeal in Ordinary; Lord MacNeagh- 
ten, Lord of Appeal in Ordinary; and 
Lord Shand, a member of the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council, the Lord 
Chancellor, Baron THerschell, delivered 
the judgment allowing the appeal from 
the decision of the Supreme Court of 
Canada, in the case of Brophy and others 
against the Attorney-General of Mani- 
toba, rendered on Feb. 20, 1894, and 
known as the Manitoba school case. 

The Lord Chancellor's delivery of the 
ekhausted judgment lasted nearly an 
hour, He said their lordships were of 
opinion that the enactment which gov- 
erns the present case is the second eub- 
section of the section of the Manitoba 
Act, reading as follows: 

“An appeal shall be ‘to 
Governor-General-in-Council (rom any 
act or decision of tha Legishature of 
the province or of any provincial au- 
thority, affecting any right or privi- 
lege of the Protestant or Roman Catho- 
lic minority of the Queen's subjects in 
relations to education.” 

Therejore, their lordshipa held that 
the Roman Catholics’ appeals to the 
Gdvernor-Generaj-in-Council were admis- 
sible by virtue of that enactment, in- 
asmuch as the School Acts of 1890 ab- 
olishing Separate Schools affected the 
rights and privileges of the Roman 
Catholic minority within the meaning 
of the section. 

Their lordships decided further that 
the Governor-General-in-Council had 
power to make declarations or reme- 
dial orders asked for in the petitions

It was not for tha Privy Council to 
intimate the course that may now be 
pursued, but their lordships declared 
' that certainly it was not essential that 
the statutes repealed by the Act ol 
1890 must be re-enacted. 

All legitimate ground of complaint 
would be removed if the education sys- 
tem were supplemented by provisions 
removing the grievances upon which the 
appeal was founded, or in other words 
ranting funds for the support of the 
separate schools in the province. 

Leading up to the judgment their 
lordships reviewed at some length the 
circumstances under which the act was 
passed, and also its exact scope. It was 
noted that the decision of the couucil 
in the case of Barrett v. the city of 
Winnipeg seemed to have given rise to 
some misapprehension, In 1867. it waa 
pointed out, the union of the provinces 
of Canada, Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick took place. Among the obstacles 
which had to be overcome in order to 
bring about the union, none, perbaps, 
presented a yreater difficulty thane the 
differences of opinion which existed with 
regard to the question of education.

This #¥atem, with some modifications, 
of the original scheme, bore fruit in 
later legislation, and remained in force 
until it was put to an end to by the acts 
which have given rise to the present 
controversy. In Barrett's case the sole 
question raised was whether the Public 
Schools Act of 1890 prejudicially affected 
ed hny right or privilege which Roman 
Catholics, by Iaw or practice, had ip 
the province at the time of the union. 
Their Lordships arrived at the conclusion 
that this question must be answered in 
the negative. 

The only right or privilege which the 
Roman Catholics possessed, either by 
law or in practice, .was the right of 
privilege of establishing and maintain 
ing for the use of the members of their 
own church such schools as they | please. 
It appeared to Their Lordships that thia 
right or privilege remained untouched. 

Therefore, it could not be said to be 
affected by the legislation of 1890. It 
was not donbted that the object of the 
first sub-section of section 22 was 
to afford protection to denomiuational 
schools or that it was proper to have 
regard to the intent of the Legislature 
and surrounding ‘circumstances in in- 
terpreting the enactment. 

But the question which had to be de- 
termined was the true construction of 
the language used, It is true that the 
construction put by thia board upon the 
first sub-section reduced within very 
nasyow limits the preveetion afforded 
by that sub-section in respect to de- 
nominational schools, 

Those who either framed or assented 
to the wording of that enactment were 
under the impression that its scope was 
wider, and that it offered protection 
greater than Their Lordships held to 
be the case. But such considerations 
cannot properly influence the judgement 
of those who have to judicially iuterpret 
a statute, 

The question is not what may be sup- 
posed to have been intended, but what 
has been said. More complete effect 
might in some cases ba given to ‘the in- 
tentions of o Legislature if violence were 
done to the language in which their 
legislation has taken shape. Butisuch @ 
course wonld on the whole be quite as 
likely to defeat as to further the object 
which was in view, Whilst, however, it 
is necessary to resist any temptation 
to deviate from sound rules of construc- 
tion in the hope to more completely 
satisly the intention of the Legisiature, 
it is quite legitimate, where tiore than 
one construction of a etatite is pos. 
sible, to select that which will best 
carry out what appears from the general 
scope of legislation. 

Their Lordships further decide that the 
Governor-General in council has the 
power to make the declarations or reme- 
dial orders’ asked for, but the  par- 
ticular course to be pursued must be de- 
termined by the authorities to which the 
matter has been committed by statute. 

It is not for this tribunal to intimate, 
their lordships continue, the precise steps 
to be taken, but their general character 
is sufficiently defined by the third sub- 
scction of section 22 of the Manitoba Act. 

Doubtless the system of education em- 
bodied in the acts of 1890 commends it- 
self to a great majority of the inhabit- 
ants of the province, but all legitimate 
ground of complaint would be removed 
if that system were supplemented by 
provisions, removing the grievance upon 
Which this appeal was founded. Their 
Lordships advise Her Majesty that the 
questions submitted should be answered 
in tho manner indicated by the foregoing 
views, 


SYNOPSIS OF THE SITUATION

ernment, Hon, Thomas Greenway being 
Premier and Joseph Martin, now M. P, 
for Winnipeg, Attorney-General, passed 
the Manitoba Separate school law. *Di- 
vested of its legai phraseology, this act 
simply abolished Governmental Separate 
schools in Manitoba.

Sales 
of straight rollers have occurred at $2.90 to 
$2.05. In some cases $3 is asked. Other 
brands show very little activity. Straight 
rollers, $2.00 to $3.00 ; extra, $2.50 to $2.70; 
superfin .35 to $2. 40: fine, $2.20; strong 
bakers, Manitoba, $3.65 to $3.70 ; do, Man., 
best brands, $5.70 vo $3. 75 ; spring patents, 
Manitoba, $3.90. 

Meal—Considerable uncertainty prevails 
in the market. Most mills are holding out 
for the advance, but there are others who 
are not and who are quite willing to 
sell at the old figures, notwithstanding the 
increased cost of oats.

The deed, it appears, was signed ~ by 
Dempster in his own house, and was on 
absolute conveyance of the laud to Mary 
Anu Dempster.’ Thou she executed what 
purported to be a life lease of the land 
to him. The lease bears the same date 
as the deed, signed and sealed, and wit- 
nessed by W. A. Williamson. It is a mas- 
terpiece of composition in the way of 
showing how a party of the first part 
could turn the property over to a second 
party and at the same time retain full 
Control and possession of it. After de- 
scribing the parties and the land in re- 
gular form, the document goes on: “ The 
said party of the first part hereby leases 
and by these ‘presents doth lease unto 
the said party of the djecond part all 
the above-described property, to have and 
to hold during his natural life. The said 
party of the first part is to have the 
use of the farm, and ig to run it; or 
farm it im a good husbaud-like and care- 
inl muooer. and ullow the said party of 
the second part to have the privilege 
of working or not as he sees fit, and to 
enjoy the same privileges about his home 
and farm as heretofore, as far as having 
a Bood comfortable home and living. And 
if the said parties can agree on selling 
the farm for the seventy-five thousand 
dollars they are to sell it. And the said 
party of the first part is to improve 
the farm and buildings ag she sees ‘it 
necessary and to furnish the money to 
do the repairing.” 

Under the lease Dempster’s right in the 
the land was dwindled to the mere pri- 
vilege of “holding” it during his na- 
tural life and working or not as he 
pleased. While his wife waa to do all 
the ossing in her “ husband-like ” man- 
ner. 

Williamson haa not yet returned

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Gold Reserve Under Fifty Millions—Seven 
Currency Reform Propositions Made 
in the Senate, 


Washington, Jan. 30.—The Treasury 
gold reserve has been reduced to $48,- 
516,198 by gold withdrawals at 
York. 

The financial question wus brought to 
the front early in the Senate by a re- 
solution whjch was offered by Mr. Man- 
derson (Kt., Neb.), and which, after dis- 
cussion, was referred ‘to the Finance 
Committee. It embraces seven proposi- 
tions, which, Mr. Manderson admitted, 
looked like hodge-podge, but which really 
were, he said, & compromise that might 
be and ought to be embodied into law. 
These wer: A reserve of two hundred 
millions in gold and two hundred millions 
in silver, the issue of bonds payable in 
gold and silver, the destruction of legal 
tender notes when paid in gold and sil- 
ver, the exchange for five years, when 
demanded, of gold coin for silver coin 
and oT silver coin for gold coin; the use 
of new bonds for national bank curren- 
cy (of not less denominations than $10), 
the requirement of payment of duties in 
gold on goods imported from countries 
having a gold standard and in gold or 
silver on goods imported from coun- 
tries having a eilver standard, and, fin- 
ally, the free coinage of silver and yold 
at the ratio of 16to1 and the enlarged 
coinage Of subsidiary silver coin. 

AN IMMEDIATE KOND ISSUB. 
$100,000,000 Four Ver Cents Expected To 
Keo Issued Next Monday. 


New York, Jun. 80.—Tho continued 
Withdrawals of gold have caused the 
general belief that a bond i will 
have to «x very shortly unless Con- 
§resa takes quick action on the propo- 
sition of the President for an of 
three per cent. bonds. It was expected 
that the issue vould bo made — this 
week, but the President decided to make 
one last appeal to Congress for a three 
per cent. gold before pacrificing the 
credit of the Government by the sale of 
four or five per cent. bonds. If Congress 
does not accomplish anything thia waek 
in the section the President's e#eug- 
cestions, it ia undervtood that $100,- 
000,000 four per cent. bonds will be is- 
sued next Monday, or before the close 
of next weok. Notwithstanding the 
denials of August Belmont, it is believed 
that he will be at the head of a syniii 
cate of foreign bankers, which will take

parent that a large portion of the issue 
must be placed abroad if the ‘Treasury 
is to make any permanent in 
gold, a4 in no other way 
fectual halt be put upon 
port movement.

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APPENDICITIS 


Supposed to be the Cause of About All 


Cases of Peritoniti« 


“The prevalence or supposed pre 
valonce of appendicitis nowadays,’ said 
Dr, Edward J, Howell, of New York, at 
the Wormly, ‘is simply due to the fact 
that the prolession has discovered that 
this disease is the cause of nearly all 
the cases of inflammation of the bowels 
or peritenitis, as itis called. Practical 
ly there is no case of peritonitis, in the 
male, at least, that is not caused by 
inflammation of the appendix. Wha 
hapocns when we have these attacks is 
that concretion or solid pieces of foeces 
gots engaged in the litthe body that is 
situated at the junction of the large and 
small bowel. This interferes with the 
circulation, the little body swells, ulcer 
ates, and some of the contents of the 
intestinal canal get outside through the 
ulcerated hole. An abscess oommonly 
results. If this becomes incisted or 
localized the patient’s chances of re- 
covery are good, either by an operation 
or the abscess making its way to the 
surfaco or toward the interior of the 
bowel, andhe gets well without any 
operation beyond: perhaps, opening the 
ADSCOSs, 

‘Frequently the abscess becomes dif- 
fuse anc broaks into the peritoneal cav- 
ity, and the patient almost invariably 
dies These latter cases can only be 
saved by an early operation. The point 
on which the public should be informed 
is that the early symptoms—cramps, 
yomiting, rigidity of the abdomen, ete, 
—should always be regarded seriously. 
Appendicitis is essentially a surgical 
disease, amenable to surgical treatment 
only in grave cases. Every attack 
leaves the patient subject to another, 

** The most favorable statistics of the 
ailment aro in cases where the opera- 
tion is performed between the attacks, 
the mortality in those cases being less 
than two per cent. The mortality in 
those cases which result in general pari: 
tonitis is as high as 75 per cent. What 
is needed is early recognition of the 
trouble and quick operation before it 
progresses to the seyere type.’’—Wash- 
ington Star,

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Why Iron Rails "“Creep."’ 


Unless there are counteracting influ- 

ences, the natural tendency of rails is 
to “creep’’ downward, obeying the 
well-known laws of gravity, if, how- 
ever, the grade be too slight to give 
much effect to this law, and, in fact, so 
slight as torequire the use fof steam 
in the handling of descending trains, 
this natural tendency may be minimiz- 
6d and indeed, overcome and reversed, 
by aconstant draught of loadsin the 
direction of its descent. Heavy loads 
yulling constantly in one direction 
ive a tendency to drive the rails in 
the opposite direction. Should it be 
necessary, however,to apply the brakes 
the rail is driven in the direction of the 
moving train. On a perfectly level 
track tho rail almost invariably 
“creeps” in the opposite direction from 
the movement of the heaviest and most 
constant traftic, except at points where 
it is customary to shut off and apply the 
brakes, at which the ‘‘creep” isin the 
saine direction, ‘ 

On roads having grades which change 
abruptly from ascending to descending 
presse over the crown of a hill, it often 
1appens that tho rails ‘“‘creep” up grade 
on both sides cf the crown, and this is 
especially true where long, heavy trains 
are run, as the heavy pulling of the en- 
gine alter it has passed the crown going 
down grade causes it to drive ths rail 
upward on the one side, while the rear 
of the train has somewhat the tendency 
to pull, or at least to hold the rail on the 
opposite ascent. Onerail often “creeps” 
faster tban the other; this is not con- 
fined to the east rail or the west rail, 
the north or the south, Itisdue to a 
variety ot causes, and to none, perhaps, 
more than to the fact that there is a dif- 
ference, and often a peculiarity, in hu- 
manity. 

Thore are in railroad parlance what 
are known aga “line” and a “gauge” 
rail; in nine cases out of ten the “hne” 
rail gets the most attention trom the 
foreman in charge, and in addition two 
men aro usually selected to “keep up” 
the bolts on joints, one of “whom is 
generally tho most trusted man in tho 
“pang.” The other works under him, 
Almost invariably thie trusted man gets 
on the “line rail, and thus it will be 
seen that the joints and bolts are kept 
in better shape on one rail than on the 
other, and are therefore more capable 
of resisting the tendency to ‘creep.’ 
The habit among’ trackmen of adopting 
a pet rail is one of the peculiarities of 
human nature ; barbers have somowhat 
the same peculiarity—they lather and 
rub, shave and powder ono side of a 
man’s face until human endurance rebels 
against the {njustice. I wonder what 
“contral magnetic attraction” is held 
responsible for this idiosyncrasy ?

FACING BOTH WAYS 


This ts What the Indepondent Pross say 
of Mr. Laurlor'’s Attitade. 


(Canadian Trade Review, Montreal.) 


It must be terribly exasperating to Free 
Traders to hear their leader say that his 
policy, his “immediate object,” is ‘‘a 
revenue tariff, a tariff derived from Cus- 
toms."" Free Trade, and ‘a Tariff from 
Customs,” are as naturally the reverse of, 
are as directly opposite to, cach other as 
light and darkness. ‘To declare for a Free 
Trade policy based on a Customs Tariff, is 
like a man declaring he will lead an honest 
life, but support himself by thieving! The 
two things are wholly irreconcilable. 

Mr. Jaurier said:—‘‘In 1846 Sir 
Robert Peel carried England over from 
protection to free trade, and he did it by a 
gradual process which avoided all dis- 
turbance of values, and which avoided all 
financial crises. This is a precedent 
which, good for England, is good for Can- 
ada, and which ought to be still more suc- 
cessful for Canada than it was for Eng- 
land, because the interests involved are 
not so great in Canada to-day a8 they were 
in England then, and the step was « much 
longer one than the step would be here.” 
Immediately following this uncompromis- 
ing endorsement of the principle of Free 
Trade, Mr, Laurier added, “Upon the 
question of principle there can be no com- 
promise,” yet, in the very next sentence 
he declared that he was in ‘favor of a 
Customs Tariff based upon the principles 
of revenue !"’ This is not a “‘compromise,” 
we admit, of his Free Trade principle, it is 
a flat contradiction of it. This gyration 
was as sudden and as complete as the 
weather vane displays on a gusty day; it 
points due south one moment, then in- 
stantly points due north. 

We are puzzled to know which way the 
wind is blowing from Mr. Laurier’s cave. 
If he thinks Sir Robert Peel's jump in 
1846 is ‘‘a good precedent for Canada,” 





why does he not follow it? If he proposes 
to raise a revenue by a Customs Tariff, why* 
does he also advocate Free Trade! he

century, chief among them being the tariff 
and the proportion of debt to the popula 
tion, but many of the hearers loved the 


utterers for the battles they had fought, 


and the views and ideas were received with 


more welcome perhaps, than if they had 


come fresh from the mint. 

Taking it all for all, the impression made 
upon unbiased listeners, was that the 
Government has no new arguments to 
combat, nor the Opposition any new 


weapons to boast of. 
If there is one thing for which the 
Liberal Party has never been distinguish- 


ed in Canada, it is the character of its 
leaders. The want of magnetic intluence 


over the people has always been remarked. 
A substratum of suspicion has been gen 
erally attached to every movement of 
theirs, especially in their occasional flirt 
ing with the neighboring republic, and 
though Flirtation has been aptly defined 
as ‘Attention without Litention, ’our people 
are too loyalin Canada to tolerate even 
the semblance of anything savoring of a 
prospective change in our political relation 
to the Mother Country. The endorsement 

















of the present party in power 
in all the great influential circles of 
Great Britain, and esjecially by those in 


high station, oven royalty itself, is a great 
tower of strength for the Conservative 
party, undin the absence of masterful 
leaders on the other side, itis not at all 
within the reach of probability that any 
political change will be effected in the 
Government of the country for some yours 
to come. A party, one of whose leaders is 
obliged to accept of support more sub 
stantial than lip loyalty and votes, is sure

Story of the Wreck Told By the 
Survivors. 


Struck Amildships Before Daylight. the 
Elbe Filled and Sank in a Fow Minutes 
~A Panic Among the Passengers and 
Fight for Life—The Captain's Order to 
Save the Women and Children First 
Unheeded—Three Boats Lowered With 

| Dificulty -One Swamped, One Is Pick- 





ed Up With Its 22 Souls, the Third 
Thought to Be Lost—No Canadians on 
Board. 


London, Jan. 81.—Tho North German 
Lloyd steamship Elbe, bound from Bre- 
men for New York, hank at 6 o'clock 
Yesterday, after colliding with a 
small steamer in the North Sea, fifty 
miles olf Lowestoft. She carried 240 
passengers and 160 officers and eae 
men, 22 survivors of tho wreck have 
been landed and a few others may still 
be afloat in a life boat. All the others 
were lost. Captain Von Govessel went 
down with his ship, 

The survivors of the wreck were landed 
at Lowestoft by th» fishing emack Wild 
Flower at 56.40 this evening. They are: 
Stollberg, third officer ; Neussel, first en- 
gineer; Wezer, paymaster; Schultheias, 
Linkmver and Sitting, asasistant  pay- 
masters; Enurest, chief etoker; Viceba, 
steward; Wenning, Singer and Seibert, 
éailors; Dreson and Batko, ordinary sea- 
men; Deharde, German pilot ; Greenham, 
English pilot ; Hoffman of Nebraska, Lu- 
gen, Schlegal of Cleveland, Ohio; Vevera, 
Bolthen, and Miss Anna Buecker, passen- 
gers. Hoffman's wife and boy went dow 
with the whip. All the resened were { 
& pitiable cond(tion, 

The pasengers were but half clothed. 
Their few garments were frozen stiff, 
their hair was coated .with ice, and 
anxiety and effort had exhausted them 
so completely that thoy had to be helped 
ashore. The officers and sailorss were 
fully dressed, but their clathes had been 
drenched and frozen, and they had been 
almost paralyzed with cold and fatigue. 
They had been ashore three hours before 
they had recovered sufficiently to tell 
the story of the wreck. Their fhecounts 
agreed upon the following points : 

The Elbe left Bremen on Tuesday after- 
noon. The few hours of the voyage be- 
fore the disaater were tneventful. At 4 


{ ‘o'clock this morning the wind was blow- 
+ ing very hard and o tremendous sea was 


running. The morning was unusually 
dark. Numerous lighta were seen in all 
directions, showing that many  veasels 
were hear by. The captain ordered, 
therefore, that rockets should be sent up 
at regular intervals to warn the craft 
to keep Sut of the Elbe’s course. 

It was near @ o'clock, and tho Elbe 
was some 50 miles off Lowestoft, const! 
of Suffolk, when the lookout man sighted 
& steamer of about 1500 tons approach- 
ing. He gaye the word, and as a pre- 
caution the number of rockets was doubl- 
ed antl they were sent up at short in- 
tervals. The warning was without 
effect.

The first official report received by the 
owners was dated at Lowestoft, and 
said: “The mail gteamer Elba, which 
left ‘Bremerhaven yosterday for New 
York, @mk attér heing in collision at 6 
this morning. A boat has landed; 
news of the remainder.” 

These reporta eesm to prove that only 
two" boata wero lowered, despite the 
varying statements of passengers, some 
of whom said that as many as 
eight were cut. loose. The  bont 
carrying the survivors was tossed at the 
mercy of the waves in a bitter south- 
east wind, until 11 o'clock. Meantime 
they sighted several vessels, while them- 
relves unseen, The scantiness of their 
Clothing made their sufferings more  in- 
tense. When they sighted the Wild Flow- 
or frantic ¢fforts"were made to attract 
her attention, Sails, shirts ond under- 
clothes were waved some time before the 
fishing emack answered their hail 

The exact place of the collision is 47 
iniles southwest of the Hook Lightship. 
Mr. Nensscll, the firat engineer, told a 
Daily News reporter that it was only 
the position the vessel assumed when the 
water made its volume felt, that prevent 
ed the launching of boats, 

Despatches from Germany say Bre- 
men is in a state of consternation, and 
the whole country is excited by the news 
of the wreck. Tho passengers came from 
all parts of the empire. A steamer has 
been ordered sent from Lowestoft by the 
North German Lloyd to search for the 
other lifeboat. 

A despatch from Amsterdam says that 
the steamer Crathic, from Rotterdam for 
Aberdeen, has returned to Maasluis with 
her stem stove in. Her captain report- 
ed that about 5 o'clock this morning she 
collided with u yessel whose name he 
could not learn, some 80 miles from the 
Hook of Holland! It is supposed the 
Elbe is the steamer in question, 

Miss Anna Buecker, the only woman 
in the party, was prostrated as soon 
as they got clear of the Elbe. She lay 
in the bottom of the boat for 
five hours with the seas  branaking 
over her. and ote water hed been 
shipped, half covering her body. Al- 
though her physical etrqngth was gone 
sho showed true pluck, ‘however, and 
did not utter a word of complaint, 
and repeatedly wrged her companions 
not to mind her, but to look alter them- 
selves, Hoffman's leg was hurt severely 
while he was changing boats, 

The survivors cannot say too much in 
praise of the Wild Flower's crew, who 
gave them every possible attention. 
Upon landing the survivors were taken 
in charge by B. 8S. Bradbeer, the Ger- 
man Consul at Lowestoft, who sent some 
to the Sailors Home, and others to the 
Suffolk Hotel. Miss Buecker, who took 
passage only to Southampton, will 
prvbably be able to go to London in 
a day or two. ' 
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MISS BUECKER 'S GOOD FORTUNE, 


Thrown From One Lifeboat She Reached 
Another and Was Saved 

The United Presa representative called 
at the Sailors’ Home at 10.30 p.m. to 
see Miss Buecker. Her doctor said she 
was insuch a state of physical and ner- 
vous exhaustion when she arrived that 
he had put her to bed. She had rested 
and felt much better, and would not sul- 
fer any permanent injury from her ex- 
perience, 

Miss Buecker said in the subsequent in- 
terview: Iwas in bed when the steamer 
struck. Iwas aroused bya great crash, 
followed by shouts and the tramping ol 
feet on deck. IT found that two of the life- 
boats were lowered and ran to one of 
them, The steamer was gradually sink- 
ngi. One side was already low in the 
water, Some men shoved me into the 
boat, which was then lowered. We had 
hardly renched the water before the boat 
upset and all were thrown out. As that 
part of the Elbe was partly submerged, 
most of the others managed to get back 
ow the steamer. I went under, and when 
Icame up ‘I clutched the bow of the 
capsized boat. I clung to it desperately 
until another lifeboat that had been 
launched picked me up. We suffered ter- 
ribly until the Wild Flower rescued us. 
Ilost all my clothes, but I saved my 
money and watch, which was in a belt 
that I had around my waist. 

The steerage passenger Borthen gave 
this description of his experience: “I was 
going to France by way of Southamp- 
ton, At the moment of the collision I 
was in the forecastle, When the steam- 
era come together the noise was deaf- 
ening, like the crashing of icebergs. Then 
came oa sericea of tearing and grinding 
sounds, I hurried back and found the 
officers and crew at quarters. Two boats 
were being lowered, but I saw no others. 
I am sure that the ropes were not froz- 
en. They were somewhat atiff, but not 
so a8 to hinder the lowering of the 
boats. After I entered the boat, which 
the Wild Flower afterwards picked up, 
I did not see any other small boats 
The Elbe went down in about 20 minu 
tea after the collision.”

I asked her what bhe 
thought the trouble was, but she seemed 
to pay little attention to it. I was 
not greatly alarmed, although I heard 
eculfling of feet an dhoarse shoute on 
deck, I hurried into my clothes, how- 
ever, and went to the upper deck. I saw 
only too clearly what had happened; I 
rushed below and helped my wife and 
boy throw on a few clothes, and we 
went on deck together. The excitement 
and confusion cannot be described, 

I never saw anything like it. Every- 
body seemed to have lost his head. Men, 
women and children were runuing about 
madly, the Women screaming with terror 
ond every man getting in the way of the 
others. The darkness increased the con- 
fusion and fright. 

"Suddenly I heard ashrill despairing 
cry from the women, ‘There are no more 
boats.’ I then saw the men at the davits. 
I noticed that the ropes were froren 60 
hard, or were so tangled, or something 
of the sort, that the sailors had to chop 
them frantically to get the boats clear. 
The sailore were doing their best, how- 
ever, and worked with might and main. 
They finally got out the after-quarter 
boat on the port side. I could see that 
it was full of people, but the sailors 
could not lower it.” 

Meanwhile the steamer was settling 
perceptibly. Itook my boy in my arms 
aud got into the second boat. My wile 
was close behind, when somebody shout- 
ed; All women and children go on the 
other side of the ship. I believe the 
captain gave the order. My wife start- 
ed to run across the deck, and that is 
the last I saw of her. 

I clung to my boy, but some men 
acized us and dragged us out of the 
boat, and my place was taken by one of 
the crew. This boat got clear of the 
steamer. Before the men at the oars 
could get full command of her a big 
waye almost dashed her against the 
steamer'’s big foremast, which had gone 
by the board at the time of the colli- 
sion. It was almost miraculous that the 
boat was not swamped, as another boat 
was got out. I took my boy into it 
and supposed that he had remained by 
my side, but just as the boat was lower- 
ed, I found that he had disappeared. He 
had been torn away in the rush and 
ecramble for places. I tried to get 
back, but the boat went down with «4 
jump and the moment we reached the 
water the sailors pushed off.”

curred. He is doubtless lost. In an 
emergency of this kind from what I know 
of him he did not look out for himself. 
Tlis boat did not go down without him. 
He was one of the finest men I ever 
knew. He was first in the company’s 
service as fourth officer, and worked his 
way up to captain. He was about 50 
yeara old and had been in the employ of 
the company for about 20 years.” 

Mr. Schwabsaid that the 
10 lifeboats and 12 collapsable 
besides four life rafte. The accident, he 
thought, must have occurred in a fog, 
and that immediately after the collision 
the colliding steamers must have lost 
sight of each other. The first duty at 
euch a time is to look out for one’s self,

If the blow had etruck the Elbe 
the engine-room, as reported, Mr.Schwab 
eaid that no manipulation of bulkhead 
doors could have saved the steamer, The 
sinking of the Victoria by the Camper- 
down, Mr. Schwab said, showed that no 
| arrangements of bulkheads, longitudin- 
al and transverec, insured immunity when 
the opening was made amidabips.Thia is 
the only ecrious accident that has occur- 


rod to a ateamer of this line since 1875, 
when the Deutschland ran ashore at tho 
mouth of the Thames and a numbor of 
lives were lost.

1875, or with a new authority to be 
grented by Congress.
